CONFLICT AND THE CONDITION OF PROGRESS 

In these days when we are told that the coming 
together of the different religions would mean the dawn 
of the warless era, when the earth would no longer 
resound to the tread of marching men and the seas be 
ruffed only by the ships of commerce, one may confess 
to some degree of entertainment on reading in the 
Episcopal monthly, the Crown, the following statement: 
“If the impossible could take place, and Protestantism 
and Catholicism could unite, liberty would perish. The 
salvation of liberty is in the wars of Jehovah.” Here 
we are told that it is conflict of opinion that makes for 
liberty, not brotherly concord. It is not brethren 
«welling together in unity but in discord who are the 
real toreh-bearers of liberty. ‘This conclusion marks 
the end of a masterly refutation of the statement made 
by U.S. Senator O’Gorman, of New York, during the 
«debate in the Senate on the resolution denouncing the 
‘treaty with Russia because of its discrimination against 
American Jews, relative to the religious liberty enjoyed 
in this country. ‘“‘We cannot permit a foreign country 
to discriminate against American citizens because of 
religion,” said the Senator; “the crowning glory of this 
Republic is the absolute guarantee of religious freedom.” 
Instead of this being true, the Crown says, the very 
opposite is the fact. It says: “The Constitution does 
not guarantee religious freedom. Under this Constitu- 
tion religious freedom has been encroached upon time 
and again, and lawfully. Indeed, it is infringed to-day 
in the seven states that exclude disbelievers from the 
governorship and in Pennsylvania from any office. These 
seven states are Arkansas, Mississippi, Maryland, South 
Carolina, North Carolina, Pennsylvania and Tennessee. 
Resides, New Hampshire gives official recognition to the 
l’rotestant religion. Evidently, therefore, the states 
have been free and are free to impose religious discrimi- 
nations.” 

The Crown then goes on to show that the religious 
freedom we enjoy comes not from any constitutional 
guarantee, but from the division of the Christian religion 
into the two great branches, Protestant and Catholic, 
and of Protestantism into many warring sects. ‘‘No one 
Protestant sect is strong enough to impose its will on 
the rest,” it says. ‘They tolerate one another perforce. 
Most of the sects to-day if they had the power would 
make short work of the religious freedom we have. For 
this reason those who believe in religious freedom should 
frown on church union. There is not, however, the 
danger in it that there would have been twenty-five 
years ago; for a united Protestantism would now be 
confronted by a formidable Catholicism.” Here, then, 
we have the statement from a religious source that it is 
in the conflict of religious opinions that real liberty is 
found, and that one universal church would mean the 
death of liberty. If, therefore, it can be thus argued 
that, in the domain of the spiritual, freedom and liberty 
ire the children of conflict and that in the “wars of 
Jehovah’—that is, in the clashing of creeds—is the 
greatest hope of spiritual advancement, may it not be a 
logical corollary that in the realm of the material com- 
plete harmony of purpose and opinion, of ideal and 
aspiration, would mean national decay? And in this 
reverend doctor’s view of the basis of religious liberty 
may there not be found the true spiritual meaning hidden 
in Ruskin’s declaration that all the arts are founded on 
war and that a nation’s greatness is determined by its 
nilitary strength? 
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To hold a large surplus unused for naval construction 
but ready for immediate application to naval building 
is said to be the design of the British government, which 
finds itself with a surplus of $32,750,000 on hand. In 
introducing in the House of Commons on April 2 the 
budget for 1912-13 Chancellor of the Exchequer Lloyd- 







George reported that sum as the surplus, which, accord- 
ing to the cable despatches, instead of being applied at 
once to the reduction of taxation or the national debt, 
would be held as a reserve until the end of the year, 
until it could be ascertained how many ships Germany 
would compel the Admiralty to lay down. This is in 
line with a recent speech of the First Lord of the 
Admiralty, in which Germany was notified that Great 
Britain’s naval building program depended upon the 
attitude of Germany, and that if the latter curtailed her 
naval construction England might follow suit. 
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The Philadelphia Inquirer unfairly uses our figures to 
make it appear that “the AkRMy AND Navy JotrNAL is 
casting slurs upon the state troops.” It is surprised 
that we should assert that only fifty per cent. or less 
of the National Guard would rally to the colors for 
active duty. Its astonishment is due to its own mis- 
reading of our statement. We did not say that fifty per 
cent. would not rally to the colors. What we said was 
that in case of ‘emergency not more than that number 
would be available for duty, and of that thete is not a 
shadow of doubt. The AkMy AND Navy JoukNAL has 
long known of the patriotic fervor with which the young 
men of the country rally to the flag in the event of 
national danger, but one can know all that and still not 
be ignorant of the fact that comparatively few of these 
enthusiasts can pass the necessary physical examination. 
The Inquirer should know that if all the applicants for 
service in time of war were to be accepted by the recruit- 
ing officers the armies would be demoralized by the 
number of sick and the pension list after the war would 
be of appalling dimensions. In such wars as the Spanish- 
American the large number of National Guardsmen who 
were rejected because of physical defects was made up 
by Volunteers. During the recruiting of Volunteers at 
Peekskill in the spring of 1898 a field officer in a New 
York city regiment said that his old command could not go 
to the front as it was “because one-third will be thrown 
out because of age and another third will be rejected 
because of physical defects; so if it goes to the front 
it will be only one-third what it was, two-thirds being 
brought in from general recruiting.” There is only one 
way, as the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL has repeatedly 
shown, by which the National Guard will not show this 
falling off in time of emergency, and that is to have a 
physical examination as rigid for joining the state troops 
as for joining the Regular Army. Then on a call for 
active duty the Guardsmen could step into the field on 
their original examination. But to do this would tend 
to check recruiting for the state soldiery in time of 
peace, and in this respect what the National Guard 
would gain in time of war would be lost in time of peace. 
This is a problem that has engaged the serious thought 
of the highest officers of the Army and the National 
Guard, and no satisfactory solution seems to be forth- 
coming. It is this ignorance of the difference between 
military availability and “rallying around the flag, boys,” 
that is responsible for much of the misplaced confidence 
of otherwise intelligent citizens in the ability of the 
“aroused masses” to defend the country in time of danger. 
Noting the eagerness with which the best young men of 
the country present themselves for war service, these 
citizens are deluded into the belief that a glowing eye 
and a quick-throbbing heart will make a soldier. If they 
knew the rigorous examination which recruits have to go 
through in the Army to test their fitness for the hardships 
of active service they would realize the difference 
between the paper strength of the Organized Militia and 
its field efficiency. Officers of the Regular Army are 
required to undergo physical tests to determine whether 
they are fit for field service. National Guard officers 
are not so required; hence the number of Militia officers 
unfit for field service can only be conjectured, but that 
it would not be small in the event of war may well be 
taken for granted. 


_ 
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Although a temporary organization has not yet been 
made, great interest is being manifested in the new Army 
League. Mr. Frederic C. Huidekoper has already received 
a couple of hundred letters from civilians in different 
parts of the country who have expressed a desire to 
join the League. Quite a number of the Western papers 
have endorsed the scheme in editorials, and a strong 
organization seems already assured. “It is to be hoped 
that the Army League will bring the advocates of an 
adequate force for the purpose of national defense 
together in the support of a general policy,” said J. B. 
McAneny, of Omaha, in an interview published in the 
Washington Post. “The trouble has been that there not 
only has been friction between the National Guard and 
the Regular Army, but between the different arms of the 
Regular Establishment and the different factions in the 
National Guard. Every faction of the Regular Army 
and the National Guard has gone to Congress with a 
different plan for the development of our military force. 
For instance, the highest authorities in the War Depart- 
ment and Army have been urging upon Congress the 
importance of fortifying the Philippines. Congress 
actually has neglected fortifications of the coast lines 
of the United States in order to spend money in the 
Philippines. The other day General Edwards, Chief of 
the Bureau of Insular Affairs, went before the Senate 
«‘ommittee on Finance and virtually declared that no 
attempt should be made to fortify the Philippines. At 
least, this is the way he was quoted in the papers. Then, 
in the matter of the Militia Pay bill, Congress is now in 
a perplexed state of mind, apparently. The Attorney 
‘General has decided that the Militia cannot be used in 
Mexico in the event conditions would demand that we 
throw a military force into that southern republic. The 





situation is this: Congress has been spending millions 
of dollars in the development of a National Guard, yet, 
according to this decision, the Federal Government cannot 
use it except in repelling invasions—a paradox in mili- 
tary affairs.” 
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Although known as a canal the waterway being com- 
pleted on the Isthmus of Panama is not really a canal, 
but a channel consisting of lakes, locks, canal and sea 
approaches. In discussing sanitation on the Isthmus 
Colonel William C. Gorgas, Med. Corps, U.S.A., in the 
Journal of the American Medical Association makes this 
distinction clear. Two rivers, one on each side of the 
mountain range, are dammed, forming lakes; these lakes 
are connected by a deep cut; locks are placed to raise 
ships into the lakes or lower them from the lakes; and 
then, lastly, approaches are cut from the Atlantic to 
the dam across the northern river and likewise from the 
Pacific Ocean to the dam across the southern river. A 
ship coming from the north will sail south through the 
Atlantic approach seven miles to the northern locks, 
where she will be lifted eighty-five feet to the surface 
of the lakes; she will then sail twenty-four miles 
through the northern lake, then nine miles through the 
cut connecting the two lakes; then she will be dropped 
thirty feet into the southern lake, then sail two miles 
through this southern lake, then be dropped through 
locks fifty-five feet from the lake level to the level of 
the Pacific, and then sail eight miles through the southern 
approach to the Pacific. Very similar would be the plan 
to connect New Orleans and Los Angeles by canal, the 
Mississippi and the Colorado rivers being dammed at 
the foothills on each side of the Rockies. A cut through 
the lowest point in the Rockies would correspond to the 
Culebra Cut, and the situation would be analogous. 
The most important excursion planned for the delegates 
to the International Congress of Navigation, which will 
convene in Philadelphia on May 23, is that to the Panama 
Canal. If the party prove large enough a steamer will 
be chartered for the trip. The foreign delegates being 
officials intimately interested in canal construction and 
operations will receive unusual attention from the 
Isthmian Canal Commission. Wilfred H. Schoff, care 
of the Commercial Museums, Philadelphia, has charge of 
the excursion, which will not be limited to engineers.

As was to be expected of a republic with so strong a 
military adviser behind its initial activities as Homer 
Lea, the new Chinese Republic has decided to go into 
the building of battleships, and to obtain a position in 
the council of nations that otherwise it could not hope 
to enjoy. We have no means by which to judge the 
scope of the naval building program of the Oriental 
Republic, but that it has decided to build some battle- 
ships is an indication that it is alive to the responsi- 
bilities it has assumed before the nations of the earth 
and that it must be able to live up to what is expected 
of it. Now that the administration of President. Yuan 
has determined to imitate the great Christian nations 
in the matter of sea power, it may safely be asserted 
that, if this program be continued faithfully for the next 
decade, China will never revert to the old China of 
sloth, of small patriotism and of truckling weakness in 
the face of stronger nations. It will not be the work 
of a day, nor a year, nor a generation to awaken the 
great Mongolian people out of the sleep of centuries, but 
if anything will do it it will be the sound of the great 
guns of their warships, putting a thrill of patriotism 
into nerves that never quivered with joy before in the 
presence of the nation’s power embodied in steel. There- 
fore the news given out by President Charles M. Schwab, 
of the Bethlehem Steel Company, that he has obtained 
contracts for building battleships for the new Chinese 
navy will prove very gratifying to the real friends of 
the recently born republic. While not ready to make 
any definite statement on the subject, he said, it was 
almost certain that China, no matter which faction won 
in the present upheaval, would begin the construction of 
a new navy as soon as her internal affairs were more 
settled, and that a large proportion of the new battleships 
would be built in this country.

There is observable a tendency in Germany to bring 
forward the militia idea of training the population for 
imperial defense. The author of a brochure entitled 
“Gedanken tiber eine neue Wehrverfassung” believes that 
the whole military system calls for change in the direc- 
tion of setting it on a militia basis. Such a proposal, 
says its opponents, would lay the axe at the root of the 
tree under whose shade German industries, policy and 
culture have grown during forty years and live to-day. 
The editor of the Militiirische Blitter agrees with the 
Reichsbote that it is not less than deplorable to find a 
general officer making public such views, and displaying 
so much ignorance of the social life and economical 
organization of Germany. He says that what Germany 
requires is a strong army ready for a rapid offensive. 
Those who cite Scharnhorst in support of militia views 
show no knowledge of military history, because what was 
a necessary evil in those times is not applicable to the 
situation of the present day. To adopt the system of 
Switzerland or any other small State would be for Ger- 
many absurd. In short, the application of a militia 
system is denounced as wholly impossible to the country.

After a protracted debate the New York Chamber of 
Commerce passed a resolution advocating a change in 
the law to permit American shipping interests to buy 
steamships in the cheapest markets in the world with 
the privilege of having them admitted to American 
register. 
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According to “Capt.” John O’Brien, known as 
“Dynamite Johnny” among the filibusters of the days 
of the Cuban rebellions, the sending of the ill-fated 
battleship Maine to Havana, which brought on the 
Spanish War and changed the position of the United 
States in international politics, was due to a despatch 
which the New York Herald correspondent in Havana 
had sent to his home office. General Blanco had been 
urging U.S. Consul General Lee not to ask for a battle- 
ship as the Spanish troops could protect American 
citizens, and saying that to ask for a battleship would 
put him (Blanco) before his own government as unable 
to control the situation, and Lee had agreed not to ask 
for one. The Herald correspondent had lost his revolver 
while in the field with the Spanish troops and had sent 
to his New York office for another, which was sent, but 
without cartridges. None could be procured in Havana, 
so the correspondent sent off this cipher despatch to the 
Herald: “Camera received, but no plates. Require 
special size. Send by next boat.” This was plain enough 
to the cable editor of the Herald, but the agent at Key 
West through whose hands all messages passed jumped 
to the conclusion that it was a cryptogram, though it 
carried no code word, and through sheer inquisitiveness 
attempted to decipher it. After wrestling with it for 
several hours, says O’Brien in the Sunday Magazine, 
he evolved the wonderful and momentous translation 
that an attempt had been made by Spaniards to assas- 
sinate General Lee. This was soon whispered all around 
Key West, and in a few hours it was reported through 
government chanuels to Washington, where it was at 
once communicated to the Assistant Secretary of State, 
William R. Day. Although the Herald printed no 
account of the alleged attempt at murder, and nothing 
concerning it was received from General Lee, at a meet- 
ing of the Cabinet the following day it was decided to 
send the battleship Maine to Havana at once “on a visit 
of courtesy.” The Cabinet, according to this narrative, 
supposed General Lee either unduly minimized the im- 
portance of the incident or had been prevented from 
sending the State Department word of the attempt on 
his life, and the Government had received so many 
appeals from nervous Americans in Havana that it was 
decided it would be unwise to take any more chances 
with the Blanco administration. Doubtless every detail 
connected with the Maine’s visit to Havana will give 
birth to stories more or less apocryphal, and none 
perhaps, apart from the cause of the explosion, will 
afford a more fertile field for speculation than the cause 
of the ship’s visit to the Cuban port.

The development of a better type of mounted Hospital 
Corps man seems to 1st Lieut. George F. Campbell, Med. 
Res. Corps, U.S.A., one of the duties of the day. In the 
March Military Surgeon he argues that the Hospital 
Corps of the Army should be reorganized and put on the 
same basis as that of the Navy. He recommends that 
recruits be enlisted for the H.C., mounted, and for the 
H.C., foot, instead of promiscuously as at present. “A 
more effective community of interest between a mounted 
command and the H.C. detachment on duty with it, 
especially in the field or in time of war, would seem to 
be of pressing import in view of the tendency to make 
our small Army a select and efficient fighting machine. 
The present system is defective in the translation of 
hospital men from foot to mounted duty without adequate 
preparation, adaptability or proper opportunity for 
developing efficiency. As well send a company of Coast 
Artillery out West, put them on draft horses, dub them 
cavalry and expect them to get anywhere as to look for 
efficiency in a Hospital Corps man under what amounts 
to practically the same conditions. Many of the mounted 
hospital men to-day have all they can do to keep up 
with the command and to take care of themselves with- 
out being of much assistance to anyone else; as surgeon’s 
orderlies they are often quite worthless, sometimes re- 
quiring help in the handling and management of their 
mounts.” The H.C. man to be of much value to a 
mounted command in the field should be decently and 
properly mounted; should love animals, have a fondness 
for riding, a hereditary trait of association with live 
stock, some practical experience in the care and handling 
of horses, a short body and long legs, and a liking for 
outdoor work and camp life. Further recommendation 
is made that there be organized a distinctly mounted 
company of instruction for H.C. men. “The company 
stationed at Fort D. A. Russell, Wyo., would be avail- 
able for the purpose, and could be turned into a mounted 
command and exclusively trained with this purpose in 
view.” Dr. Campbell also calls attention to the long 
hours which H.C. men are called on to work, and suggests 
that this would make an excellent field for reform. 





The unpleasantness of strike duty for National 
Guardsmen in communities where there is much sym- 
pathy with the strikers was shown by experiences of 
militiamen during the recent riots in Lawrence, Mass. 
Members of the Lawrence companies suffered. in many 
ways that the men of other companies escaped. Most of 
these men, being well known to many of the rioters, 
were picked out by strikers for unusual insults, especially 
since coming off duty, yet in no case, says Lieut. F. C. 
N. Brownell, writing in The Ancient of Boston, did they 
fail to do their full duty. Since being relieved from the 
first tour of duty they were not, as erroneously stated, 
called for a second tour, and consequently did not refuse 
to stand for such a second tour. A provisional company 
made up of men of the three companies who were thrown 
out of work by the strike were retained by the Adjutant 
General and performed their duties to the satisfaction 
of Colonel Sweetser and his officers. Following the dis- 
charge of these companies from regular duty several sad 
incidents happened to a number of their members. In 
one case a man going to his home, following his tour, 
found all of his personal belongings thrown out in the 
snow, and he was refused admission to his boarding 
place. In another case a man returning to his home was 
told by his father to get out of the house as he was no 
longer a son of his. In this last instance, as the son 
was entirely self-supporting, he left after telling his 
father what he thought of him.

The military classes of the Brooklyn (N.Y.) Horse 
Show, to be held at the Riding and Driving Club April 
18, 19 and 20, will be judged Friday evening, April 19, 
which has been designated as the “military night” of 
the show. The varied program for that night includes a 
class for officers’ chargers and military mounts to be 
ridden by members of any branch of the Army or 
National Guard in full dress uniform, a class for model 
military mounts shown in hand by enlisted men in 
uniform, and an event for military mounts to be ridden 
by any member of the Army or National Guard in dress 
uniform over brush and pen jumps. These special 


classes will be the features of the “military night,” and 
hard and keen competition is expected. any military 
officers will attend the show. The judges of the military 
classes will be Major Milton F. Davis, U.S.A., and Capt. 
L. Andrews, U.S.A.

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The criticism in a British service paper of Mr. Arthur 
Lee, M.P., for referring in the Parliamentary debates 
on the army estimates to the American Volunteers at 
the battle of San Juan did not do justice to that gentle- 
man. He said that the Volunteers, being armed with an 
inferior rifle, had to lie flat on the road while their 
Regular comrades walked over them to press home the 
attack. “This anecdote,” says the United Service Gazette 
of London, “will, of course, be taken with the proverbial 
grain of salt. It is really quite wonderful what some 
war correspondents witness; attachment to the American 
Army has no doubt very great attractions, which in their 
turn produce humorous results.” Mr. Lee was correct 
in his statement that the Regulars had to pass through 
the Volunteers. The incident occurred at the battle of 
San Juan, where the 7lst New York Volunteers were 
ordered into the Bloody Trail. They were armed with 
black-powder rifles, a shot from which would immediately 
attract the fire of Spanish batteries and sharpshooters. 
They preceded the Regulars in the trail, and it was 
intended that the latter should begin the attack with 
the smokeless powder rifle. The trail was very narrow, 
being a mere path, and many of the New York soldiers 
as they waited for the Regulars to advance soon dropped 
flat on the ground to escape the fire of the sharpshooters, 
to which they were forbidden to reply. As they lay thus 
in many instances the Regulars literally passed over 
them on their way to the ford and the open space 
beyond, where they delivered the attack upon San Juan 
Hill. Lieut. Col. Arthur Lee, later to be elected to 
Parliament, was British military attaché with the 
American Army, and made a most favorable impression 
upon all American officers with whom he came in contact 
both because of his military knowledge and his many 
fine personal qualities. It is scarcely likely that so good 
a soldier in an important Parliamentary debate would 
draw the long bow or seek to exaggerate in an unmilitary 
way any phase of the operations which he had witnessed 
in Cuba, and we are sure that his many friends among 
the commissioned personnel of the U.S. Army will agree 
with us that he followed strict military usage in his 
account of the incident noted.

The extent to which a prejudiced historian may be 
led away from the truth by his personal bias is illus- 
trated in the case of the Rev. Henry Belcher, the British 
author of: a book on the Revolutionary War, which it 
gives him great pleasure to designate in the title as 
“The First American Civil War.’ Several examples 
of the injury done to the value of his conclusions by his 
manifest prejudice may be cited for the warning they 
may afford to members of our Army and Navy with a 
leaning to historical writing. Rector Belcher, for 
example, fails to remember that it is unfair to judge the 
men and manners of a past generation by the altered 
and generally improved standards of a later period, a 
consideration that would have saved him from a display 
of ignorance as to British army customs in his effort to 
disparage the ability of George Washington, of whom 
he says: “Washington would have been rejected at any 
entrance examination for a direct commission in the 
British army.” Mr. Belcher apparently did not know 
that there were no examinations for commissions in the 
British army in the eighteenth century. It is agreeable 
to turn from such a narrow criticism of the Father of 
his Country to the opinion of him held by British mili- 
tary men. In commenting on this view of Washington 
by the reverend historian, the Journal of the Royal 
United Service Institution of London says: ‘‘Washing- 
ton’s abilities would have assured him distinction in any 
capacity, civil or military, at any period of the world’s 
history.” That Mr. Belcher’s language is often too 
picturesque and extravagant to be a correct vehicle of 
thought, especially in the writing of a history, is shown 
also by his reference to the “buzzing of butterflies.” 








Writing of the “Passing of the Maine” in the Sunday 
Magazine of April 7, Richard Harding Davis pays de- 
served tribute to an officer whose individual work was 
likely to be lost sight of in the impressiveness of the 
ceremonies with which the wreck itself was buried at 
sea and the remains of the sailors taken from it were 
interred at Arlington. After viewing the great ruin of 
the battleship, Mr. Davis “turned in admiration to the 
young man who had carried out the plan of the engineers, 
and had accomplished what for years had been declared 
an impossibility—with one hand to lift a battleship out 
of twenty feet of mud, and with the other to hold back 
the waters of the harbor. It was pleasant to find that 
Major H. B. Ferguson, of the Engineer Corps of the 
U.S. Army, was in character with the big work he had 
accomplished. It was pleasant to find that he was young, 
modest, with his thoughts all on the work and not on 
the man who had carried it to success. And in Havana, 
where an honest American official has yet to escape 
without some charge against him of graft or self 
advertisement, it was pleasant to find that in the case 
of Major Ferguson Cubans, Americans and Spaniards 
combined in speaking his praises. It will be a poor 
return for the work he has accomplished if the War 
Department does not recognize it by quick promotion, 
and if the same Congressmen who at the expense of the 
Maine so widely advertised themselves do not now honor 
the man who relieved us of reproach, and gave peace 
and decent burial to the bones of American fighting 
men and an American warship.”

An illustration of the value of wireless telegraphy in 
naval administration was given at the time of the recent 
outbreak of yellow fever at Guayaquil, Ecuador. In our 
issue of March 9 we told of the work of the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering in properly covering the Pacific Ocean 
with wireless. The other day the United States had a 
gunboat at Guayaquil, where a revolution was threatened, 
and it seemed it would be a very serious state of affairs. 
After consultation with the State Department Secretary 
Meyer ordered the cruiser Maryland to leave the fleet 
at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, and steam at once down to 
Guayaquil. Yellow fever broke out or the gunboat York- 
town and Captain Bertolette died. Four or five of the 
crew were also taken sick. It was very important to get 
that ship out of Guayaquil to a port about 100 miles 
farther away, which was considered healthful and proved 
afterward to be so. It was also important to intercept 
the Maryland, with her 800 or 900 men, and not have 
her go to Guayaquil.and expose the whole ship to yellow

fever. It was possible by wireless to intercept the Mary- 
land 1,575 miles from Colon and change her course to 
the other port about 100 miles from Guayaquil, and 
there have been no further cases of yellow fever. The 
Department wants a chain of stations, by which we can 
talk throughout the Pacific and North Atlantic and be 
independent of the cable system, and save whatever that 
might amount to. Wireless would effect a great saving 
in cabling expenditures, which in 1911 amounted to

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The anniversary of the attainment of the North Pole 
was celebrated on April 5 by the American Museum of 
Natural History and the American Geographical Society 
of New York. Three features were emphasized: The 
attainment of the Poles, a full and the first public expo- 
sition of the plans and purposes of the Borup-McMillan 
(1912-1914) Crocker Land expedition, in which both 
societies are interested, and the presentation by. the 
Peary Arctic Club of its medal of honor to Civil Engineer 
Peary, U.S.N., in recognition of his long service to the 
club and his final success in its work. The medal, a 
five-pointed North Star, is made of a fragment chi ped 
from the great Ahnighito meteorite brought by Civil 
Engineer Peary from its resting place near Cape York, 
and holds a diamond in the center. The _ nickel 
steel of the meteorite will be brilliantly polished, etched 
with acid to show the Widmanstaetten lines, and on 
each point of the star will be engraved the date of some 
definite achievement in Mr. Peary’s twenty years of 
Arctic work. On the reverse will be names of the offi- 
cers and the motto of the club. In speaking of the South 
Pole expedition Mr. Peary said: “To Amundsen belongs 
no end of credit. I firmly believe, however, that we shall 
soon learn of the success of Captain Scott, of the British 
expedition. I believe he reached the South Pole in 
January.” He closed by declaring that the real credit 
in both pole discoveries was due to the Eskimo dogs. 











A correspondent takes us to task for references in our 
post correspondence to that delectable compound of 
cheese, butter, eggs and beer (or milk), served on toast, 
as “Welsh rabbit.” ‘“Rarebit” this and many other 
correspondents would have it. The latter term is a 
common error, even one manufacturer of package goods 
labeling his product as suitable for “rarebits.”’ The 
“Welsh rabbit,” of course, bears no relation to its four- 
footed namesake, but the weight of authority shows that 
“rabbit” is the proper term, not “rarebit’; the Standard 
Dictionary and Webster’s, for example. Walsh, in his 
“Handy-Book of Literary Curiosities,’ says: “One of 
the most curious and curiously successful feats of the 
amateur etymologist is that which has changed ‘Welsh 
rabbit,” which is right, into ‘Welsh rarebit,’ which is 
wrong, and has forced the wrongful change upon the 
English-speaking world. * * * Hence we have Welsh 
rarebits on all our menus. Now this is all wrong. Welsh 
rabbit is a genuine slang term, belonging to a large class 
of similar terms describing in a humorous manner the 
special dish, product, or peculiarity of a particular dis- 
trict.” Incidentally we might say that one does not go 
gunning for “Scotch woodcock” ; does not visit a poultry 
yard to purchase “Irish turkey”; or seek to capture 
“Bombay duck” with anything but fishing tackle; and 
an “English monkey” never climbed a tree.

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On the question of Sunday rifle practice in England 
Mr. Walter Winans, the well known shot, tells an excel- 
lent story. ‘At the local rifle club, of which he is presi- 
dent, there was the greatest difficulty in getting the range 
on week days owing to the territorial troops using it. 
Mr. Winans wrote to the local paper suggesting that his 
club should be allowed to shoot on Sundays, and that it 
would be better for the young men than standing at the 
street corners all day on Sunday, smoking cigarettes, 
etc. He received a lot of abusive letters in return, call- 
ing him an atheist, etc., and one old lady said that Sun- 
day shooting would lead to England being defeated at the 
next great war. Mr. Winans wrote back that he thought 
it would be a dead heat in that case, not a defeat, as 
other nations shot on Sundays, but, that, after what she 
said, he would not only not shoot on Sundays, but would 
not fish for fear of the fleet being defeated if he did.

the vastly increased power the control of this canal will 
give the United States.” This action on the part of 
Great Britain, in the opinion of this astute Canadian, 
would give Germany a_ free hand to carry out her 
colonization projects in South America.

The Supreme Court of the United States on April 8 
declined to enjoin Brig. Gen. William Crozier, Chief of 


Ordnance, U.S.A., from making gun carriages according 
to a Krupp patent, on the theory that redress at law 
has been given by statute. The German corporation 
owning the patent asked for the injunction in the local 
courts. The Supreme Court held the Government had a 
license to take the patent under the right of eminent 
domain, and that compensation could be procured at law.

Arguing that the Regular Army is the only force we 
could depend upon in the case of trouble with Mexico, 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat says: “Under the Act of 
1901 the President is authorized to increase the enlisted 
men to 100,000, or 30,000 more than the present force, 
but the demands of ‘economy’ and the howls against 
‘militarism’ have induced recent Presidents to permit the 
number to fall far below that mark. The Army should 
be recruited up to that limit, and be kept there,” 
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April 13, 1912. 


WHAT SECRETARY MEYER PROPOSES. 


So large a field was covered by the hearings of the 
Secretary of the Navy on the Navy bill before the House 
Committee that a full report of them would occupy over 
one hundred columns of this paper. The Secretary 
showed the importance of creating the ranks of admiral 
and vice admiral for our Navy, saying: “Highteen 
nations have ranking naval officers above that of rear 
admiral. Brazil, Portugal, China, Peru, Chile, Japan, all 
have rank above that of rear admiral. We have more 
vessels in commission than most of the nations giving 
higher rank to their officers; yet when our fleets go into 
foreign waters our naval officers are compelled to yield 
precedence to ranking officers of smaller nations. This 
is not an indignity to the man so much as to the United 
States. : 

“It puts us in a very awkward position in conditions 
such as exist in China. Our commander in chief is the 
junior flag officer of all on account of his rank. We 
have more vessels there than any other nation except 


Great Britain, and then there is this to be said: Rank 
carries authority.” 

The passage of a personnel bill was urged upon the 
attention of the Committee. Next the Secretary called 
attention to the necessity of the importance of high- 
tonnage, high-speed cruisers for the protection of Pacific 
Ocean commerce. In England last summer he was much 
impressed by the activity of Great Britain along that 
line. Germany and Japan are also going in for that kind 
of construction. While England and Germany are build- 
ing one cruiser for three or four battleships, Japan is 
building four cruisers and one battleship. Such ships 
could run away from any battleship and could destroy 
the commerce of the Pacific ocean. Our present cruiser 
fleet would be absolutely useless if-pitted against these 
new cruisers. Each of the new cruisers costs about ten 
millions of dollars, exclusive of armament and armor. 
The total cost complete may be five to seven per cent. 
more than a thirty-thousand ton battleship. Our com- 
parative inferiority in Dreadnought types has heretofore 
disinclined the Department to advocate the building of 
cruisers of the ‘advanced type, but the inclusion of one 
such type of cruiser in this year’s building program 
would be most desirable but it should be authorized in 
addition to the two battleships. Even if we build but 
two battleships a year in 1916 we shall have fallen to 
fourth place, as to-day naval strength is reckoned by the 
number of Dreadnoughts. “Capital” ships now include 
both the battleship and the new type of cruiser. In 
1916 we would be fourth in gun power also. In 1916 the 
rank in capital ships would be: England, 52; Germany, 
29; Japan, 21: United States, 20; France, 19. This 
ranking eliminates the absolute types in all navies. Be- 
sides all this increase in ships we need an increase in 
the personnel of 2,000 men, and Mr. Meyer told the com- 
mittee that in the estimates sent in this year the pay for 
these men was included. The Department is in entire 
accord with the Committee’s desire to add 400 marines. 
From Jan. 1, 1909, to Jan. 1, 1912, the officers increased 
346, the men 5,366 and the tonnage 132,000 tons. The 
keeping of ships in reserve is to prevent them from de- 
teriorating. The greatest military efficiency of the Navy 
is maintained by keeping it on a war basis, hence the 
manning of the ships in commission cannot be reduced. 
The Secretary said the mobilization of the fleet demon- 
strated the need of smaller vessels, which require less 
time to build than a battleship, and some of them may, 
under stress, be acquired by purchase. The Department 
distinctly recognizes the value of torpedo craft and sub- 
marines. but it is of the opinion that it is not wise to 
sacrifice battleship strength for vessels of less military 
value. 








NAVY YARDS, DOCKS AND ALASKA COAL. 


After a long study of the question of navy yards Mr. 
Meyer has come to the conclusion that a naval station, 
not being a fortified station, rather invites attack to the 
harbor in which it is situated and has no means of de- 
fense. Therefore it would devolve upon the Army to 
defend that station in case of war. He referred the sub- 
ject to the Joint Army and Navy Board which reported 
that the ideal plan would be to have two great naval 
bases on the Atlantic coast in harbors which would re- 
ceive and could maintain the entire fleet and its auxil- 
iaries. The Board further reported that Philadelphia, 
on account of its fresh water basin, was valuable to 
retain as a station for the reserve fleet and the station 
at Charleston, S.C., can be made use of as a naval tor- 
pedo base. At Key West is a station for torpedo vessels, 
an adjunct to Guantanamo for the protection of the Gulf 
of Mexico. As to the best locations for the two naval 
stations the Board decided that the only two places 
which could receive the fleet and all the auxiliaries with 
harbors and anchorage sufficient for such purposes were 
Hampton Roads, where is the Norfolk Navy Yard, and 
Narragansett Bay, which is south of Cape Cod and 
whose harbor is always open. : . 

Mr. Meyer said he was now studying whether it would 
not be possible finally to recommend the abolition of the 
Portsmouth, Boston and New York yards and in their 
place center a naval base in Narragansett Bay. A ten- 
tative plan has been made which would give two docks 
1,000 feet long, two docks 650 feet long, which would 
take in any Dreadnought up to the present time and 
two small docks suitable for gunboats and destroyers, 
making six docks in all, and berthing space for twelve 
to sixteen ships; all this to be at Narragansett Bay. 
There would be shops for construction and repair and 
for steam engineering and everything essential for an 
up-to-date and efficient yard. It has been estimated that 
the three yards would bring between $24,000,000 and 
$25,000,000. Until all the preparatory work is done no 
further action can be taken. As to Guantanamo a float- 
ing dock should be placed there, to be changed from time 
to time to any other place where it might be advan- 
tageous according to the requirements of the fleet. Being 
only 700 miles from the Canal Guantanamo will have a 
far greater importance with the opening of that water- 
way. ‘The Canal will double the power of the U.S. fleet 
in some respects when it permits the transferring of the 
fleet from one side to the other. With our immense coast 
line and with the whole of South and Central America to 
separate the east from the west coasts, we should other- 
wise need double the fleet of such a country as Germany 
or Japan, whose coast line is continuous. A floating 
dock would be more advantageous at Guantanamo than 
a graving dock as it would have a greater value if mova- 
ble. He had learned from Colonel Goethals that there 
was to be a graving dock at the Pacific end of the Canal 
but not on the Atlantic side. The Chief of the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks had been ordered to Guantanamo to 
inquire into the cost of a dock there. A graving dock 
there would cost about $3,000,000 to $3,500,000, while a 
floating dock would cost about $2,500,000. 


The dock at Pearl Harbor should be lengthened from 
800 to 1,000 feet to conform to.the size of the locks of 
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the Panama Canal. The beam of a battleship of to-day 
of a length of 575 feet is within twenty feet of the 
width of the Panama locks, being 90 feet and the locks 
110. Whether Mare Island will be made a naval base 
depends upon the results of the Army’s dredging of the 
shoal, The navy yard should’ have been at Hunter’s 
Point instead of Mare Island. England is going ahead 
and building a great naval base station at Rosyth, near 
the Frith of Forth, which is to cost $50,000,000. She 
will dismantle what she thinks advisable after complet- 
ing the great naval base in the North. Labor can be 
got cheaply at Narragansett as Providence is only an 
hour away by rail and Boston two hours. 

Much time was spent in the discussion of the quality 
of coal in Alaska and on the Pacific coast. After Mr. 
Meyer had told of the Navy’s lack of adequate coal and 
fuel depots at several important strategic points, notably 
Guantanamo, Puget Sound and Pearl Harbor, he said 
the Department had tested the Matanuska coal and 
found it absolutely satisfactory. Secretary Meyer urged 
upon Secretary. of the Interior Fisher the advisability of 
having a certain area reserved for the use of the Navy 
for all time, and Mr. Fisher has so recommended. The 
Matanuska coal is acceptable to the Government for 
naval purposes. The Navy consumes 160,000 tons a 
year on the Pacific coast. If the entire Navy were 
operating there after the canal is opened the amount 
would be 320,000 tons. In time of war a fleet operating 
in the Pacific would require 200,000 tons a month. The 
question arising as to the value of Pacific coals to the 
Navy, Secretary Meyer made a long statement including 
the tests made by warships with the Pacific coals and 
explained why the Department had preferred to buy 
eastern coal in preference to the Pacific coast fuel. Fur- 
ther tests of western coals are contemplated as soon as 
suitable vessels are available for the purpose. As to 
whether ultimately all the ships of the Navy would not 
be using oil fuel instead of coal, Mr. Meyer said: “We 
are building battleships now for oil fuel and it is pos- 
sible we shall all go to oil. At the same time a large 
number of auxiliaries and all the vessels we have built 
up to date will be using coal. There does not seem to be 
any difficulty about getting oil on the Pacific coast. We 
have a well developed plan of oil depots, showing where 
the oil tanks are to be located for government use and 
government ownership.” The President is in accord 
with the plan to make a reservation for navy use in the 
Matanuska coal fields. 

After close computation the Department found that it 
would be about 81 cents cheaper for the Government col- 
liers to take coal to the Panama Canal and return in 
water ballast and continue that procedure than if the 
coal were transported by private parties. It is pro- 
posed to build and operate under the Panama Canal 
Commission fifteen colliers. Each would make about fif- 
teen round trips a year between Newport News and 
Colon. These colliers would serve the Commission in 
time of peace and act as a reserve for the Navy for war 
purposes. 


RETIREMENT AND EMPLOYMENT OF RETIRED OFFICERS. 


When the employment of retired officers of the Navy 
was discussed Secretary Meyer presented the following 
memorandum on that subject, which he said represented 
the consensus of opinion of a number of officers: 

(1) Should it be decided and become legalized to continue 
the employment of retired officers after Jane 7 next, it is 
recommended that a limitation be made, so that none (except 
flag officers ordered on court-martial and court of inquiry 
duty) employed under the Navy Department shall receive 
higher compensation than that of a lieutenant commander 
(major), and that none be ordered to duty later than one 
year after retirement, or continued on duty longer than four 
years after transfer from the active list. These limitations 
will minimize the undesirable effect of officers being on duty 
after they have lost touch with active conditions. 

(2) The character of duty to be performed by retired offi- 
cers should also be restricted to those positions in which the 
qualifications would be general-service experience, not actively 
administrative. Employment of the following kind would be 
suitable for the employment of retired officers to advantage: 

Inspection of certain material; in charge of magazines or 
coal depots; custodian of inactive naval property; general 
court-martial, as member, but not as president; certain duties 
at training stations for enlisted men. 

(3) Should any measure resembling the Foss bill (H.R. 
19805) be enacted into law, officers of the retired list of suit- 
able rank could efficiently and with economy to the Govern- 
ment fulfill many of the more important positions in the 
Lighthouse Establishment, Life-Saving Service, and the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey. 

(4) It is desirable to have retired officers of flag rank 
eligible to duty on courts-martial and courts of inquiry, for 
the reason that it will be difficult to get together a court of 
suitable rank to try senior flag officers on the active list. 
The difficulty could be overcome by giving to the President 
authority to order retired officers for this special duty as 
occasion may arise. 

This memorandum followed a hearing the day before 
when the employment of retired officers was discussed. 
At that time Mr. Foss asked why it would not be a good 
thing for the retiring age to be the same in both Army 
and Navy, instead of 64 in the former and 62 in the 
latter. Mr. Meyer said it would be better to keep it at 
62 years in the Navy and give the President some dis- 
cretion limiting it, if necessary. He explained that as 
the nervous system begins to depreciate rapidly after 62 
years it might be dangerous to leave an officer of greater 
age in charge of a ship. In the Navy the responsibility 
of an officer is at times greater than in the Army. For 
instance the captain of a ship to-day is responsible for a 
ship valued at $12,000,000, including a thousand lives, 
As regards destroying a unit of the Navy and even sev- 
eral units, a naval officer has a great deal more at stake. 
In these days when a ship is a complicated floating ma- 
chine, which can be absolutely destroyed by a false 
move, it is necessary that a man should have not only 
his physical strength but his mental and nervous 
strength. 

Speaking on the memorandum, Mr. Meyer said that 
while in time of war the Department can order any 
naval officer, retired or not, to active service without 
restriction, in time of peace after June 6, there are cer- 
tain conditions that might be embarrassing. If one of 
the senior admirals was to be court-martialed it would 
be difficult to get officers his senior, except by taking 
them from the retired list, and there should be a regula- 
tion allowing the Department to employ retired officers 
for court-martial. In reply to the objection that in 
civil public life many men are employed in high positions 
of greater age than 62, Mr. Meyer said naval duty is 
under exposure and stress of weather and under condi- 
tions which require endurance. They may have to be 
on the bridge for hours at a time. The pay would be 
as high for the retired officer employed as active pay 
while engaged on this particular duty. Commanders and 
lieutenant commanders would get only a lieutenant com- 
mander’s pay. It would not be in addition to his pay 
on the retired list. Mr. Meyer said he did not entirely 
indorse the position taken in the memorandum which had 
just been handed to him. The officers who prepared it 
are to retire from the Navy within a year or two and 
felt that it is more advantageous for the Navy that the 
younger officers coming along should see opportunity for 
advancement to high service than to keep the older men 
in the line after their time had expired. Except for the 


special duty outlined for flag officers, the pay is not fe 
exceed that of a lieutenant commander. Mr. Meyer 
that when he came into office nearly 200 retired officers . 
were on active service and he used to hear through the 
lower officers of the discouragement it created among 
them. “The principal object is to have the Navy on 
practically the same lines as the Army so that a retired 
officer will not use his friends and influence to keep him 
in office.” Mr. Meyer presented the following clause to 
be inserted: f 

_‘‘Hereafter any naval officer on the retired list may, in the 
discretion of the Secretary of the Navy, be ordered to such 
duty as he may be able to perform at sea or on shore, and 
while so employed in time el peees shall receive the pay and 
allowances of an officer of the active list of the gralie from 
which he was retired: Provided, That no such retired officer 
so employed on active duty shall recsive in time of peace an 
greater pay and allowances than the pay and allowances whic 
are now or may hereafter be provided by law for a lieutenant 
commander on the active list of like length of service: And 
provided further, That any such officer whose retired pay ex- 
ceeds the highest pay and allowances of the grade of lieu- 
tenant commander shall, while so employed in time of peace 
receive his retired pay only, in lieu of all other pay and 
allowances.’’ 

Mr. Meyer went on to show that promotion is too 
slow. Captains are from 53 to 58 years old when they 
should be only 38 or 40. The retirement board is giving 
much relief in the matter of promotion, but a better sys- 
tem is worked out by the personnel bill. The chairman 
suggested that, instead of providing for retirement of the 
officers of the lower grades on three-quarters pay, a rea- 
sonable lump sum be paid to him which would be cheaper 
far to the Government in the end than an annuity of 
three-quarters of his pay. Mr. Meyer said he had not 
given that idea any attention, but he knew that in the 
British navy a lump sum is given equal to half a year’s 
pay at time of retirement multiplied by the number of 
years he has been in the Service. The Secretary also 
believed the time had come when the law embodied in 
the Naval Appropriation act of June 10, 1896, pre- 
venting officers from being employed in commercial or- 
ganizations, such as the manufacture of guns, steél, 
armor plate, etc., should be amended. In England, Ger- 
many and other countries such employment is allowed 
with marked benefit to the government as well as to the 
officer. The law might have been all right in the ea 
days of steel and armor manufacture when it was. 
thought the employment of officers by such concerns 
might have influence on contracts entered into with the 
Government, but now so many firms enter into the manu- 
facture of steel and other material used by the Govern- 
ment that the old law might well be revised. 

lively interchange of opinion between the Secretary 
and Representative Foss marked the hearing of Feb. 29, 
when the Secretary was prodded very hard by Mr. Foss in 
the endeavor to make it appear that the system of aids 
would result in establishing what would be practically 
additional increase in the Navy Department. Mr. 
Meyer has no such apprehension and urged that the aids 
should be established by law. He said: “The chief con- 
structor and the aids work in perfect accord. I do not 
think we want to stir up questions between construction 
and engineering—they are working in harmony. I am 
not raising the point as to the constructors; they are 
among the ablest officers we have. All I am striving for 
is a method by which we will get the highest military 
efficiency and the best results. What I am trying to 
— out is a logical method of distribution of this 
work, 

Mr. Foss objected to line officers being put upon in- 
dustrial work and taken away from their business, which 
was to go to sea. He said: “The real question, it seems 
to me, Mr. Secretary, is whether to-day with the line 
officers in charge of our industrial establishments and 
with the commandants as superintendents over these in- 
dustrial establishments, whether we are having as eco- 
nomical administration as we would under the old sys- 
tem, where everything in the industrial establishment 
was under one man, under the constructor, as under the 
Newberry plan, or possibly what might be better, under a 
civilian superintendent, whether we would not have a 
more economical administration than we have at the 
present time?” 

Mr. Meyer stated that he is trying to establish a Coast 
Guard Bureau to include the Revenue Cutter Service, the 
Lighthouse Service, the Life Saving Service and the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey. 

Mr. Meyer urged the abolition of the Bureau of Hquip- 
ment and the distribution of its duties among other 
bureaus as was provided by the bill of two years ago 
which was laid on the table. ‘To Supplies and Accounts 
would go coal and its transportation with certain other 
minor matters; to Steam Engineering would go electric 
generators and accessories, Slectrieal signal apparatus 
and wireless telegraph outfits; to the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair, chain and anchor manufacturing, 
rope making and rigging of wire or rope, canvas work, 
galleys and fittings and flag buntings, and to the Bureau 
of Navigation, the Naval Observatory, Hydrographic 
Office and Compass Office. 
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GLEANINGS FROM ARMY HEARINGS. 


The clerks of the Q.M. Department have written 
letters to the Q.M. General of the Army requesting that 
the consolidation bill be so amended as to give them the 
same privileges as to retirement that the pay clerks 
have. General Aleshire said he did not favor legislation 
permitting the pay clerks to retire two years in advance 
of the rest of the clerks. He explained the virtues of 
consolidation by referring to that effected at Manila in 
1903 by General Davis, then commanding general there. 
The duties of the Q.M.D. at that time were divided into 
several branches, requiring much unnecessary work, 
which was got rid of when they were consolidated and 
business was expedited. When Senator Briggs expressed 
doubts of the economy that would be effected by con- 
solidation, the Q.M.G. explained that to a regimental 
post would probetty be sent one officer of the consoli- 
dated department, he to be assisted by the regimental 
staff officers. No regimental officer would be responsible 
for money at the post. The saving annually through the 
consolidation would amount to $161,140.44. Until the 
work of the departments in the matter of paying was 
explained Senator Chamberlain, of Oregon, feared that 
consolidation would mean the abolition of the checks of 
one department upon the other, and said: “It does seem 
to me to be an _unbusinesslike proposition for the men 
who do the purchasing to do the paying. Of course, the 
Army has been very free from ocandal ti the past, and 
I think it was largely due to the fact that there was this 
checking; and this consolidation opens the door for men 
to do wrong.” The reduction on account of the service 
corps replacing the civilian employees by enlisted men, 
due to the difference in the expenditures on account of 
enlisted men as compared to civilian employees in the 
Q.M.D., General Aleshire placed at WOT. 
Q.M.G. told the committee that it was desirable for the 
appropriation for the fiscal year 1913 to be made imme- 
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diately available for the replenishing of the reserve stock 
at the depots of the Q.M.D. 

“Senator Hitchcock: Is that because you have your 
reserves depleted? 

“General Aleshire: No, sir; it is because I think we 
will want more than we have got in reserve. 

“Senator Hitchcock: For some extraordinary emer- 
ency ? 

“General Aleshire: Yes.” 

Commissary General Sharpe on the same day told the 
committee that the cost of the ration is advancing be- 
cause of the increase in the cost of living, shown in the 
rise in meat, sugar and coffee. The actual average all 
over the world last year was 23.36 cents to feed a man 
a day. Now it has got up to 23.86 cents. Brigadier 
General Crozier, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, said 
he believed that the U.S. Coast Artillery was “pretty 
nearly ahead of the world,” and in the matter of small 
arms the Army in general was very efficient. The price 
of powder has been reduced about four cents a pound; 
the cost of a round of ammunition is now three cents. 
The Chief expressed the belief that in any war by which 
we might be overtaken we should have to arm our troops 
with at least two models of small arms. Just at present, 
however, this would not be necessary, and one model 
would suffice. At the end of December, 1912, the bureau 
expected to have 698,000 of the latest model rifles on 
hand. Of all the material with which we try to make 
preparation for war, he said, we are worst off in field 
artillery and field artillery ammunition. We would 
require 323 batteries for the Army and National Guard 
combined, allowing for a strength of 450, men. The 

‘Regular Army is now more than-supplied with artillery, 
according to its present organization, with some guns in 
reserve. ‘The deficiency exists in the Organized Militia. 
There are fifty-one batteries in the National Guard and 
twenty-four in the Regular Army, leaving eighty-five in 
reserve.

RELIEF OF ADJUTANT GENERAL AINSWORTH. 


Mr. Hay on April 8, 1912, submitted a report from 
the House Committee on Military Affairs, of which he 
is chairman, on the subject of the relief of Adjutant 
General Ainsworth, Feb. 14, from the duties of his office. 
This report gives evidence throughout of the fact that 
the distinguished gentleman who presents it is unable to 
understand why the kind of “sauce” it is customary to 
distribute in political circles is not permitted in the Army. 
The case against Generai Ainsworth is summed up in 
this statement at the conclusion of the letter addressed 
to him by the Secretary of War Feb. 14, 1912, relieving 
him from duty: “It is impossible that the business of the 
Jovernment shall be properly conducted if official com- 
munications are made the occasion for contemptuous 
comments and aspersions upon fellow officers and for 
insulence to superiors. Under such circumstances self- 
respect would forbid that co-operation which is necessary 
to effective service. This is especially true in the mili- 
tary service, where due subordination and respect to 
superior officers is essential to the maintenance of 
discipline.” 

The labored attempt of Mr. Hay to prove that the 
Secretary of War is unjust in charging General Ains- 
worth with habitual “rudeness and ill temper” counts 
for nothing in view of the almost universal evidence of 
the fact which can be obtained in Washington outside of 
the circle of Congressmen to whom General Ainsworth 


has made it his business to pay especial court, in the 
belief that his influence with them would protect him 
against the consequences of his military insubordination. 
If Mr. Hay is seriously desirous of learning the truth 
let him go to the other end of the Capitol and consult 
the former Secretary of War, Senator Root. Referring 
to the letter of the Secretary of War of March 12, 1912, 
denying the right of Congress to call for the papers, Mr. 
Hay says: 

A careful examination of the Constitution has failed to 
disclose any authority vested in the President which would 
justify him in withholding from the Congress, or either House 
thereof, information of a public nature regarding his acts as 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army, pertaining to the discipline 
of the Army or to any officer or man thereof. Certainly, in 
time of peace, the acts of the President with reference to the 
discipline of the Army are a matter which Congress has the 
right to inquire about, and to demand public papers with 
reference thereto. In this case the papers called for were 
public and official papers on file in the War Department, and 
certainly subject to such an inquiry. The committee calls the 
attention of the House to the attitude of the Secretary of 
War toward resolutions of inquiry. If there were any good 
and valid reasons why these papers should have been with- 
held from this House, those reasons should have been given 
in a different way and by the President himself. The Secre- 
tary of War, in the opinion of your committee, has a very 
erroneous idea as to what his relation is to the Congress of 
the United States. His office is not a constitutional one. He 
derives no power from the Executive. He is the creature of 
the Congress of the United States, and as such is amenable 
to it. He has no power which the Congress does not confer. 
The letter of the Secretary of War does not even say that he 
has laid the matter before the President, and that the Presi- 
dent authorized him to make the claim therein set forth. If 
the matter had been called to the attention of the President, 
and he thought that the Congress was invading his prerogative, 
then he, and not the Secretary of War, was the proper person 
to assert his claim. 

Such talk is foolish, for even Mr. Hay can hardly be 
ignorant of the fact that when the Secretary of War 
says, as he does twice in the letter quoted, “I am directed 
by the President,” it is the President who speaks as 
actually as if he had sent a communication in his own 
handwriting with his signature attached. 

In the order relieving General Ainsworth it was ex- 
pressly stated that it was by the direction of the Presi- 
dent. As it was unquestionably within the authority 
of the Commander-in-Chief to take this action, aside 
from the fact that he was far more competent than Mr. 
Hay to judge of the necessity for such action, it would 
be a waste of space to quote the long and elaborate 
argument in which Mr. Hay attempts to show that Gen- 
eral Ainsworth has been right throughout in this matter 
and everybody else wrong. His report is simply in the 
nature of a bull against the comet, which cannot disturb 
the harmonious movement of the spheres. It would 
occupy some thirty columns of our space, and is largely 
composed of copies of the papers in the case. In conclu- 
sion it says: 

“Your committee has thus gone very fully into an 
examination and explanation of these papers because 
of the use which has been made of garbled extracts from 
them to get rid of the services of one of the most accom- 
plished and useful officers of the Army—an officer who 
for more than twenty-five years has rendered inestimable 
service to the country, and by that service has saved 
much money and time, a service which has been recog- 
nized time and again by Congress; and in the opinion 
of your committee he has been guilty of no act which 
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justifies the letter of the Secretary of War and resulted 
in the country’s loss of his activities when they were 
most needed. Anyone who will give the same attention 
to these papers which we have must inevitably come to 
the conclusion that General Ainsworth was blameless in 
every one of the instances cited against him by the 
Secretary of War as evidences of official misconduct. He 
acted in compliance with orders of superior authority. 
He occupied a most responsible position; he had at his 
command information not obtainable from any other 
source concerning the subjects under consideration, and 
it was his imperative duty to state his own knowledge 
and the results of his own experience as to these subjects, 
regardless of whether his views coincided with those of 
others or not. This he did fearlessly, frankly and 
forcibly, and in doing so he gave no just cause of offense 
to any person, either superior, equal or subordinate in 
rank or station, unless that person be one who regards 
the expression of an honest difference of opinion as an 
offense, or unless he be the unreasonable advocate of 
a@ proposition the worthlessness or danger of which has 
been exposed. The experience of this committee makes 
it regret all the more the absence of a fearless and honest 
spirit from the Army at a time when such attributes 
are so essential to aid it in coming to right conclusions 
on the many vexed problems which are now and will in 
the near future be placed before it for solution. 

“Your committee can only conclude from the record 
that these charges and accusations had their origin in 
prejudice, if not vindictiveness, and a -determination to 
drive General Ainsworth from active service, and have 
nothing to support them but bare assertion coupled with 
misrepresentation and the suppression of the truth. It 
is incredible to your committee that the Secretary of War 
or any intelligent adviser of his could have made these 
accusations in the honest belief that General Ainsworth 
was guilty of any one of the offenses charged against him 
with such unnecessary vehemence and couched in such 
intemperate language. Some other reason must have 
actuated the Secretary of War in making them, and that 
other reason is not hard to find. Your committee, being 
familiar with all the different phases of the legislative 
features in the Army Appropriation bill can very readily 
account for this violent assault on General Ainsworth. 
On May 17, 1911, in response to a summons from this 
committee, and not at his own suggestion, General Ains- 
worth appeared before this committee for a hearing on 
the bill then pending to fix the term of enlistment in the 
Army at five years. He expressed himself frankly and 
freely in favor of the measure, and his reasons for favor- 
ing the bill were so cogent, so convincing, and so clearly 
stated as to carry conviction of their soundness to the 
minds of many, if not to those of most, of the members 
of the committee. Subsequently the War Department 
entered upon a campaign of bitter hostility against this 
measure—a campaign unprecedented in the history of 
such legislation; it used the newspapers, the Organized 
Militia, or such of them as it could influence, officers 
of the Army, enlisted men and other means to influence 
members of Congress. Notwithstanding all this opposi- 
tion, the five-year enlistment plan was adopted by this 
committee and reported by it as a part of the Army 
Appropriation bill. 

“The statement made by General Ainsworth before 
the committee was included in full in the report accom- 
panying that bill, and his views as thus set out in the 
report were generally regarded, and justly so, as the 
strongest arguments in support of the measure. He was 
also charged, although falsely so, with advocating to 
the committee, or some of its members, some of the other 
features of general legislation which were incorporated 
in the bill, and against which the War Department was 
conducting a campaign of opposition, although in the 
inception of the legislation the War Department had 
favored it. Clearly it was to the interest of those oppos- 
ing these measures to discredit General Ainsworth and 
his views. The opportunity seemed to present itself, for 
it was well known to everyone concerned, the officials 
of the War Department included, that the five-year en- 
listment plan and other general legislative provisions in 
the Army Appropriation bill would come to a vote in the 
Committee of the Whole House on the state of the Union 
on Feb. 15, 1912. On that day, as stated by the daily 
newspapers, the letter of the Secretary of War of Feb. 
14, relieving General Ainsworth from the duties of his 
office, was served upon him. Soon afterward, if not 
before, a copy of that letter was in the hands of a 
Representative, who, in due time, offered it to be read 
on the floor of the House in the midst of an assault on 
the five-year enlistment provision, and on the heels of a 
fierce and bitter attack on General Ainsworth. The copy 
of the letter was read after some delay and appears on 
pages 2218 and 2219 of the Congressional Record of 
Feb. 15. The member who offered it stated that it was 
a copy of the ‘original document,’ giving the reasons why 
General Ainsworth had ‘within the last few hours’ been 
relieved from duty. The reasons for rushing a copy of 
this letter to the House of Representatives and for the 
use made of it there are obvious. Thus a_believable 
explanation is afforded, which the letter itself does not, 
as to why General Ainsworth was relieved from the duties 
of his office. 

“In the opinion of your committee great and irrepar- 
able wrong has been done by the letter of the Secretary 
of War of Feb. 14, 1912. Because of its high source, 
the accusations made in it will be accepted as true by the 
majority of those reading it, whereas few people will 
ever see or hear of this or any other exposure of its true 
character and design. 

“Tf in the history of this country there was ever a 
more flagrant abuse of official authority than that which 
was consummated when the letter in question was served 
on General Ainsworth and copies of it given simulta- 
neously to the world, this committee has never heard of 
it. And the worst feature of it was that this officer of 
long and distinguished service had no tribunal to which 
he could appeal with any hope of receiving justice or 
fair treatment. For the letter shows upon its face that 
both the President and the Secretary of War, and doubt- 
less their immediate military advisers, had prejudged the 
ease without giving General Ainsworth any opportunity 
to present his side of it. 

“As to what General Ainsworth did after being sum- 
marily relieved from the duties of his office, and as to 
his motives for doing it, this committee has no informa- 
tion except the statement which appeared in the public 
press to the effect that he voluntarily applied for retire- 
ment from active service upon the suggestion of a United 
States Senator, who had been assured by the President 
that the case would be closed and no action taken against 
him if he applied for retirement. At all events, it appears 
from a transcript of the military record of General 
Ainsworth furnished this committee by the War Depart- 
ment that after more than thirty-seven years’ service he 
was retired on the 16th of February, 1912. 

“Your committee in making this report has been 
actuated solely by the desire to set out at length what 
seems to it to be the truth about the case, and to do 
justice to an officer of the Army who for more than 
twentv-five years had remained at his post of duty, and 
had discharged faithfully and efficiently, as well as with 
unusual ability, the very responsible duties of his posi- 
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tion. Indeed, every department of the Army to which 
he has been attached has been bettered by his treatment 
of it, and he leaves the Service with the well deserved 
plaudits of all fair and unprejudiced men. 

“This committee received from General Ainsworth, nor 
from anyone in his behalf, no request or suggestion that 
this matter should be made the subject of any action by 
the committee. His views are unknown to this com- 
mittee; but common justice dictated that this action 
should be taken, and that Congress should be informed of 
all the facts in the case.” .

WEST POINT WINS FENCING TOURNAMENT. 

The three fencers of the U.S. Military Academy carried 
off the honors by a wide margin at the ninth annual 
tournament of the Intercollegiate Fencing Association, 
which closed at the Hotel Astor in New York city on 
Saturday evening, April 6. West Point won 41 out of 
45 bouts, and the U.S. Naval Academy team finished 
second with a total of 29 bouts won out of 45. Cadet 
Harold M. Rayner of the class of 1912 was the particu- 
lar star of the tournament. He won all fifteen bouts in 
which he took part and won the individual championship. 
It is a rare thing to have one man in a tournament go 
through without a defeat. In 1907 Lieut. O. A. Dickin- 
son won all fifteen bouts, and in 1903 Lieut. F. W. 
Honeycutt was not defeated. This latter performance 
was the best, as he had to fence in eighteen bouts. For 
the Navy in the present tournament Midshipman M. W. 
Larimer won 13 out of 15 bouts. Larimer and Rayner 
fought two ties before Rayner secured the winning 
touch. 

The West Point team was composed of H. M. Rayner, 
W. H. Wilbur and J. H. Hinemon. Wilbur was beaten 
by Larimer of the Navy and Loomis of Harvard, and 
Hinemon was beaten by Larimer and Broadbent, both 
from Annapolis. Of the Navy team M. W. Larimer 
won 13 bouts, losing to Rayner and James. Harold 
Dodd won seven and lost eight bouts, and E. W. Broad- 
bent won nine and lost six bouts. Cornell’s team finished 
third. R. I. James won 10 bouts and F. B. O’Connor 
and H. W. Sibert nine each. Harvard was next, with 
17 victories; Columbia followed with 11, and Pennsy]- 
vania was last, with nine. 

It is the opinion of the followers of the sport that the 
West Point team led by Cadet Rayner will be selected to 
£0 to Stockholm to represent this nation in the Olympic 
games. Col. Robert M. Thompson, president of the New 
York Athletic Club, has had several conferences with Sec- 
retary of War Stimson, and Dr. Graeme M. Hammond, 
who was chief director of the final bouts, has also been 
working to have a team from West Point or Annapolis 
ead the Olympics to take part in the fencing compe- 
itions. 

Fifty-four bouts were held during the afternoon in the 
belvidere, and the last eighteen bouts were held in the 
evening in the ball-room of the hotel. The tournament 
consisted of a round-robin series of 135 bouts with three- 
men teams entered from West Point, Annapolis, Cornell, 
Harvard, Columbia and Pennsylvania. Each individual 
fencer had to contest with each member of the other five 
teams, making fifteen bouts for each contestant and 
forty-five for each team. The committee in charge ran 
off the tournament with a promptness that was remark- 
able with so many bouts to be held. At the close of the 
competition Dr. (;raeme M. Hammond presented medals 
to each member of the winning West Point team, and 
also the individual trophy to Raynor of West Point. Dr. 
Hammond took occasion to commend Raynor highly for 
his remarkable work.

L. Bowman and Charles Tathem, directors of Strip 2.

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THE OLDEST WEST POINT GRADUATE. 


No other alumnus at the meeting of the West Point 
graduates in Washington last week received so hearty 
and heartfelt a greeting as did that splendid old man, 
Horatio Gates Gibson, the senior graduate on the Army 
list and the sole survivor of the last class to serve in the 
war with Mexico. We were not able to make room for 
Feneral Gibson’s touching speech last week, but are 
glad to make a place for it now: 

“Since the year 1880 I have been unable to attend 
any of the various reunions of the graduates of the 
Military Academy, though I have occasionally found 
myself at other clan gatherings at which West Point 
was largely represented. I have also from time to time 
addressed other assemblages, but West Point par excel- 
lence has so far escaped this infliction. If you ask why, 
you need only recall the tribulations of the blackboard 
and all its attendant terrors and fearful adversaries. 
But despite this dark shadow of the past, may I not 
repeat here to-night with all due reverence the words 
uttered by St. Peter on the sacred mount of Holy Land: 
‘It is good for us to be here.’ And so believing, may we 
not enjoy the time while it lasts, and do honor to our 
dear old alma mater, whose birth I infer we mean to 
celebrate to-night? It is unnecessary to rehearse here 
this evening the history of the Academy, or to relate the 
story of the blessings and benefits conferred by it on the 
Army and our country. They can be recognized on 
every page of our annals of war and peace for a century 
or more, and are ever visible to the naked eye of the 
most prejudiced or blinded observer. If therefore my 
remarks to-night should relate incidents of a more or 
less personal character I hope you will be able to find 
some excuse for what may at first appear to be a 
dereliction of duty. 

“The first of my name and kindred to graduate from 
the Academy was my cousin, James Gibson, a colonel 
in the War of 1812, killed at the sortie of Fort Erie, 
and whose name yet lingers in the old defenses of New 
York Harbor. He was a graduate of 1806, and is highly 
commended by General Scott in his autobiography. As 
for myself, I stand here to-night the sole survivor of the 
academic class of 1847—the last class to serve in the 
war with Mexico, and also the senior graduate on the 
Army list. Of my senior schoolmates at the Academy 
but three survive—one a distinguished soldier and states- 
man, and two others to fortune and to fame unknown. 
When our class was graduated in June, 1847, thirty- 
eight stepped from the wharf at West Point into active 
life and contact with the world, and also into grim 
visaged war in far-off Mexico, and after the close of 
that were scattered over the vast expanse of territory 
thereby acquired or in that of our original domain, 
chiefly employed in making good Indians. When flagrant 
war again reared its terrible front thirty-two responded 
to the roll call—four in the ranks of the Confederacy, 
and of those adhering to the cause of the Union five 
were of Southern birth or residence. When the class 
held its first and only reunion in 1881 twenty-three 
survived, and seventeen assembled at the festive board. 

“On graduation the class was honored by the dedica- 
tion to it of two class songs—one by the charming con- 
sort of General Scott and the other by the brilliant wife 
of Capt. Frederick A. Smith, of the Engineers. During 
our academic career we often beheld the magnificent 
form and presence of the hero of Niagara—every year 
until he entered upon his brilliant campaign from Vera 
Cruz to the Halls of the Montezumas, repeating, if not 
eclipsing, ‘the renowned exploits of Hernando Cortez, 
and at the same time and later enjoyed the delightful 
acquaintance of his lovely family, who largely con- 
tributed to the relief of the monotony of academic, camp 
and barrack life. There also we saw the gallant and 
accomplished soldier, ‘with an eye like Mars to threaten 
and command, Gen. William J. Worth, of the War of 
1812, and who later rendered the most brilliant service 
of that brilliant war with Mexico; and at the same time 
that admirable hero of our age, race and country—Robert 
BE. Lee, the gentle, noble soldier of Mexico and of the 
Lost Cause, and also beheld the only possible ‘man on 
horseback’ as a product of our Civil War—Cadet Grant 
—mounted on a noble steed named York—thus twenty- 
five years later was ‘the winter of our discontent made 
glorious summer by this rider of York.’ 

“Of my two captains of Mexico, both have gone to the 
silent halls of death—one who loved me as David did 
Jonathan became a distinguished savant, and, bearing 
the pall of William Tecumseh Sherman, faced and suc- 
cumbed to the grim destroyer because he ‘could not do 
less for Sherman’; and the other, Winfield Scott, pro- 
nounced the truest type of the soldier our Army had 
then yet produced—the former dear old Daddy Kendrick, 
so gifted and beloved, and the latter rude old Martin 
Burke, who never lost his faith in the old_flint-lock 
musket or in the tactics of Baron Steuben. I am sure 
that he would never have approved of the efforts of our 
friend General Crozier to improve our weapons of war, 
or of the frequent changes in our system of ‘’der arms,’ 
the goose step or other preliminary minutie of the art 
and panoply of war. Of my captains after the war with 
Mexico, I have pleasant recollections of service—nine 
years with Erasmus D. Keyes. who had been my in- 
structor in artillery at West Point, and who was the 
first commander of the original 4th Army Corps in the 
Army of the Potomac; with two years of very agreeable 
service with Braxton Bragg, who ‘saved the day’ at 
Buena Vista, and later became more famous as a general 
in the Confederate Army. Though stern of mould and 
harsh and austere, he was ever kind and considerate 
to me, and if I have rendered my country any service 
it was because he taught me how to do so. Before the 
Civil War I built a military post in California, and in 
grateful return gave it his name—our Army on the 
frontier then, like the settlers around them, had to pro- 
vide for themselves if they desired habitations. The post 
is now a thriving city, and still bears the name of Fort 
Bragg. 

“‘We love every blade of grass that grows on the West 
Point plain—every plant and tree, every road and path, 
every grove, ravine and hill. everv rock. nook and 
hollow, and our hearts ever turn to that dear schoolboy 
spot of our cadet days, and may there not come back to 
us even here and now a somewhat vivid recollection of 

‘the middle watch of a summer's night, 
When the earth was dark and the heavens were bright, 
And naught was seen in the vault on high, 
But the moon and the stars and the cloudless sky, 
The moon looked down on the old Cro’ Nest, 
And mellowed the shades on his shaggy breast. 
And seemed his huge gray form to throw 
In a silver cone on the wave below.’ 


“Then ‘the sentinel stars set their watch in the sky,’ 


and the embryo hero on his lonely sentry beat was soon 
beset by creatures of earth, not phantoms of the air or 
culprit fays who disturbed his happy thoughts of his 
home far away, and in the twinkling of an eye he sank 
on the ground overpowered, not ‘like the weary to rest 
or the wounded to die,’ but wishing that he could. God 
bless our alma mater, and God bless you all, and may 
you ever keep fresh and green in your hearts the 
pleasant memories of camp and barrack, plain and walk 
and hill that cluster around the classic and academic 
scenes of West Point, aye, even of the Pirate’s Cove 
and of Benny Havens, oh! under the hill, when we were 
‘blithe wi’ comrades dear,’ when we were ‘merry drinkin’,’ 
when were were ‘happy thinkin’’ of love’s young dream.” 


THE WAR IN TRIPOLI. 


A Vienna déspatch of April 7 to the New York Times 
says: “Fedor von Zubovics, an Austrian captain of 
Hussars, sportsman and hunter, has returned from 
Tripoli, where he went to investigate existing conditions. 
He says: ‘I went to Tripoli to find out the true state 
of affairs on the Italian side. I spent about four weeks 
there, in the course of which I penetrated as far as the 
outermost Italian fortifications at Zara. I have come 
to the conclusion that the condition of the Italians in 
Tripoli is getting more and more desperate every day. 
The spirit of the troops is extremely depressed and 
dejected. 


“ ‘Drinking water has to be shipped from Sicily, the 
waterworks outside Tripoli City being absolutely useless 
owing to their contamination, which has caused many 
deaths from typhoid fever. For my own supply of drink- 
ing water I had to pay $1.60 a day. The prices of food 
and other necessaries have been soaring higher and 
higher, and the distress of the population is almost un- 
bearable. The day I left the temperature was 104 
degrees Fahrenheit, and in April and May it: is sure to 
rise to 140 degrees. Further progress or a march inland 
is absolutely impossible under the existing conditions. 

‘The morale of the troops has suffered greatly under 
the incessant night attacks of the Arabs, who are getting 
stronger every day and are in constant hard training 
under able Turkish officers. The Italians when they 
are ready to attack will find that a perfectly disciplined 
modern army will oppose them, to dislodge or defeat 
which will be nearly impossible. The Arabs, according 
to my information, are amply supplied with food and 
ammunition and are in the best spirits. They are not 
afraid of the Italians’ airships, whose movements they 
view with equanimity. 

“To sum up, I will give it as my sincere opinion, 
founded upon careful investigation and inquiry for a 
long period, that the Italians will have to limit their 
operations to the coast towns, where they are assisted 
and protected by the guns of their warships. Before 
long, to escape from the fearful situation and to satisfy 
the popular thirst for glory, they will have to attempt 
action in the Aegean or the Dardanelles, putting all 
their eggs in one basket. The outcome of this hazardous 
proceeding cannot be foreseen.’ ” 

As its difficulties have increased curiously enough the 
war between Italy and Turkey has grown more popular 
among the Italian populace. When Italy made her 
descent upon Tripoli there was little enthusiasm for 
fighting among any class of the Italian people; to-day, 
when the end of the war seems further off than ever, 
and the Italians are practically stalemated on the 
Tripolitan coast line, the war calls forth demonstrations 
of unparalleled enthusiasm alike in the streets of Rome 
and in the legislative chambers. 





“SOLDIERS’ CLUB” IN PLACE OF “CANTEEN.” 


Lieut. Col. Jefferson R. Kean, Med. Corps, U.S.A., 
suggests the name “Soldiers’ Club” for the post exchange. 
He agrees with us that the name of post exchange is 
meaningless, in that it does not suggest the club features 
of the institution. Also he has found that the exchange 
has been devoting too much of its profits to dividends to 
company funds, which, in view of the liberality and 
elasticity of the present-day ration, might better be spent 
on the Soldiers’ Club. While it is true that the post 
exchanges have done much in recent years for athletics 
and for providing amusements for soldiers, much more 
could and should be done. “The provision for athletics,” 
he says, “is not on a sufficiently large scale, and the 
reading room is often a dingy, gloomy affair, with un- 
comfortable chairs and few books, papers and magazines. 
While the velvet sward of a perfectly kept parade ground 
is fair to the eye, men are of more importance than 
grass, and two dozen tennis courts would better utilize 
the ground. Not only should adequate provisions be 
made on a large scale for the athletic needs of the garri- 
sons, but the company officers and non-commissioned 
officers should be watchful to see that each individual 
soldier became interested in and practiced some athletic 
exercise. This could be accomplished in many ways. 
Special drills could be devised or extra fatigue work for 
the sluggards.” 

That the meaning of the word “canteen” has been 
different to different people is the contention of Dr. 
Henry O. Marcy, of Boston, late surgeon and medical 
director, U.S.A., who writes to the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association in criticism of the statement of 
Dr. A. S. Congdon, of Ogden, Utah, a former acting 
assistant surgeon in the Army, that once when he was 
stationed at a post the order came from Washington 
to suspend the canteen, store the billiard tables and other 
impedimenta and vacate the rooms. Dr. Marcy says that 
any such order was wholly without warrant in the act 
of Congress abolishing the sale of alcoholic drinks. ‘The 
soldier’s club has never been abolished by act of Con- 
gress,” says Dr. Marcy. “All that Congress ordered 
closed was one feature of the soldier’s club—the wine 
or beer bar.” Dr. Congdon’s way of construing the order 
to close the canteen appears to Dr. Marcy an evidence 
that the term “canteen” has been used and understood 
by Army officials in different senses. In the report for 
j899, page 275 (House document, vol. 2, No. 2), is a 
description of the canteen in which it is stated that the 
“purpose of the canteen as officially announced is to 
supp y troops with goods at a low rate of profit and to 
afford recreation and amusement to all enlisted men.” 
This, the Boston physician says, takes the word ‘“‘canteen” 
in the broad sense of soldier’s club. But the Adjutant 
General of the Army in the same year uses in his report 
the wording of the Army regulation establishing the post 
exchange in which the word “canteen” is applied only 
to the room in which beer and light wines are sold. Dr. 
Marcy therefore concludes that the view that the order 
closing the liquor feature of the canteen meant. the 
shutting up of the entire post exchange may perhaps 
have been taken many times, and hence may have 





developed a feeling of resentment ~ mag 3 soldiers and 
officers who formed the erroneous idea that ~eceme 
to the drink aspect of the canteen meant the closing of 
the recreation rooms and other harmless features of the 
post exchange. This ambiguity in the use of the word 
gives point to the suggestion in our issue of March 30, 
page 945, that another word than canteen should be used 
to designate the soldier’s club at Army posts on the 
general theory that the word has come to be associated 
too prominently with the idea of drinking, and some 
other term is needed to make plainer the club feature 
of the post exchange.

NAVY RELIEF SOCIETY. 


There is a question which the Washington Auxiliary 
of the Navy Relief Society would like to have answered 
by the Service: Why should the naval service of the 
United States appeal to the outside public, as is now 
done, in many ways, to help them take care temporarily 
of the few women and children left unprovided for upon 
the death of some of the men who could not stretch their 
pay far enough to prepare for the future as well as the 
present of those nearest and dearest to them? 

An examination of the report of the Navy Relief 
Society, organized for the purpose of standing behind 
these women and children in their hour of need—often 


sudden and,terrible and pitifully unprepared for——will 
show that only seventy-one cases required aid during the 
whole year, and only thirty-eight cases since December, 
1911; also that Since the Society was incorporated aid 
has been given in only 205 cases. The deaths in the 
Service for 1911 were 3538; 156 of these were brought 
to the notice of the Society, and twenty-eight of them 
received aid. The report of Lieut. Comdr. R. L. Sargent 
shows it took $5,708.47 to give the necessary relief 
during the year. To obtain this $5,708.47 the women 
of the various auxiliaries all over the country have 
during the year given card parties, skating parties, 
vaudeville performances, etc., inviting the outside public 
to share with us the expense of providing for the thirty- 
eight cases needing relief. 

The Washington Auxiliary, feeling very sure that the 
Navy could and would amply care for the members of 
its own family, if properly presented to them, drew up, 
therefore, the following letter and forwarded it to the 
National Board for their consideration. It was calcu- 
lated that if every sailor would give twenty-five cents 
and the rest of the officers ap cents and one dollar, 
respectively, once a year, that this small amount would 
produce at least $17, a year, if only a proportion 
of the Service responded, and that what was needed 
seemed to be some simple, easy method of collection on 
a definite day each year, say March 1, and each ship 
contributing as a unit, and not as individuals. The 
correspondence on this subject is here given, and it is 
hoped that after this year the response will be large 
enough for us to feel that we can be not only just, but 
generous, to our own people. 

_If the Navy Relief could ever get funds enough to 
give a flat, definite sum upon the death notice, when it 
is found that help was needed, it would seem so much 
better to send a check at once, as the Navy Mutual Aid 
does, and let the beneficiary know at the same time that 
in case the need was unusually great the Society stood 
ready to give more help. 

_ Will the Service feel that the Washington Auxiliary 
is justified in asking them this question, and are we not 
strong enough and kind enough to make it unnecessary 
another year: Why must the naval service ask outside 
help to take care of its own women in their hour of need?

Sir: This committee, with the approval of the Washington 
Auxiliary, begs to submit, as requested, a plan for increasing 
the fund to be used annually thus obviating the necessity for 
any appeal for assistance from persons outside of the Service. 

It is suggested that if from each of the officers and men of 
every ship in the Service, a small sum ranging from $.25 
to $1.00 be collected, the Navy could amply take care of its 
own. The collecting of this money should be made as simple 
as possible, and it is therefore proposed that the following 
plan be tried on the four or five ships allotted to the Wash- 
ington Auxiliary by the board of managers; the resulting con- 
tributions received from each ship (as a whole) to be sent 
by the Washington Auxiliary to the National Committee. 

The proposed plan: 

That a letter be first sent to the captain asking him if this 
method of collecting money is satisfactory to him., 

That another letter be sent by one of the committee, to 
whom a ship has been allotted, to some officer on the ship 
with whom she is personally acquainted, asking him to en- 
list the sympathy and co-operation of the officers and men by 
putting before them the objects and reports of the Society. 
Allotting a special time for collecting and personally attend- 
ing to it himself, using the ship’s newspaper beforehand to 
interest everybody.

AUTOMOBILES FOR WAR SERVICE. 


Germany has now about 800 subsidized motor trains, 
each consisting of a lorry and trailer, carrying together 
six tons. This is estimated to suffice for the supply of 
rations and forage to ten divisions, at the rate of sixty 
tons a day. The Austrians are organizing similar trains, 
but in view of the more undulating nature of the country 
each is to carry only five tons. They recently carried 
out a very successful 1,000-kilometre trial, in which ten 
of these trains took part. The German rate of subsidy 
is very liberal; the lorry and trailer are estimated to 
cost $5,000, of which the State pays no less than $1,000, 
besides $250 a year for upkeep. It is pro to do 
the same in Austria. Practically every automét in 
the German Empire may be requisitioned by the govern- 
ment in time of war, subject, of course, to indemnity to 
the owner. Not satisfied with creating such an_ immense 
caravan of gasoline driven road vehicles for the trans- 
port of ammunition and provisions, the War Department 
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has made extensive use of the subsidy plan in establish- 
ing an auxiliary motorcycle courier corps, the so-called 
Schnelifahrer. Young men who own motorcycles or who 
desire to become couriers may make application to the 
government and become enlisted as fast riders. During 
maneuver time a certain number of these couriers are 
ordered to present themselves with their machines at 
headquarters and are temporarily enrolled as soldiers. 
They are under strict military discipline, receive military 
fare, khaki uniforms and $2.50 a day. They are used 
for carrying despatches, for reconnoitering and for 
similar duties where speed is the chief factor. More 
than two thousand of these fast riders took part in the 
maneuvers of last summer, and the wonderful speed and 
efficiency of this corps created a veritable furor, one 
writer tells us, in the Fatherland. When doing military 
duty these riders have the right of way on-all roads, 
and are privileged to go at the speed of ninety miles an 
hour. Our own War Department has taken steps to 
collect information as to the number and kind of trucks 
being manufactured and sold commercially in the United 
States and the name of the manufacturers. Arrange- 
ments have been made with each manufacturer of gasoline 
trucks to report the sale, name and address of the person 
to whom sold and the capacity of the truck sold. By 
keeping this information properly tabulated the Depart- 
ment will have definite knowledge as to the number and 
kind of trucks in use in the United States, and will be 
in a position to purchase those best suited to meet the 
emergency. Furthermore, by keeping track of the 
machines sold by each manufacturer information will be 
available as to the output of each factory, which would 
be valuable in case it was necessary to replace trucks 
on short notice.

CAVALRY AND UNITY IN THE ARMY. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

That at the present time the Army lacks unity of 
purpose can hardly be gainsaid. That unity is desirable 
is equally indisputable. No matter how willing the 
different branches may be to unite so as to present a 
solid front to the indifference, ignorance and often down- 
right hostility which prevails among civilian circles, it 
is obvious that this unity is impossible unless each 
branch thoroughly understands the purpose for which 
each of the others exists. Unless this understanding 
obtains there can be no common ground from which to 
start. Failing this, the different branches, even though 
not actively hostile, will undoubtedly work at cross 
purposes. 

From references to the Cavalry found from time to 
time in various military periodicals there seems to be on 
the part of many officers of other branches a misunder- 
standing as to the proper functions of cavalry. Ap- 
parently the belief is quite prevalent that the chief and 
omy function of cavalry is screening and reconnoitering, 
and that such fighting as they may do is merely an 
incident to this work. In other words, it is believed 
that the cavalry is not a fighting branch, but merely a 
body of scouts and patrols who, in the carrying out of 
their legitimate work, occasionally have to fight. 

This idea undoubtedly is a direct result of the Franco- 
Prussian war, in which the French cavalry was entirely 
inactive, except in that it made a number of unnecessary 
charges which, under the conditions that existed, would 
have been doomed to failure, even though the German 
infantry had been armed with the smooth bore. This 
inactivity of the French permitted the German cavalry 
to spread itself over the country in a way which, in the 
face of a properly handled cavalry, could have ended in 
nothing but disaster. 

The war over, the study of it brought out three facts 
as to the cavalry. The French had suffered enormously 
because of the failure of their cavalry to reconnoiter; 
the Germans had gained considerably by the extended 
reconnoissance of their cavalry; the charges made by 
cavalry had accomplished little or nothing. 

Without examining into the causes of these facts, 
without endeavoring to find out what would have hap- 
_pened had the cavalry been trained and_ handled 
differently, the school which after each war disregards 
all previous military history, and accepts the apparent 
teachings of that war as final*, proclaimed broadcast that 
the day of the cavalry on the battlefield was passed—that 
in the future cavalry would be dissipated over the coun- 
try as a screen and limited to the rédle of “eyes and 
ears of the army.” 

This same school is busy now. Because the cavalry in 
the Russo-Japanese war did nothing is to them conclu- 
sive proof that no cavalry could have done anything. 
The fact that the Japanese cavalry was small in numbers, 
mounted on miserable ponies, that they were not horse- 
men, that consequently they could have done little or 
nothing no matter what their conception of the use of 
eavalry, means nothing to this school. 

That the bulk of the Russian cavalry consisted of 
Cossacks, who, even in their most haleyon days, were 
nothing but irregulars, unable to cope with regular 
troops, and who at the present time have degenerated 
until they are of as little use as any other green troops, 
means nothing to this school. The fact that, though huge 
battles were fought and immense losses suffered, there 
was no decisive victory, and the end of the war found 
the Russian army still unbeaten and still ready for 
combat, facing the Japanese, means nothing to this 
school. 

Murat after Jena, French at Paardeburg, Sheridan 
at Sailor’s Creek and Appomattox seem to suggest an 
efficient answer to such facts as Nogi’s successful turning 
movement at Mukden, undiscovered and unresisted until 
too late, and the escape from Mukden of the Russian 
army, though beaten and bent back upon itself. 

From this idea that cavalry is meant only for recon- 
noissance has grown the habit of considering the cavalry 
attached to the division or corps to the exclusion of the 
independent cavalry, which should be the bulk of the 
cavalry and is the fighting cavalry. This error begets 
a second. That is, that there is or can be any proper 
proportion of cavalry to infantry as regards the total 
of each in any army. At present in most countries there 
has been fixed the number of cavalry which shall be 
attached to the infantry division or corps. In other 
words, there is a proportion established for cavalry 
assigned to this work. Outside of this no attempt has 
been made to deduce, much less fix, a proportion. 
Napoleon, than whom no one has more perfectly under- 
stood the co-ordinate handling of the three arms, would 
not even permanently assign cavalry to the infantry 
division or corps. At the beginning of a campaign he 
gave them as little as was consistent with the work they 
were to do, and frequently during the campaign deprived 
them of much or of all of it. The great bulk of the 
cavalry he kept united under its own leaders. Part of 
this he used for reconnoissance. All of it was used to 
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fight; not to fight the enemy’s cavalry alone, but also 
his artillery and oper 

But we are told cavalry can no longer fight infantry. 
Undoubtedly the occasions upon which mounted cavalry 
can overthrow infantry will be few and far between, but 
there would seem to be no reason why cavalry dis- 
mounted cannot successfully fight infantry. If men of 
the same race, officered from the same school, armed 
with the same rifle, put through the same course in rifle 
practice, and, moreover, arriving on the battlefield with 
none of that depression which we are told results from 
the hardships of an infantry march, cannot face an enemy 
with the same determination as their fellow-countrymen 
in the infantry there can be but one conclusion as to 
their courage. This conclusion does not seem to be 
borne out by our history. 

That cavalry so handled becomes mounted infantry 
dees not follow, because mounted infantry is unable to 
fight mounted. The mounted force which cannot fight 
mounted is at a sad disadvantage in the face of an 
energetic cavalry. 

The idea that the Cavalry is not a ——— branch has 
worked grave injury in the past, not only to the Cavalry, 
but more so to the Army as a whole by robbing it of 
that support which an efficient cavalry properly handled 
so readily gives.

DO NOT FORGET ESPRIT DE CORPS. 


Durham, N.H., April 7, 1912. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

It appears that the plan is about complete to give us 
regiments permanently in the Philippines, and to ship 
officers and men back and forth to keep these regiments 
filled; this for reasons of economy. Now I have been 
thinking this matter over for some time, and some ques- 
tions concerning this plan arise and will not down. I 
should like to hear from others on these points: 

(1) Is the economy likely to be so very great, even 
in cash alone, and disregarding other considerations 
presently to be discussed? Is it not true that if the men 
who compose these organizations are to be replaced at 
regular intervals the Government will have to transport 
about as many individuals as under the plan of sending 
whole organizations at once, and are not transportation 
costs largely based upon numbers transported, rather 
than upon their organization? Would not a thousand 
“casuals” eat as much and otherwise cost as much en 
route and need about as much baggage as the nth regi- 
ment, aggregating one thousand? 

(2) Granting a big cash saving, would not such a 


plan have military disadvantages of a very grave 
character? 

When I first joined my regiment I owed quite a bit 
of money, as young “shave-tails” usually do, and I 
determined, for reasons of economy, to hold aloof from 
all regimental affiliations and activities until I had 
squared up. The adjutant of the regiment, now a field 
officer, pointed out to me, in a friendly way, that such 
an attitude would place me in a position of isolation, 
which was very undesirable, as the essential thing in an 
organization, to secure the best results, is esprit de corps, 
which requires that all its personnel, and especially its 
officers, must be close together in loyalty, and in interest, 
in thought and in action. The more unified the regiment 
becomes, the stronger the personal and professional ties 
among its members, the more its organization sense and 
identity develops, and the stronger becomes the machine. 

I have thought of this very much since, and have noted 
many times how new officers, in joining our regiment, 
have been molded and influenced to conform to its 
standards and ideals; not wholly, of course, nor without 
giving in some cases something in return, but still so 
completely as to become, like the engrafted scion on a 
fruit tree, firmly incorporated with it. Now it seems 
that this thing is a very valuable one, and something 
not lightly to be given up; not, indeed, unless the quid 
pro quo is ample. Moreover, it is not an instantaneous 
miracle, but a matter of growth, and that takes time. 

Further, we are taught that the commanding officers 
of organizations—companies and regiments, for example 
—do better work when they have ample time to develop 
their plans, to build up a system and policy, and to 
follow it out. Will any of these matters be possible in 
regiments in which the personnel serves only three years, 
and then not again for a long time thereafter, with little 
chance to be definitely identified with them and with 
their records, and probably less desire? Officers whom 
I know speak lovingly and loyally of their “outfits” as 
of some old friend for whom they feel a strong affection ; 
they go gladly with “the outfit” even to undesirable and 
unwelcome stations, because being with the regiment 
makes up for a lot besides. They take pride in “our” 
record, “our” history, “our” achievements for a century 
or more; and when promotion is due they burn incense 
to all the gods that are that they may “hit the outfit.” 
Would these things be so with three-year termers? Would 
not service in the foreign regiments come rather to be 
looked upon as a sort of military “Botany Bay” or 
“‘Siberia”—done because it must be, and finished as a 
joyful release? What effect would this have upon those 
regiments, to say nothing of those left at home, which 
also would have temporary officers?

THE CONTINENTAL SHIP AMERICA. 
By William Barry Meany, M.D. 

The data hereinbelow to be given is taken from the 
Records (Journals) of the Continental Congress and 
official letters of the Marine Committee, on file at the 
Library of Congress, Washington, D.C. 

The following letters addressed to Capt. John Barry 
are from the Marine Committee: 





Nov. 6, 1779. 
Capt. John Barry. 

Sir: As you have been appointed to command a new (74 
guns) continental ship (the America) that is now on the 
stocks at Portsmouth, in New Hampshire, you are hereby 
directed to repair to that place and hasten as much as may 
be in your power the completing of that ship, which we are 
desirous to have done with all possible despatch. We have 
now communicated our desire on that head to the Honorable, 
the Navy Board at Boston, who you will please to call on in 
your way and receive such orders as they may think proper 
to give you. 

Should Mr. Langdon and you agree that any alteration can 
be made in this ship that will render her more suitable than 
the present design, you will pee to communicate your plan 
and a state of the ship, which we will consider. 

Nov. 20, 1779. 
Capt. John Barry. 

Sir: Agreeable to your desire, we have appointed Capt. 
George Jerry Osborne to command the marines on board your 
ship, but as it will be a considerable time before there is 
occasion to raise his men, we have. been so early in his ap- 
pointment on the prenotere of his being useful in doing matters 
relative to the ship until that time, you will please to ob- 
serve and employ him occasionally in such business as you 
may think proper. 

The following letter from the Marine Committee to 
Barry here to be recorded may call for a little explana- 
tion. Owing to the lack of funds to complete this new 
ship (the America) and the length of time required for 
its construction, Captain Barry was appointed, Sept. 5, 
1780, to take command of the Alliance: 

Sept. 5, 1780. 
Capt. John Barry. 

Sir: ‘‘The board have appointed you to command the con- 
tinental frigate Alliance, now in the port of Boston. You 
are therefore directed to repair thither as soon as possible, 
and when you arrive apply to the Honorable, the Commis- 
sioners of the Navy owe of that department, who will give 
you directions for your conduct in fitting and preparing the 
Alliance for sea with all possible despatch.’’ 

To secure further aid from France the Alliance was 
ordered to convey our Special Commissioner, Col. John 
Laurens, to France. Accompanying Laurens as pas- 
sengers upon the Alliance and entrusted to Barry’s care 
were Thomas Paine and the Count de Noailles. Barry 
safely landed his passengers in France, and Laurens 
succeeded in securing from the French king 6,000, 
livres (gold). 

In the Journals of Congress, session June 23, 1781, 
the following appears: 

A committee consisting of Mr. Clymer, Mr. Sullivan, Mr. 
Mathews, to whom were referred two letters of 22d from 
R. Morris, delivered in a report; whereupon, 

Resolved, That Robert Morris, esq., be, and is hereby, au- 
thorized and directed to take measures for the speedily launch- 
ing and equipping for sea the ship Alliance, now on stocks at 
Portsmouth, N.H; That the Board of Admiralty be, and they 
are hereby, directed to assign Mr. Morris the proceeds of the 
share of the United States in prizes taken by Capt. John 
Barry, to enable Mr. Morris to carry into execution the pre- 
ceding resolution; 

That Congress proceed on Tuesday next to the appointment 
of a commander to the said ship America. 

On Tuesday, June 26, 1781, Congress proceeded to the ap- 
pointment of a captain to the command of the ship America; 
and the ballots being taken John Paul Jones, esq., was unani- 
mously elected. 

In the Journals of Congress, session Sept. 3, 1782, 
appears: 

On motion of Mr. Osgood and seconded by Mr. Williamson, 
‘Whereas the Magnifique, a seventy-four gun ship, belonging 
to the fleet of His Most Christian Majesty, commanded by the 
Marquis de Vandreuil, has been lately lost by accident in the 
harbor of Boston, Congress are desirous of testifying on this 
occasion to His Majesty the sense they entertain of his gen- 
erous exertions on behalf of the United States: Resolved, 
That the agent of marine be, and is hereby, instructed to 
present the America, a seventy-four gun ship, in the name of 
the United States, to Chevalier de la Luzerne for the services 
of His Most Christian Majesty.’’ 

Here, then, is the true story of the America, our first 
74-gun ship, and the only ship of that class ever built 
on the American Continent. This ship was launched 
and handed over to the French admiral on or about 
Nov. 5, 1782. ‘The America was at once fitted out and 
commissioned by the French admiral who had commanded 
the lost Magnifique, and shortly afterward took her 
departure from American waters.

The construction of the cruiser Kirishima has been 
begun at Kobé, and of the Haruna at Kuse. These 
vessels are sister ships to the armored cruiser Konge, 
being built in England. They will carry 14-inch guns, 
some of which are being manufactured in Japan. 
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According to advices from Fort Riley the Mounted 
Service School class-book for 1912 will be a very 
interesting and instructive publication. All of the class 
features of the book in lighter vein have been eliminated. 
Everything in it is to be serious. There will not be a 
single cartoon, sketch, story or joke in the book. Its 
sole object will be to set forth the work at the school 
and stimulate interest in the mounted service. From 
the material already prepared and in the course of 
preparation the book will be an instructive volume of 
about 220 pages. It is to be illustrated and divided 
into five departments. The first department is devoted 
to the Mounted Service School, and will contain a 
complete and detailed description of the course of in- 
struction and work accomplished at the institution. 
This department will be quite profusely illustrated. The 
second department treats of the mounted sports in the 
Army, and will also be illustrated. The subjects under 
this head will be the fox and drag hounds in the Army, 
organization and maintenance of Army hunts, polo in 
the Army, the Army in horse shows, military races and 
the Army at race meets. The third department will 
deal with the remounts. Under this will come the breed- 
ing of Army horses, the discussion of the thoroughbred 
horse and the Arabian horse. In the fourth department 
there will be a discussion of foreign mounted service 
schools and mounted services. The countries which will 
receive the most attention in this connection will be 
France, Germany, Great Britain, Russia, Italy and 
Austria-Hungary. The fifth department will be known 
as the class department, and will consist largely of 
illustrations. In it will be included class groups on 
yarious classes of horses in the school, jumping pictures 
and pictures of class work in riding hall and outside 
and individual pictures of student officers and school 
horses.

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In reply to the disingenuous attempt of W. S. Isham 
to put him at a disadvantage before the House Naval 
Committee, Rear Admiral Twining, U.S.N., Chief of 
Ordnance, said to the committee: “We in the Navy are 
now employing an explosive which is safe and effective ; 
not as effective as the same amount of explosive gelatine 
would be, nor can our shells be designed to hold as much 
of a charge as Mr. Isham proposes to use in his shells. 
Consequently, the damage done by the explosion of one 
of these shells is not as great as would be done by the 
explosion of the Isham shell, but the chance of putting 
the shell where it can do damage is much greater with 
the armor-piercing shell than with the Isham shell.” 
The Admiral emphatically stated to the committee that 
he believed the government money would be wasted in 
making the test recommended by Mr. Isham, and he 
concluded: “If, however, the committee or Congress, 
after full consideration of the matter, disagrees with me, 
I stand ready and willing to carry out to the best of 
my ability any tests that may be required, and I shall 
be the first to admit my error if tests fairly conducted 
and under proper conditions prove that my contentions 
and position have been wrong. My attitude in this 
matter and that of the other officers of the Navy has 
been stated to be due to lack of progressiveness, to 
obstinacy, to lack of intelligence and to undue influences 
exerted in manners not stated by the Steel Trust and 
other corporate interests.” Rear Admiral Twining be- 
lieves that such statements require no notice beyond the 
full explanation defending the policy of the naval 
Ordnance Bureau.

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The Washington correspondent of the New York 
Tribune says: “Every New Yorker should sympathize 
with Henry lL. Stimson, who, as Secretary of War, has 
his full share of troubles, although he is not making any 
complaint or putting forth any eloquent plea for sym- 
pathy. For instance, when Mr. Stimson found himself 
fairly seated in the large chair of the Secretary of War 
he began to look around him, and soon discovered that 
there were officers in the War Department who had been 
there almost ‘since the memory of man runneth not to 
the contrary.’ Mr. Stimson issued some time ago what 
is popularly known_as ‘the Manchu order,’ which was, 
in effect, that all officers who had been away from their 
commands four years or more should rejoin their regi- 
wents. He has, however, found the order pretty difficult 
ef enforcement, and one veracious witness declared that 
a number of officers had been on duty in Washington so 
long that they expected foreign service pay from the 
minute they were ordered outside the District of 
Columbia. The instance at once the most pathetic and 
the most edifying came to the attention of the Secretary 
by accident. Two civilians, unaware of the proximity 
of the Secretary, were discussing the sad fate of an 
officer who may be known as Smith. Smith, by the way, 
was commissioned from civil life and never served with 
his regiment. ‘Voor Smith has been ordered away,’ said 
one of his friends. ‘Toor devil,’ replied the other, ‘how 
does he take it? ‘Oh, he’s bearing up bravely,’ answered 
the first. ‘He takes his exile like a soldier, of course.’ 
‘And to think that I should have practiced such in- 
humanity,’ said the Secretary to his companion. ‘I 
ordered “poor”? Smith to New York.’” 











The Examining Boards for first and second class 
gunners of the Coast Artillery Corps, N.G.N.Y., are 
holding nightly sessions at the armories of the three 
Artillery districts. The number of candidates is far 
in excess of last year, and there is every indication that 
a large number of candidates will successfully pass the 
examination, which consists, for second clays gunners, 
of tke following subjects: Service of the piece, duties of 
all members of the gun and ammunition sections under 
all conditions ; nomenclature of the piece to which candi- 
date is assigned ; powders, projectiles, fuses and primers ; 
the U.S. magazine rifle, its nomenclature, ammunition, 
ete.; cordage, gins and jacks. It is understood there 
are 202 successful candidates to date in the second class, 
distributed as follows: 8th Artillery District, 59; 
Ith Artillery District, 52; 18th Artillery District, 91. The 
examinations will continue nightly until the early part 
of next week. The number of candidates and the knowl- 
edge they display indicates a very healthy condition of 
the Coast Artillery Reserves of New York, which should 
be good news for the War Department. 

Mr. Eric Barham, of Panama, having generously 
presented a handsome silver cup for rifle competition, a 
match was arranged recently with the U.S. Marine 
Corps, Army (10th Infantry) and the Civilian Rifle 


Club of Panama as competitors. The match excited con- 
siderable interest, and resulted in a pretty contest be- 
tween the Marines and Army for first place, the former 
winning with a total of 760. The Army, with 754, was 








second, and the Civilian Rifle Club third, with a total of 
697. The ranges were 200, 300 and 600 yards, each 
man firing two sighting shots and ten for record at each 
of the above ranges. Teams consisted of six men each. 
The Marine Corps team was composed as follows: 
Gunnery Sergt. Eugene Brong, Corpls. Walter M. Randle 
and Joseph Reardon, and Pvts. Victor Pool, Thomas S. 
Willis and Edward W. Spurrier. First Lieut. Harold 
F. Wirgman was team captain, and Sergt. Alfred 
Dancause alternate. The match was held at the Gamboa 
Rifle Range, Panama Canal Zone. 


The mosquitoes may yet come back to their own in 
Panama if Colonel Goethals’s view as to the virtue of 
depopulation is carried into effect. Before the Senate 
Committee on Interoceanic Canals the other day the 
Chief Engineer said that if the people were driven out 
of the Zone the impenetrable jungle that would result 
would be one of the best means of defending it from 
attack. Some members of the committee thought that 
if the jungle were allowed to develop an enemy might 
easily under cover of the undergrowth creep up to the 
canal and damage it, whereas if the country were settled 
widely the people would give warning. Colonel Goethals 
explained that settlement would leave large open spaces 
where an enemy’ might congregate large forces, which 
could not be assembled if there were nothing but jungle. 
Proper military precautions would reduce to a minimum 
the danger of individual damage to the canal. The Chief 
Engineer would have all foreign laborers on the com- 
pletion of the work returned to their homes, and even 
the few natives would be compelled to move. There are 
about 60,000 natives now in the Zone, but after the 
water is let into the Gatun Lake, flooding twenty-six 
miles, only about 200 or so of natives would have to be 
moved. These could seek homesteads somewhere else 
within the limits of Panama. Only persons necessary 
to the operation of the canal and the manning of the 
fortifications would he allow to inhabit the Zone. 





Sergt. John Walsh, U.S.A., retired, sixty-one years 
old, on April 7 at San Francisco, Cal., claimed the record 
of 176 days for the walking round trip from San Fran- 
cisco to New York, having arrived at the Presidio 
April 6. The previous record, held by Edward Payson 
Weston, was eighteen days longer. The trouble with 
both these alleged records is that there were no com- 
petent judges following up the contestants to affirm that 
they actually walked the entire distance. While not 
doubting the honesty of each walker, any feat claimed 
as a record should be properly attested by judges of 
standing. It is claimed Walsh covered 7,000 miles and 
averaged forty miles a day, and that he wore out eight 
pairs of shoes. The walk was taken to win a wager, 
it is said, of $12,000. He was held up twice by tramps, 
and was once robbed of $10. 


A meeting of the executive committee of the N.R.A. 
of America was held April 6 to consider the situation 
brought about through the failure to raise the necessary 
funds to finance the rifle teams it proposed sending to 
Argentina and Sweden. Certain parties made a proposi- 
tion to the committee that if they would appropriate 
all the funds subscribed to April 6 to the Argentina 
team that the deficiency would be made good to send that 
team. ‘The committee decided to accept the proposition 
of sending a team to the International Pan-American 
Tournament at Buenos Ayres. In regard to the 
*Olympic” team the association is now in a position 
where it started, and is now confronted with a proposi- 
tion of having to raise not less than $5,000 within the 
next four weeks or give up sending a team. 
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Representatives John T. Watkins, of Louisiana ; Dudley 
M. Hughes, of Georgia; I. S. Pepper, of Iowa; John M. 
Hamilton, of West Virginia; George W. Prince, of 
Illinois; Daniel R. Anthony, jr., of Kansas, and Butler 
Ames, of Massachusetts, have been appointed members 
of the joint committee to inspect West Point Military 
Academy during the commencement exercises. Former 
Chairman Eugene N. Foss, of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs, was renominated in the Republican 
primaries which took place April 9. A despatch received 
at Washington on that date indicated that Mr. Foss had 
carried his district by over 5, It was possible that 
his plurality would reach 7,000. Like in all of the other 
districts of Illinois, there was a contest for the nomina- 
tion. : 
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A remarkable reduction in the paper work of the 
Army has already resulted from the new system of 
issuing orders. For this year, up to March 30, the War 
Department has issued eight general orders, totaling 
thirty-seven pages. During the same period of 1911 
forty-four general orders, with 201 pages, were issued. 
Of the orders this year, four were court-martial orders 
embracing twenty-one pages. It is proposed to exclude 
these from the general orders and to issue a series of 
court-martial orders. This will further reduce the volume 
of general orders without doing away with any of the 
orders that are general in their nature and are of con- 
tinuing importance. ‘The officers in the War Department 
are highly gratified at the results of the changes. 


The regimental rifle team of the 7lst New York has 
begun practice for the match with the U.S. midshipmen 
at Annapolis, which is to be shot in June. The team 
will go to Blauvelt on Saturday afternoons for outdoor 
practice. An interesting feature of the Annapolis match 
this year will be the surprise fire. In this match the 
targets are exposed for three seconds only, in which 
time the rifleman must unlock, aim and fire his piece.

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A despatch from Rome, April 10, says: “In accord- 
ance with a prearranged plan, while the Italian squadron 
was creating a diversion by bombarding the Turkish 
positions around Zuara, to the west of Tripoli, a large 
force of troops direct from Italy landed and occupied 
an important strategic point on the coast of Libya. 
The operation is reported to have been a brilliant 
success, the Italians not losing a single man.” 











Contractors who have dealings with the Government 
are profuse in their praise of the methods of the Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts of the Navy Department. It 


is now recognized as one of the most progressive of the 
Government’s purchasing bureaus. Paymaster General 
Cowie is constantly striving to make competition for 
contracts more attractive to firms doing business with 


the bureau and to conform more generally to commercial 
methods. Especially well pleased are the contractors 
with some of the new forms that have been issued by 
the bureau. These forms, the contractors say, greatly 
simplify the business with the Department. 


Brig. Gen. Robert K. Evans, U.S.A., Chief of the 
Division of Militia Affairs, is busily engaged in arrang- 
ing the parade for the John Paul Jones unveiling exer- 
cises, which are to take place in Washington April 17. 
It will be one of the largest military parades that has 
been held in Washington in recent years, not excepting 
the Maine exercises. Among the organizations that will 
appear in the parade will be a battalion of marines, a 
battalion of bluejackets from one of the battleships, the 
troops at Fort Myer, a battalion of Coast Artillery 
from the District of Columbia District, a battalion of 
Engineers from Washington Barracks, and the National 
Guard of the District of Columbia. 
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Senator Gallinger announced April 12 that he intends 
to push his bill (S. 6265) which makes some radical 
changes in the regulations for the naval plucking board. 
It climinates most of the secret proceedings of the board 
and provides that officers plucked by the board can have 
a hearing before the President. It also provides that 
admirals shall report on the fitness to command of 
captains; captains to make similar reports on com- 
manders, lieutenant commanders and lieutenants. All 
actions of the plucking board shall be based upon these 
— which are to be filed with the findings of the 
oard.

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The House Committee on Naval Affairs April 12 ap- 
proved the report of the sub-committee on the Naval bill 
up to the building program. The vote on increase of 
the Navy is to be taken April 18, after which the bill 
will be reported to the House. The entire bill as agreed 
to in the sub-committee, including the admirals and vice 
admirals provision, as already described, was approved 
by the whole committee. The largest increase over the 
original estimates was $1,000,000 for around-the-world 
system of wireless telegraph. The provision for lengthen- 
ing Pearl Harbor dock to 1,000 feet was also approved.

It begins to look as if it will be necessary to hold 
another examination to fill the vacancies in the Marine 
Corps. So far as can be learned not enough midshipmen 
have applied for admission into the corps to fill the 
vacancies that will exist when the next class graduates 
from the Naval Academy. So far the Navy Department 
has not decided to designate cadets for the corps, and 
it is not probable that such action will be taken. The 
authorities have not been persuaded that it would be 
good policy to force midshipmen into the Marine Corps 
contrary to their desires. 7

The House Committee on Expenditures in the War

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CAPTAIN HOWLAND’S MEDAL OF HONOR. 


That Capt. C. R. Howland, 21st Inf., on duty in the 
Judge Advocate General’s Department, well merited the 
gold medal of honor which has recently been awarded 
to him by the Treasury Department is shown in the ac- 
count of the officer’s conduct set forth in a letter from 
C. C. Arpe, master of the Q.M.S. Harrisburg, to the 
Adjutant General, Department of the Philippines. Mr. 
Arpe is unstinted in his praise of the heroism of Captain 
Howland. The following is his letter: 

Dagupan, P.I., April 26, 1902. 
The Adjutant General, Department of North Philippines, 
Manila, P.I. 

Sir: From time to time I have seen chronicled in the daily 
press, both here and at home, acts of individual heroism by 
officers and enlisted men of the U.S. Army, and I think it but 
right that such deeds should be brought before the public in 
gereral to show of what stuff a good military man is made. 
But many of these true heroes are too modest to tell of their 
own deeds. It is of one of the latter class that I wish to 
speak, namely: Capt. C. R. Howland, who was in 1899 on 
General Wheaton’s staff. 

At the landing of General Wheaton at San Fabian on Nov. 
7, 1899, I was in charge of the Quartermaster’s launch San 
Francisco. Three days afterwards a typhoon came up and 
the launch was disabled, having lost her rudder. The quar- 
termaster, Captain Day, got the launch of the Oregon to tow 
me up the river into a safe place, but while doing this the 
fury of the tempest overtook us and the San Francisco struck 
on the bar. As the tide was falling nothing could be done 
then. I stayed on board with the crew. The quartermaster 
promised to send me one hundred men at midnight (high 
water) to get her off. When night set in the sea was making 
clean breaches over the boat and I waited anxiously for some 
signs of human beings coming in sight. I knew that the boat 
could not be saved, but it was at least half a mile through the 
surf to the nearest land. Midnight came. I saw fires on the 
beach, but it was on the side of the river where the insur- 
gents were stationed. At one o’clock a.m. I saw something 
in the breakers and thought it was a log washing out to sea. 
I watched it, and found at last that it was a man, and coming 
up alongside, sometimes swimming, then again tumbled over 
by the breakers, it proved to be Capt. C. R. Howland. A 
waterlogged boat that I had alongside struck him in the back 
and I thought that he was killed, and I still think that but 
for his remarkable physique he would have been. He said 
that it was impossible for the men to come off, and as there 
was only one landing place on the beach he had come off to 
tell me that a bonfire would be kept up all night to guide me 
and my crew to safety. I tried to persuade him to stay on 
board, but he said that he had promised Captain Day that he 
would return and that he would. I refused to go, but before 
morning the boat broke up, and I was obliged to leave, and if 
it had not been for Captain Howland coming off I and my 
crew of twelve natives would never have reached the shore. 
We were one hour in the water, but landed safely near the 
beacon fire. 

A man that will voluntarily risk his life to save the lives 
of others is in my estimation a true hero. I hope that you 
will bring this daring act of a brave officer before the Depart- 
ment and the public that he may get the credit due him; the 
credit that he is too modest to claim. Very respectfully,

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REMOVAL OF GENERAL KEARNY’S REMAINS. 

With imposing ceremony the remains of Major Gen. 
Philip Kearny, U.S.A., were transferred on April 11, 
1912, from Trinity churchyard, New York city, where 
they have lain since 1862, to the City Hall, to lie in 
state until April 12, when they were taken to Arlington 
National Cemetery, Va., for final burial. 

Memorial services were first held in the church at 
10:30 a.m.

Battery D, 2d Battalion of Field Artillery, N.Y., under 
Captain Barry, which furnished the caisson to transport 
the remains; a battalion of the 29th U.S. Infantry and 
the 7th New York, under Col. Daniel Appleton. hese 
troops formed line on the south side of the City Hall 
Park and along the east side of Broadway. The remains 
of General Kearny passed along the line of soldiers, 
escorted by Phil Kearny Post, G.A.R. 

Following the caisson ae the coffin were two 
randsons of General Kearny, Philip and Thomas B. 
aa, who, with the seven-year-old daughter of the 
former, Ruth Kearny, great-granddaughter of the Gen- 
eral. were in a carriage. Major General Sickles, Gen. 
N. W. Day, Mrs. J. C. Summers and Mrs. Adele Moore, 
members of the Kearny family, were in other carriages. 
S. H. Mildenberg, grand marshal of the day, with his 
staff, members of the Kearny Brigade, of Jersey City, 
and members of other Grand Army posts followed. After 
the coffin was placed in the rotunda at the City Hall 
there were speeches by Mayor Gaynor, Charles F. 
Hopkins, representing New Jersey; John Prince, 
representing Governor Wilson, of New Jersey; Major 
Gen. Daniel E, Sickles, U.S.A., and Gen. George B,

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MAJOR GENERAL FREDERICK D. GRANT. 


The illness of Major Gen. Frederick D. Grant, U.S.A., 
was the cause of much apprehension, but it gave no 
premonition of the sudden ending which came immedi- 
ately after midnight on the morning of April 12. The 
circumstances are recorded in the following bulletin, is- 
sued at the Hotel Buckingham, New York, where Gen- 
eral Grant went with Mrs. Grant and his aid, Lieut. 
Marion W. Howze, U.S.A., on the night of Wednesday, 
April 10: 

“Gen. Frederick Dent Grant died suddenly of heart 
disease without premonition at the Buckingham Hotel at 
midnight, April 11, after retiring at nine o’clock, ap- 
parently in better condition than for several weeks. He 
had returned from his recent trip much improved and 
looking remarkably well and vigorous. His medical con- 
dition since his return had given no special anxiety to 
his physicians, who had been with him in the afternoon 
and congratulated him on his good health. He expressed 
himself as feeling rejoiced at his renewed strength. Gen- 
eral Grant had been suffering from diabetes and the at- 
tendant digestive disturbances, which seemed, however, 
to be perfectly under control. The sudden fatal termina- 
tion came as a great surprise. His wife and nurse were 
with him at the time, and the physicians, who were 
called at once, found that the heart had stopped in- 
stantly.” ‘ 

The circumstances of the General’s death were tragic, 
Mrs. Grant being alone with him at the time, and his 
death occurring before there could be any response to 
her calls over the hotel telephone for a physician. It has 
been known for some little time in the circle of General 
Grant’s friends that he had suffered a complete physical 
breakdown and that his symptoms were such as to make 
him apprehensive that he was to suffer as his father did 








before him. Sad as his sudden death is it is a relief to 
know that he has escaped that fate. A few weeks ago, 
after completing a tour of inspection, General Grant 
availed himself of a leave of absence and accompanied 
by his loving and devoted wife he quietly left Governors 
Island, his destination being kept secret from all but a 
few close friends, who since maintained a discreet silence 
concerning his whereabouts. 

General Grant was born in St. Louis, Mo., on May 30, 
1850, and the first years of his life were spent in Army 
garrisons in various parts of the country. His mother 
was Julia Dent, the daughter of Judge Dent, a Southern 
planter of the old school, and the sister of Gen. F. 1, 
Dent, of the Army. He received his early education in 
the public schools of St. Louis, Mo., and Galena, IIL, 
and at Burlington, N.J. He was appointed a cadet at 
the U.S.M.A. July 1, 1866, and was graduated and pro- 
moted in the Army second lieutenant, 4th Cav., June 12, 
1871, resigning Oct. 1, 1881. After graduating from the 
U.S.M.A. General Grant went on a year’s leave to 
Europe, returning to the United States in November, 
1872, and was then ordered to Fort Griffin, Texas, on 
frontier duty, where he remained from Dec. 21, 1872, to 
February, 1873. Subsequent service included duty as 
aid to Lieutenant General Sheridan, duty at Division of 
Missouri headquarters to December, 1878, during which 
time he was on the Yellowstone expedition on the staff 
of General Stanley as aid from June to August, 1873, 
+ Fas the Black Hills expedition June 21 to Sept. 3, 


He accompanied his father in his travels around the 
world to Sept. 28, 1879, and after serving at headquar-. 
ters Division of Missouri, to April 1, 1881, he was 
granted leave to the date of his resignation Oct. 1, 1881, 
During his civil life he was Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary from the United States to 
Austro-Hungary. He also served a term as Police Con- 
missioner of New York city. On May 16, 1898, he was 
elected colonel of the 14th New York Volunteers, but re- 
linquished command after seventeen days’ service to ac- 
cept an appointment of brigadier general of Volunteers, 
He was appointed a brigadier general in the U.S. Army 
Feb. 18, 1901, and major general Feb. 6, 1906. He was 
at the time of his death the senior major general follow- 
ing General Wood. 

While holding the office of brigadier general of Volun- 
teers and the subsequent office of brigadier general in 
the Regular Army, General Grant served in the Vhilip- 
pines and was in command of the 2d Brigade, Ist Di- 
vision, Sth Army Corps (Lawton’s). He occupied the 
advance of the south line, and commanded the troops 
that fought the battles of Big Ben, Oct. 3, and Binacian, 
Oct. 6, 1899. He was transferred Nov. 1, 1899, to the 
2d Brigade, 2d Division (McArthur’s), for the advance 
into Northern I.uzon, and covered flanks and rear of 
MeArthur’s division. General Grant was later detached 
to invade the Provinces of Batan and Zamballes, which 
was accomplished with numerous skirmishes. He was 
assigned in January, 1900, to the 5th District, Northern 
Luzon, which he commanded during the guerrilla war, 
with many skirmishes and two fights of considerable in- 
portance, viz: Balahad and Ipo. In October, 1901, he 
was transferred to the command of the 4th Separate 
Brigade, Southern Luzon, and in April, 1902, he was in 
command of the 6th Separate Brigade, Samar and Leyte, 
and received the surrender of the last of the insurgents 
and established civil government. 

Subsequent duties included the command of the De- 
partment of Texas, October, 1902, to Jan. 15, 1904; 
Department of the Lakes, Jan. 15, 1904, to Sept. 28, 
1904; Department of the East, Sept. 29, 1904; Atlantic 
Division, Oct. 1, 1904, to Dec. 1, 1904, and again from 
April 14, 1907, to June 30, 1907. He commanded a 
brigade at Fort Riley, Kas., maneuvers, October, 1903; 
the “Blue Army” at the maneuvers at Manassas, Va., 
August, 1904, and “Camp of Concentration and Instruc- 
tion” at Mt. Gretna, Pa., 1906. 'The “Model Camp” at 
the Jamestown Exposition, in 1907. In command of the 
Department of the Lakes, Chicago, Ill., and was later 
in command of the joint maneuvers at Pine Camp, N.Y., 
for several seasons. His last assignment was in com- 
mand of the Eastern Division with headquarters on Goy- 
ernors Island. 

General Grant on Oct. 20. 1874, married Miss Ida 
Marie Honore, a daughter of H. H. Honore, of Chicago. 
Their children were Julia Grant and Ulysses S. Grant, 
both born in Chicago. Mrs. Grant is a woman whose 
delightful personality gave a charm to the domestic life 
of her husband which those who have enjoyed it can 
never forget. 
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RECENT DEATHS. 


Aside from his immediate circle of relatives and per- 
sonal friends, there are many familiar with the charming 
personality of Brig. Gen. Joseph P. Farley, U.S.A., 
retired, who will feel a sense of personal bereavement 
when they learn of his death of pneumonia, which 
occurred at Charleston, S.C., April 6, 1912. General 
Farley was well known as one of the ablest and best 
informed of our ordnance experts, the manufacture of 
the 16-inch Army gun during his administration of the 
affairs of the Watervliet Arsenal bearing testimony to 
his administrative ability. His experience in ordnance 
matters dated back to the Civil War, in which as a 
young man he bore an honorable part. He won reputa- 
tion as a writer on professional and other subjects, and 
he was conspicuous among the graduates of the Military 
Academy for his artistic ability. General Farley was 
born in the District of Columbia March 2, 1839, 
and he was a son of the Army, his father being 
Capt. John Farley, U.S.A., class of 1823, who was the 
son of Capt. John Farley, of the Corps of Artillery in 
the War of 1812. General Farley entered the U.S.M.A. 
July 1, 1857, and was graduated and promoted in the 
Army to second lieutenant, 2d Artillery, June 24, 1861, 
his first assignment being in connection with the defenses 
of Washington. He subsequently, among other duties, 
served as assistant ordnance officer in the operations 
against Charleston, being engaged in the descent on 
Morris Island, in the bombardment and the siege of Fort 
Wagner. He was in charge of the ordnance depot at 
Hilton Head, 8.C., July, 1863, to February, 1864, and 
was in command of the ordnance depot at City Point, 
Va., of the armies operating against Richmond, Sept. 4, 
1864, to March 12, 1865. e received the brevet of 
eaptain for faithful and meritorious services in the 
Ordnance Department. He was, among other duties, 
principal assistant professor of drawing at West Point 
and also assistant professor from 1865 to 1867, and a mem- 
ber of numerous ordnance and gun testing boards, etc., 
and had command of various arsenals and was in charge 
of construction work at a number of fortifications. He 
was a member of the board on the details of construction 
for the magazine rifle and carbine in 1892. He was 
transferred to the Ordnance Department Oct. 24, 1861, 
and reached the grade of colonel July 7, 1898, and 
brigadier general Feb. 17, 1903. He was retired Feb. 18, 
1903, at his own request, after forty years’ service. 
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General Farley married Miss F. B. Brinley, of Phila- 
delphia, in 1864, who survives him. He is also survived 
by a son, Mr. G. P. Farley, and a daughter, who is the 
wife of Lieut. Col. E. M. Blake, Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A, 
General Farley was a member of the M.O.L.L.U.S. and 
West Point Club. Among General Farley’s works are 
“West Point in the Early 60's,” “Three Rivers; a 
Retrospect of War and Peace.” He: contributed to 
technical journals on arms and _ explosives. The 
triangulation along the seacoast between Cape Henlopen 
and Cape Charles was executed mainly by General 
Farley’s father, 1847 to 1852, and as a mere lad he 
served as an aid in the U.S. Coast Survey on the Rivers 
James and York, where after graduation he later served 
as an officer of the Union Army. There, too, he was a 
witness to the encounter between the Monitor and the 
Merrimac and to the departure of the Battleship Fleet 
on its cruise around the world. 

Mr. Richard S. Conover, son of the late Commodore 
Thomas A. Conover, U.S.N., died at Princeton, N.J., 
April 3, 1912. 

Capt. Thomas Frederick Carter, U.S.N., retired, died 
suddenly at the Johns Hopkins Hospital, Baltimore, Md., 
April 5, 1912, of anemia. He was born in Raleigh, N.C., 
June 18, 1855, and appointed to the naval Academy 
cadet engineer from Kentucky. He was graduated in 
1879, and in June, 1881, was made an assistant engineer. 
He became passed assistant engineer on April 12, 1892, 
and on March 8, 1899, his rank was changed to that of 
lieutenant under the Personnel law. During the war 
with Spain he served on the Brooklyn. From October, 
1900, to 1902 he was assigned to the Naval Academy, 
then served two years on board the San Francisco, after 
which he was assigned to the Bureau of Steam Naviga- 
tion. He was retired on June 30, 1910, with the rank 
of captain, on his own application. After retirement 
he made his home in Versailles, Ky. 

Mr. A. Noel Blakeman, recorder of the New York 
Commandery, M.O.L.L.U.S., fell dead in an elevator in 
the Hotel Walton, Philadelphia, Pa., April 7, 1912, just 
five minutes after he had remarked to his son and daugh- 
ter that he hoped he would die suddenly rather than 
have to suffer like his wife. He was seventy-two years 
old, resided at Mount Vernon, N.Y., and was at one 
time a lawyer. During the Civil War he served as an 
acting assistant paymaster in the Navy from 1861 to 
1864, and resigned in September of the latter year. Mr. 
Blakeman’s wife died April 7, 1911. The death of 
Engineer-in-Chief Melville, who was a colleague and 
intimate friend, occurred March 17 last, and grief over 
the death of his wife and his old friend so impressed 
Colonel Blakeman that recently, it is said, he had a 
presentiment of his own death. Mr. Blakeman was 
recorder of the New York Commandery, M.O.L.L., at 
the time of his death. After the Civil War he went to 
Hong Kong, China, where he edited the Daily News for 
some years, afterward returning to New York, where he 
edited the New York Shipping List and Price Current. 

Mr. William D. Huddleston, one of the best known 
military rifle shots in the country, was stricken with 
apoplexy April 6, 1912, in the South Armory, Boston, 
Mass., where he was employed as an armorer, and died 
shortly afterward in the City Hospital. He enlisted in 
Battery K, 4th U.S. Artillery, in 1882. He represented 
his department in the division contests in 1887 and won 
both the department and the division prizes for marks- 
manship. In that year also he represented the Atlantic 
Division in the distinguished marksmen’s competition in 
Omaha, Neb. He was honorably discharged from the 
Service, but when the Spanish War broke out enlisted 
in the 1st Massachusetts Regiment. He retired with the 
rank of sergeant major. He was a member of the famous 
Massachusetts rifle team of “world beaters” which won 
fourteen consecutive matches in England. This team 
was never defeated abroad. He is survived by a wife, 
two sons, L. F. and William D.; a daughter, Miss Evelyn 
Huddleston, and two sisters in Washington. 

Mr. Leonard Gibbs Sanford, father of Paymr. John R. 
Sanford, U.S.N., died at Cornwall, Conn., April 7, 1912. 

Mrs. Mary E. F. Braine, widow of Rear Admiral D. 
l. Braine, U.S.N., died April 5, 1912, at her home, 67 
First place, Brooklyn, N.Y. Mrs. Braine was one of the 
oldest members of St. Paul’s Episcopal Church. 

Mr. J. Gales McClellan, who died April 5, 1912, is 
the brother of Brig. Gen. John McClellan, U.S.A., re- 
tired. He is survived by two daughters, Miss Lily 
McClellan and Mrs. Carrie McClellan Greenleaf. 

Mrs. Lavinia Morgan Drum, widow of Brig. Gen. 
Richard Coulter Drum, U.S.A., daughter of the late 
Judge Thomas Gibbes Morgan, of Louisiana, passed mf 
at her home, Langdrum, near Bethesda, Md., April 8, 
1912, after a long illness. Mrs. Drum was born at Baton 
Rouge, La., Jan. 4, 1832, and was married to General 
Drum Sept. 25, 1850. She leaves a daughter, Mrs. 
Hughes Oliphant, and an adopted daughter, who was 
very dear to her, Mrs. Irwin Tarr, daughter of General 
Drum’s brother, Thomas Lang Drum; as well as her 
grandchildren, Richard Coulter Drum-Hunt, Henry Jack- 
son Hunt, 3d, Thomas Gibbes Morgan Oliphant, lieu- 
tenant in the 5th Field Artillery, U.S.A.; Miss Margaret 
Coulter Oliphant and M. Campbell Oliphant. Mrs. Drum 
was of a generation fast disappearing from Washington. 
Like her late husband, she was known to her intimates 
as a person of quiet, gentle life, devoted to unostentatious 
charity. Her home for years was noted for its hos- 
pitality until her health began to fail. For some time 
she had lived in retirement at her farm, Langdrum. Her 
remains were interred in Arlington National Cemetery. 

Major Harry B. Chamberlin, Q.M., U.S.A., died at 
the General Hospital, Fort Bayard, N.M., March 30, 
1912, of tuberculosis. He was born in Newbury, Vt., 
Nov. 1, 1862, and received his education at the St. 
Johnsbury (Vt.) Academy. He had long been a member 
of the Vermont National Guard, _— been captain of 
Company G. He was appointed a colonel on the staff 
of Gov. Urban A. Woodbury (1896-7). At the outbreak 
of the Spanish-American War he went to Chattanooga 
as quartermaster sergeant, but was made captain and 
quartermaster of Volunteers in July of that year. In 
the spring of 1899 he was stationed in Cuba with the 
Volunteer troops under Gen. Leonard A. Wood. During 
the Cuban service he was commissioned captain and 
quartermaster in the Regular Army. On leaving Cuba 
he made one trip to the Philippines as transport quarter- 
master and was then ordered to the islands for service, 
which continued for a term_of two years and ten months. 
Returning to the United States, he was stationed suc- 
cessively at St. Paul, Minn.; Columbus, Ohio; Chicago, 
Ill.; Fort Morgan, Ala.; Denver, Colo., and Seattle, 
Wash. March, 1911, he received his commission as 
major and quartermaster and was ordered to San Fran- 
cisco, being sent as temporary quartermaster of the 
transport Sherman to the Philippines. On his arrival 
at San Francisco he was ordered to the Philippines for 
During the voyage he developed tuberculosis, 
und was returned to San Francisco in September, 1911, 
and sent to Fort Bayard the following October, where 
he remained until his death. The body was brought to 


service, 


Vermont for burial, reaching Bradford on Saturday, 
April 6, a simple service being held on the afternoon of 


that day. He leaves a widow and one daughter, 
Dorothy. His friends speak of him as a man who did 
well his duty, as a man of genial disposition, whose 
hope, cheerfulness and thoughtfulness never left him 
even in the trying months of wasting illness.

He 
detailed the evolution of the medical officers’ work from 
the days of old sailing ships, when the duties were 
largely humanitarian, up to the present day, showing 
how the duties have become highly specialized and con- 
tribute in a great degree to the military efficiency of a 
modern naval fighting force. “The speed of a ship 
cannot be maintained unless the sanitation of the fire- 
room enables the men to remain at their post. Hits 
cannot be made by the most perfect guns unless the gun 
pointer can see straight. The naval medical officers of 
to-day contribute primarily to military efficiency by 
selecting suitable men and maintaining their health by 
improving environment under adverse and unnatural 
conditions.” After the Surgeon General’s address Dr. 
Gwathmey, an eminent surgeon of Norfolk, spoke on the 
relation of local municipal sanitary conditions to the 
health of the naval personnel, and showed that local 
health authorities were co-operating with the naval 
medical officers to control and prevent the spread of 
infectious diseases. Capt. R. M. Doyle, U.S.N., com- 
mandant, navy yard, Norfolk, Va., made a few remarks 
calling attention to the identity of interests of. civilian. 
and naval officers in a powerful and efficient Navy, 
Refreshments were then served by members of the Navy:

ARMY APPROPRIATIONS IN THE SENATE. 


The Senate in Committee of the Whole on April 10 
took up the Army Appropriation bill (H.R. 18956) and 
immediately began the consideration of the amendments 
proposed by the Senate Military Committee as published 
in our issue of April 6, pages 980, 981. Before adjourn- 
ment on April 10 the following of these committee 
amendments had been agreed to: 

Authorizing payment for typewriters in the Army 
War College appropriation. ; 

Substituting “aeroplanes” for “airplanes” in the 
Signal Corps paragraph, reducing amount of appropria- 
tion to $350,000 and increasing apportionment thereof 
for aviation purposes to $100,000. 

Authorizing temporary reductio 
and telegraph rates. 

Increasing totals for pay of officers and enlisted men 
and for length of service pay for same. 

The Committee of the Whole also adopted the amended 
provisos (1) relating to withholding pay in case of 
intemperance, etc., (2) relating to detached service of 
officers, (3) relating to a bounty for re-enlistment in 
time of war. 

Consideration of the measure was resumed on April 
11, when the action of the committee in restoring the 
Cavalry to its full strength was sustained, the vote 
against the House cut being 47 to 6. The increase 
in appropriations for pay of Hospital Corps and length 
of service; commutation of quarters and travel pay on 
discharge were all voted on favorably. The additional 
ten per cent. for foreign service of officers was restored 
to the bill ($266,000); likewise the twenty per cent. 
($750,000) for the enlisted men. 

Double time for foreign service exclusive of Panama 
and Canal Zone was agreed to; likewise the proviso re- 
lating to Sec. 3620, R.S., payment by check to designated 
persons or institutions. 

The following two provisos were amended and agreed 
to as here printed: 

Provided, That hereafter when an enlisted man who is en- 
listed on or after July 1, 1912, is discharged from the Service, 
.except by way of punishment for an offense, he shall be en- 
titled to transportation in kind and subsistence from the place 
of his discharge to the place of his enlistment, or to such 
other place within the continental limits of the United States 
as he may select, to which the distance is no greater than 
from the place of discharge to the place of enlistment; 
but if the distance be greater he may be furnished with trans- 

ortation in kind and subsistence for a distance equal to that 

icon place of discharge to, place of enlistment, or 
in lieu of such transportation and subsistence, he shall, if he 
so elects, receive two cents a mile, except for sea travel, from 
the place of his discharge to the place of his enlistment. 

Provided, That hereafter in time of peace no officer of the 
line shall be detached or permitted to remain detached from 
his regiment or corps who has not served for at least three 
years of the preceding period of six years prior to such de- 
tachment with the regiment or regiments of Cavalry, Field 
Artillery, or Infantry, or with the organizations of the Coast 
Artillery Corps, to which he shall have been assigned by the 
War Department; but this shall not apply to officers detailed 
in the Ordnance Department and the Bureau of Insular Affairs, 
as authorized by the Act of Congress approved June 25, 1906, 
and March 2, 1910. 

In the appropriation for mileage to officers the words 
“when authorized by law” were stricken out. 

It was also “Provided, That the superintendent 
[Nurse Corps] shall receive such allowances of quarters, 
subsistence and medical care during illness as may be 
prescribed in regulations by the Secretary of War.” A 
reduction was made in the appropriation for contract 
surgeons from $18,000 to $13,800. 

When the Senate adjourned on April 11 there was 
pending the item appropriating $275,000 for equipment 
of Coast Artillery armories, Organized Militia, with a 
proviso of Mr. Warren’s, “That the foregoing appro- 
priation and any other appropriations heretofore made 
for that purpose shall remain available until the 
end of the fiscal vear 1914.” Mr. Swanson proposed to 
add “That the War Department may use a part of this 
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appropriation for the hire of horses for the practice 
exercises of the organized artillery of the state Militia.”

DEBATE ON THE ARMY BILL. 


In the debate on the bill Mr. Overman objected to the 
exception made in favor of the two officers detailed to 
the Bureau of Insular Affairs in the matter of a limita- 
tion of detail, saying of General Edwards: “I do not 
know why an exception should be made in his case. 
Colonel McIntyre is a very valuable man. I know him 
to be such. He came here three years ago, and has 
proven a very efficient and capable officer in the Bureau 
of Insular Affairs; but we can get other men in the 
Army to do the work, and Colonel McIntyre, when his 
time is out, can go back to his command the same as 
other good men. General Edwards has been here six 
years, according to the Senator from Wyoming, and why 
not let him go back to his command and another officer 
can take his place? Why keep him here indefinitely? 
Why not give some other officer a chance?” : 

Mr. Lodge, speaking as chairman of the Committee on 
the Philippines, said: “(General Edwards has served with 
credit and for a long time in the Philippine Islands, and 
he was selected for that bureau. I think it is only just 
to him to say he has done admirable work there and has 
been of the greatest possible assistance to Congress in’ all 
matters connected with those islands. Only two Army 
officers are detailed there, and it seems to me it would be 
unfortunate to apply a hard and fast rule to that par- 
ticular bureau.” 

In the debate on the subject of Cavalry decrease Mr. 
Williams stated that the cost of a Cavalryman in Conti- 
nental America is $1,200 a year and twenty per cent. 
more in the Philippines. He argued that the country 
needed the money to be saved by abolishing Cavalry 
regiments. In any case it was better to spend it on 
Coast Artillery or on a battleship for defense. “I 
would be still more willing,’ he said, “to see it go into a 
great many other things of more importance to the 
American people than either.” Mr. Williams further 
said, speaking of the acquisition of Hawaii, as well as 
of the Philippines: “We are less of a war power to-day 
for any purpose of national defense or national aggres- 
sion than we were prior to the Spanish-American War, 
because we have got pawns out in the middle of the 
chessboard that would have to be protected or sur- 
rendered and to the defense of which our whole game 
must be subordinated.” He dwelt at length upon our 
national extravagance and argued that the House should 
have the sole right to originate expenditures, the Senate 
confining itself to limiting them. He also Said: 

“Tt has been said that it would have been wiser on the 
part of the other House to have reduced by making some 
of the reduction from the Infantry instead of making all 
of it from the Cavalry. Perhaps that may be true; but, 
whether true or not, we can reduce this much of the 





Cavalry now and we can follow it up after a while with - 


a reduction of four or five regiments from the Infantry 
as well. We have to begin somewhere, and I do not see 
any better place to begin than with the Cavalry. I my- 
self have an idea that, constituted as the United States 
Army is, perhaps an Infantry that rides on horseback 
in order to get where it is needed and is drilled in both 
cavalry and infantry tactics, is our ideal Army, consid- 
ering our necessities and our lack of necessities both put 
together; but, however that may be, I do not think the 
Service of the United States with regard to the military 
arm is going to be hurt in the slightest degree by lopping 
off these five regiments of Cavalry. I hope, therefore, 
that the Senate amendment which restores them will be 
voted down.” 

Mr. Foster: “It is provided that the provision eliminat- 
ing five regiments of Cavalry shall go into effect on the 
1st day of July, 1912. Now, does the Senator think that 
this Government has the moral right—it may have the 
power; but the moral right—to dismiss those men from 
the Service who have enlisted for three years?’ 

Mr. Williams: “I think the Government has the moral 
right, because an enlistment constitutes no contract.” 

Mr. Foster: “There is a contract for enlistment for 
three years.” 

Mr. Williams: “I understand that; but it is not a 
contract in the usual sense of that word. It is an agree- 
ment to do service so long as the Government needs the 
service, not to be longer than for a certain period. It is 
just like abolishing an office. You may reduce the num- 
ber of clerks here in a department. It is true you have 
employed them, but that does not interfere with the 
power of dismissing them.” 

Mr. Thornton said that while he was opposed to the 
acquisition of the Philippines he would hold on to them 
forever rather than lose them under the compulsion of a 
foreign power. As to the reduction in Cavalry, he said: 
“Tf the fact that the House grounded its action, in addi- 
tion to the economy question, upon the fact that the 
Service was not in equilibrium, as it were, that there 
were too many Cavalry in proportion to the Infantry, 
then I think that instead of cutting down the Cavalry it 
would be far better to increase the Infantry until the 
equilibrium be restored.” 

In answer to the argument that we should in any case 
have to rely to repel invasion upon our manhood and 
the Volunteer forces Mr. Thornton said: “The greater 
the resistance we can offer until the Volunteers can be 
organized ; and the less the number of the Regular Army 
the less resistance we can offer until the Militia force is 
properly organized, which is another reason why I am 
opposed to the reduction of our Army from its present 
very small number in comparison with the extent of our 
territorial area.” 

Mr. Warren: “I wish the Senator to make a note of 
the fact that if we are to go into war with Volunteers 
or Militia there is no arm so useful as that of the 
Cavalry, where they have trained men to fight on foot 
or horseback, either as Infantry or Cavalry, and a suffi- 
cient number of horses prepared for battle.” 

Mr. Thornton: “Having been a member of the Cavalry 
arm of the Service in the late Civil War, I am prepared 
to say that the statement of the Senator from Wyoming 
is entirely correct. I do not believe that any foreign 
enemy could permanently maintain a foothold on any 
side of the United States. But why should we take the 
risk of the humiliation of having them land, of the great 
amount of blood and of treasure that would be expended 
in the time that it would take to repulse them from our 
shores? I suppose every member of the Senate who 
has been a soldier himself knows of the great superiority 
at the outset of trained soldiers over raw militia. I do 
not hesitate to say, based upon my actual knowledge 
of such things, that I would rather have one regiment 
of Regulars than four untrained levies.” 

Mr. du Pont presented the reasons of the Military 
Committee for striking out the proviso reducing Cavalry 
in the statement appearing on page 1023 of this number. 

Mr. Swanson, as a result of his experience as Gov- 
ernor of Virginia, called attention to the difficulty of 
obtaining horses for practice exercises of the state 





Militia, saying: “There is a strong effort now on the 
part of the Federal Government to induce people to 
volunteer in the Coast Artillery, the organized Artillery 
companies, because they recognize the great necessity 
for it in time of war, and I should like to have this 
necessity supplied in some way by an amendment at 
the proper place in this bill. I ask the chairman of the 
Military Affairs Committee if he has any objection to 
authority being granted to the War Department to 
permit funds given to the Organized Militia to be used 
for this purpose?” 

Mr. du Pont expressed his entire agreement with the 
Senator’s views as to the importance of Militia Artillery, 
and said: “If the Senator will permit me to interrupt 
him, I will say to him that I am perfectly willing to try 
to ascertain between now and to-morrow what views, if 
any, the Department entertains with regard to that sub- 
ject, and possibly we might frame some amendment 
which will meet his views. But, as at present advised, 
I would be unwilling to favor any amendment until it 
could be sufficiently looked into. I will try to stop at 
the Department to-morrow on my way to the Senate and 
see if anything can be done.” Mr. Swanson expressed 
his entire satisfaction with this. 

The debate is still in progress in the Senate as we 
go to press.

ARMY ITEMS. 


Brig. Gen. Walter S. Schuyler, U.S.A., who has been 
on duty at Fort Riley, Kas., will assume command of 
the Department of California on June 15, 1912, vice Brig, 
Gen. Daniel H. Brush, who relinquished command on 
April 12, and who will be retired for age on May 9. 

Fort Clark, near Hagle Pass, Texas, is being put in 
shape at once for the accommodation of headquarters 
and eight troops of the 14th U.S. Cavalry in that garri- 
son. “Brig. Gen. J. W. Duncan, commanding the De- 
partment of Texas,” says the San Antonio Express, “has 
despatched Capt. Harris Pendleton, jr., of the Quarter. 
master’s Department, to Fort Clark in order to get 
estimates for repairs to the officers’ quarters at that 
post. At present there are only four sets of the quarters 
at the post habitable, and at least nine sets will be 
necessary for the officers of the regiments. Reports are 
to the effect that barracks for the men are in good 
condition.” 

The U.S. Army came promptly to the relief of the 
Mississippi flood sufferers. President Taft, Major Gen- 
eral Wood and Miss Mabel Boardman, of the executive 
committee cf the American Red Cross, acted together 
on April 6 toward providing prompt and effective relief 
for the several thousand victims. Following the receipt 
of reports from Army officers in the field and telegrams 
from Governors of the affected states the Quartermaster’s 
Department of the Army was directed to issue clothing 
and tents, and the Subsistence Department was directed 
to issue rations. The War Department ordered five 
officers to the flooded districts to investigate the needs 
of the people and report. These officers were Major 
James E. Normoyle, at Columbus, Ky.; Capt. Harry A. 
Hegeman, at New Madrid, Mo.; Capt. James A. Logan, 
jr... &t Hickman, Ky.; Capt. William B. Baker, at 
'Tiptonville. Tenn., and an officer from Jackson Barracks, 
La., ordered to Helena, Ark. 

The thirty-third annual meeting of the Army Mutual 
Aid Association will be held at 4:30 p.m. on Tuesday, 
April 16, in the office of the Inspector General of the 
Army, Room 144, War Department, Washington, D.C. 

Secretary of War Stimson has offered to Capt. Alfred 
W. Bjornstad, of the General Staff, the post of Military 
Attaché at Germany, to relieve Capt. G. G. Shartle, 
C.A.C. Captain Bjornstad by this detail would be given 
an opportunity to study the infantry organization of 
Germany. He will probably accept the detail and go to 
his new post about July 1. 

The War Department has decided to relieve Capt.

This order publishes the proceedings of the G.C.M. con- 
vened at Camp Gregg, Pangasinan, P.I., of which Major 
Ulysses G. McAlexander, 13th Inf., was president, and lst 
Lieut. Orlando G. Palmer, 7th Cav., judge advocate, for the 
trial of 1st Lieut. Orra L. Houser, Phil. Scouts, as noted in 
our issue of April 6, page 984. 

Charge I.—‘‘Drunkenness on duty, in violation of the 38th 
Article of War.’’ (One specification.) This charged that he 
was drunk while in command of the 26th Company, Phil. 
Scouts, on Dec. 31, 1911. 

Charge II.—‘‘Conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline, in violation of the 62d Article of War.’’ 
(Nine specifications alleging that he did inflict cruel and un- 
authorized punishment upon enlisted men of Philippine Scouts.) 

Findings.—Of the specification, 1st charge, and of the 1st 
charge, ‘‘guilty.’’ Of the ist specification, 2d charge, 
‘*guilty, except the words ‘4 o’clock p.m. Nov. 30,’ substitut- 
ing therefor the words ‘4 o’clock a.m. Dec. 1’; of the ex- 
cepted words not guilty, and of the substituted words guilty.’’ 
Of the 2d, 3d, 4th, 5th, 6th, 7th, 8th and 9th specifications, 
2d charge, and of the 2d charge, ‘‘guilty.’’ 

Sentence.—‘‘To be dismissed the Service of the United 
States.’’ 

The sentence having been approved by the convening au- 
thority and the record of trial forwarded for the action of 
the President, under the 106th Article of War, the following 
are his orders thereon: 

‘‘The White House, Washington, March 20, 1912. 

‘*The sentence of dismissal imposed by the general court- 
martial in the foregoing case of Ist Lieut. Orra L. Houser, 
Phil. Scouts, is hereby confirmed and will be carried into 
execution. WILLIAM H. TAFT." 

First Lieut. Orra L. Houser, Phil. Scow'3, ceases to be an 
officer of the Army from March 25, 1912.

In Hawaii and the 
Panama Canal Zone, there will be twelve troops of seventy 
men each to a regiment, and a total of 915 enlisted men. 

The enlisted men required for machine-gun platoons and 
headquarters detachments in the case of regiments organized 
as in columns for the United States and Philippines will be 
assigned to troops by regimental commanders and will be addi- 
tional in their respective troops, but no troop will contain 
more men in any grade than are authorized by the Act of Con- 
gress approved Feb. 2, 1901. In the case of regiments (7th 
and 8th Cavalry) designated for station in the Philippine Isl- 
ands the enlisted men required for machine-gun platoons and 
headquarters detachments will be detailed from troops as the 
regimental commanders may direct and will not be additional 
in their respective troops. 

For the Infantry regiments the order prescribes twelve com- 
panies of sixty-five men each for regiments in the United 
States and with non-com. staff, band, machine-gun platoon, 
mounted scouts, etc., aggregating 870 enlisted men. For the 
Philippines the regiments will have twelve companies of 150 
men each, and with the other units aggregating 1,836 men. 
For Hawaii and Panama, twelve companies of seventy-two 
men each, and with the N.C.S. and men of other units a total 
of 954. For Porto Rico, eight companies of sixty-five men 
each, and a total with N.C.S., etc., of 591 men. 

The enlisted men required for machine-gun platoons, mounted 
scouts, and headquarters detachments in the case of regi- 
ments organized for duty in the United States, Hawaii, 
Panama and Porto Rico, will be assigned to companies by regi- 
mental commanders and will be additional in their respective 
companies, but no company will contain more men in any 
grade than are authorized by the Act of Congress approved 
Feb. 2, 1901. In the case of regiments (8th, 13th, 15th and 
24th Infantry) designated for station in the Philippine Isl- 
ands, the enlisted men required for machine-gun platoons, 
mounted scouts, and headquarters detachments will be de- 
tailed from companies as the regimental commanders may 
direct and will not be additional in their respective companies. 

For the Field Artillery there will be six batteries of 133 
enlisted men each for light and mountain and six batteries 
of 150 men each for horse batteries and these with N.C.S., 
band, etc., will aggregate 877 men for light and mountain and 
979 for horse. The enlisted men required for headquarters 
detachments will be assigned to batteries by regimental com- 
manders and will be additional in their respective batteries, 
but no battery will contain more men in any grade than that 
authorized by Act of Congress approved Jan. 25, 1907. — 

For the Coast Artillery Corps, a total of 170 companies of 
104 men each is authorized with bands aggregate 18,471 men. 

The Engineers will consist of four companies of 159 men 
each for each of the three battalions which, with band and 
N.O.8., aggregate 1,942 men.

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The Navy Department has made an arrangement with 
the General Electric Company to equip one of the 
colliers with an electric drive, driven by a _ turbine. 
Secretary Meyer is alive to the possibilities of electrical 
propulsion for large vessels. The use of electricity as 
motive power for vessels has recently been tried abroad 
and is being introduced in this country. The Depart- 
ment in making this arrangement in respect to a collier 
desires to keep. abreast of the development of electricity 
for propulsive purposes. Everything impresses Secretary 
Meyer with the belief that electricity is to have an 
increasing use as a motive power in the engine room 
in the future, and hence he has felt justified in placing 
electricity under officers charged with making it work 
under actual service conditions at sea. The transfer 
of electricity to the Bureau of Steam Engineering during 
the time it has been tested has proved satisfactory. 
While not feeling that the time will come when there 
will be a Bureau of Electricity in the United States 
Navy, the Secretary is frank to say that there may come 
a division of electricity. There is such a division in 
England and in Germany, in the former independent, 
but in Germany under steam engineering. 





The Comptroller decides that the appropriation for 
the manufacture of arms in the Act of March 3, 1911, 
can be used “not to exceed $300,000” to procure new 
pistols, etc., to issue to the Militia, replacing out of this 
appropriation any issue from the surplus of new pistols, 
etc., paid for out of the general appropriation. 
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TEST OF INFANTRY EQUIPMENT. 


Perhaps the most important experiments to be con- 
ducted this year in the Army will be made with the 
provisional regiment of Infantry which is to be organized 
during the summer from the 4th, 27th and 28th Regi. 
ments, as stated in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL of 
March 30. For this regiment the proposed Infantry 
equipment manual will be made authoritative and receive 
a service test. The exercises will be so conducted as to 
show the tactical merits of a regiment composed of 
companies of 150 enlisted men. The new Infantry Drill 
Regulations will be tested under conditions that approach 
as near to a battle as possible. Special attention will 
be given to firing problems to be developed under the 
new regulations. 

The three classes of Infantry equipment prescribed 
in the proposed Infantry equipment manual are the field 
service, camp service and garrison service equipment, 
While traveling on a train or transport the equipment 
of the command is determined by the character of the 
service ordered. Field service equipment is that which 
is to be used in campaign, simulated campaign or on 
the march, to be worn on the person, carried on horse 
or pack mule and transported in the combat and field 
trains. In camp service equipment are to be included 
articles needed in mobilization, concentration, instruction 
and maneuver camps, and in pauses in operations 
against an enemy as will permit the better care of troops 
than is possible in field operations. Under such condi- 
tions the manual recognizes that more comforts and 
better sanitary care can be afforded troops than during 
field operations. Provisions are made in the manual by 
which commanders of divisions or smaller units when 
independent or detached may add to or subtract from 
camp equipment as strategic and climatic conditions 
demand. Garrison equipment is to be used by troops 
quartered in cantonments or posts under conditions 
which permit all of the conveniences of a civilian com- 
munity! Under this head is included the equipment of 
Organized Militia at its home stations. No additional 
articles are called for in the manual. The principal 
purpose of the manual is to classify articles for different 
occasions. 

When Infantry is ordered out for field service its 
equipment will be prescribed in the manual, which will 
show the enlisted men just what equipment should be 
used, unless otherwise prescribed by the commanding 
officer. The same is true with regard to camp service 
and garrison service. A pause in operations in the field 
will make it possible to bring up the camp equipment 
without an elaborate order describing all of the articles 
that are needed for the troops. In the experiment with 
the provisional regiment an effort will be made to reduce 
service equipment to a minimum. This camp service 
equipment will also be carefully studied with this idea 
in view. After the proposed manual is tried out it will 
be revised and issued some time next winter. 

The most important problem to be solved is the 
handling of the regiment, as it is to be organized with 
companies of 150 enlisted men. It is so organized with a 
view to increasing the number of rifles in the firing line. 
Five hundred men are added to the regiment, and there 
will be 580 more men on the firing line than with the 
regiments organized according to Field Service Regula- 
tions. The following table will show the difference 
between the regiment as described in the Field Service 
Regulations and the provisional regiment with which 
the experiment is to be conducted:

It will be noted that there is a reduction in the 
strength of the machine-gun company, which it is 
thought is made possible by the adoption of the new 
type of machine gun. The new gun makes the field 
regulations applying to machine-gun companies obsolete. 
The number of mounted scouts are reduced from twenty- 
one to fifteen, as it is thought that the duty assigned 
to them does not require as many as is provided for in 
the Field Service Regulations. It is contended that the 


strength of the band and the sanitary troops may be 
reduced as provided for by the training of bandsmen for 
simple Hospital Corps service in emergencies, and by 
the pruning of the sanitary personnel and of the regi- 
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mental infirmary baggage these units can be reduced to 
forty men, quartered and messed together in the field 
in one wagon. In addition to giving the regiment more 
rifles, this plan, it is claimed, will reduce the number 
of wagons and animals necessary for the regiment. The 
entire regiment is organized with a view to reducing 
the number of administrative and supply troops. It is 
by this scheme that its firing front is to be increased. 





ARMY CHANGES. 


A hearty approval of the new pay roll of the Army 
has been made by the Comptroller of the Treasury after 
examining the new form carefully and submitting it to 
the clerks in the Treasury Department. The Comp- 
troller, in a letter to the Secretary of War, says: “The 
advantages of the new form over the old form are at 
once apparent in that it is more compact and can be 
used and manifolded in a typewriter. It is more elastic 
and capable of indefinite extension without waste of 
paper and will occupy less space. All the elements 
necessary to good accounting in making the Army pay- 
ments appear to have been retained, and the data is 
arranged in a more convenient and useful form.” The 
experiments with the form at the posts in the vicinity 
of Washington show that there is a saving of seventy- 
five per cent. in clerical work. Not only is there saving 
in the clerical work, but the requirements have been 
greatly decreased. On the old form the following data 
is required for an honorable discharge: “Discharge. (a) 
Honorable. Honorably discharged from the service of 
the United States Army, Fort Missoula, Mont., 6 Jan. 
"11, per expiration term of service, D. and F. S. given, 
character, excellent; service H. and F. Due United 
States $15, amount from Dec. 10, omitted from the Dec. 
10 pay roll. Due soldier clo. $5 C. of M. No allowances 
during enlistment. Last paid to 31 Dec. ’10 by Captain 
Jones.” On the new form this will appear: ‘Discharge. 
(a) Honorable. Honorably discharged Jan. 6, ’11, per 
ETS.” This is a fair comparison of the general reduc- 
tion in the requirements. The Auditor for the War 
Department, after examining the old form, reached the 
conclusion that all the information that was needed in 
his office is contained in the new form. 

A general order calling for reforms in post adminis- 
tration and instruction will be issued by the War 
Department within two or three months. For the pur- 
pose of formulating this order the Department has called 
for a full and complete report on the experiments 
conducted at a number of posts under an order issued 
by the Secretary of War in December of 1911. Posts 
in all three of the divisions were selected with a view to 
conducting experiments under every condition that 
obtains in the Army. In the Eastern Division the work 
was done at Plattsburg Barracks, Fort Oglethorpe and 
Fort McPherson; in the Central Division at Fort Sam 
Houston and Fort Sill; and in the Western Division 
at the Presidio of San Francisco and Fort Douglas. 
Instructions were issued to the commanding officers of 
these posts to take steps for the reduction of administra- 
tive work, so as to increase the number of men that 
could be turned out at drills and all exercises of instruc- 
tion. Preliminary reports on these experiments indicate 
that the domestic needs of the garrison can be taken care 
of without depriving such a large number of men of 
instruction as under the present system. It also 
developed that administrative methods could be so 
changed as to reduce this work materially and permit a 
larger number of enlisted men to participate in the real 
work of soldiers. After the full reports on these ex- 
periments have been received a committee of the General 
Staff will be appointed to review them and formulate 
the general order. It is understood that Secretary 
Stimson is very anxious that this work should be carried 
forward promptly and that some important reforms in 
garrison administration and instruction should be 
inaugurated. 

It has been decided by the War Department to abolish 
the individual service reports, which are found to be a 
duplication of other reports that are made to the De- 
partment. For some time this matter has been under 
consideration, but not until a few days ago did the 
Secretary of War decide to discontinue this useless 
report, which has been a great vexation to the officers 
of the Army and of no benefit to the War Department. 
In the future more attention will be paid to the efficiency 
report, for which a new form giving a complete record 
of the service of an officer will be prepared by those who 
are competent to pass upon his qualifications. Whenever 
an officer is relieved from a station or post his efficiency 
report will be completed up to date by the commanding 
officer and forwarded to his new commanding officer, 
who will, in turn, complete the report up to Dec. 31 
and forward it to the Adjutant General. When a com- 
manding officer is relieved from duty at a post he will 
complete the efficiency reports of all of the officers under 
his command up to the time that he leaves the post and 
turn them over to his successor, who will continue the 
work of compiling the report until the end of the year 
and forward them to the Adjutant General. These 
efficiency reports are self-indexed, so that reference to 
any part of the officer’s service can easily be made in 
the Adjutant General’s office. Like the new pay roll, 
they are in a very condensed form, but at the same time 
cover all the essential features of an officer’s service. 

Brig. Gen. William P. Hall will discharge the duties 
of the Adjutant General of the Army until he retires in 
June. He will not be “The” Adjutant General, as it 
has been decided that the capitalization of the article 
“the” was authorized by Congress only for General 
Ainsworth. It is understood that the Secretary of War

has decided that it is due General Hall to allow him to 
retire as the Adjutant General of the Army owing to His 
distinguished service. General Hall, on account of the 
short period that he is to remain on the active list, was 
not especially desirous of assuming the position, but 
was willing to take a leave of absence and give the 
President an opportunity to appoint the officer who is to 
take up the work permanently. But Secretary Stimson 
did not think that General Hall was called upon to step 
aside, and urged him to take charge of the department. 
It is understood that the name of his successor will be 
sent to the Senate shortly before Congress adjourns. 

Notice was served upon Chairman Hay, of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs, by Representative Daniel 
R. Anthony, of Kansas, that a minority report on the 
Ainsworth investigation will be submitted to the House. 
The determination of Mr. Anthony to make a minority 
report does not grow out of any personal feeling of the 
member from Kansas against the former Adjutant Gen- 
eral. On the contrary, Mr. Anthony has been a warm 
personal friend of General Ainsworth, but takes excep- 
tion to the general character of Mr. Hay’s report, and 
it is understood is of the opinion that Mr. Hay went 
beyond the jurisdiction of. the House in dealing with 
the Ainsworth incident. On account of the recent 
primaries a majority of the Military Affairs Committee 
have been out of the city, and Mr. Anthony will wait 
the return of his colleagues before he begins work on 
his report. It is known that some of the Democrats 
on the committee are not in sympathy with the attack 
which Chairman Hay made on the President and Secre- 
tary of War and the Army. However, this is campaign 
year, and in the interest of party harmony they are not 
inclined to join with the Republicans in a minority 
report. 





In an editorial on “Mr. Hay’s Fit of Temper” the 
New York Times says: “It is not conceivable that the 
House of Representatives will uphold Chairman Hay, 
of its Military Committee, in his attitude toward the 
President of the ‘United States and the Secretary of 
War. Mr. Hay’s statement touching Mr. Stimson’s 
charges against Major General Ainsworth, at the time 
that officer was relieved from duty as Adjutant General, 
comes rather late in the day. Avoiding trial on the 
charges by court-martial, General Ainsworth retired 
from active service, thus impressing the public with 
the idea that he had little hope of acquittal. The use- 
fulness of General Ainsworth to Mr. Hay, we fancy, 
was confined to his support of the so-called Hay bill, a 
rider to the Army Appropriation bill, which, even apart 
from its many unwise provisions, was objectionable in 
the form in which it was presented. Such a measure 
demands separate consideration. The attempt to force 
it through Congress as a part of the Appropriation bill, 
the passage of which is essential, was a grave political 
error. The bill got through the House, however, though 
it was shorn of some of its more objectionable features 
before passage. As reported by the Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs to the upper house the bill has been 
vastly improved. The people of this Republic are living 
in a sort of fools’ paradise so far as the means of 
national defense are concerned. Wise legislation is re- 
quired to increase the efliciency of our Army. The 
legislation proposed by Mr. Hay was obviously unwise, 
and the personal temper he has shown because of its 
rejection must amaze the country. The Hay bill, 
according to the best military experts, was an effort to 
cripple the Army, not to improve it. Secretary Stimson, 
with the aid of Major General Wood and the encourage- 
ment of the President, has fought it step by step, with 
tact and energy, and, thus far, with success.” Dis- 
cussing the subject of Army legislation, the Chicago 
Tribune says: “The curse of the Army from its beginning 
has been haphazard, piecemeal legislation. We ought 
to be done with Congressional tinkering with a great 
mechanism which Americans should be glad and proud 
to maintain on the very highest level of efficiency.”

No editorial expression in a great daily newspaper 
of the weakness in our Army system has been put more 
effectively into fewer words than the criticism in the 
Chicago Tribune of April 9: “The curse of the Army 
from its beginning has been haphazard, piecemeal legis- 
lation. We ought to be done with Congressional tinker- 
ing with a great mechanism which Americans should be 
glad and proud to maintain on the very highest level 
of efficiency. Our organization is an archaic hodge- 
podge. It should be thoroughly remodeled on the lines 
of modern military science. The personnel of the Army 
is splendid. We owe it to the patriotic and intelligent 
men who are giving their lives at small compensation 
to the public service, and we owe it to our national 
security and self-respect to put both Army and Navy on 
as high a plane of modern effectiveness as any army 
in the world.” That legislation is likely to be of the 
haphazard piecemeal kind is shown by the fact that 
the most comprehensive scheme for Army consolidation 
proposed at this session bears the name of the chairman 
of the House Committee on Military Affairs, who, 
although of long experience in military committee work, 
is so far from understanding the true military spirit 
that, as was shown in the report he submitted this week 
on the Ainsworth case, he rebuked the Secretary of War 
for alleged abuse of power in taking the former Adjutant 
General to task, utterly oblivious of the fact, as we point 
out elsewhere, that Mr. Stimson’s action was taken by 
“direction of the President,” language which to one 
properly informed on military matters should have made 
it clear that the acts of the Secretary were the acts of 
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the President, the Commander-in-Chief of the Army. 
One is almost ready to despair of intelligent military 
legislation when the chairman of so important a com- 
mittee reveals so crass an ignorance of military matters.

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At a recent hearing of the House Naval Committee 
at which Secretary Meyer was quizzed there was dis- 
cussion of the retiring age in the Army and the Navy, 
as will be seen by a résumé of the testimony which 
appears in another column of this issue. The reason 
for making the age sixty-four in the Army, and not 
sixty-two as in the Navy, was not brought out at the 
hearing. Officers acquainted at first hand with the 
legislation of the period when the retiring age was fixed 
upon relate that the addition of two years for the Army 
was due to the fact that when the bill came up General 
Sherman was nearly five months over sixty-two, and if 
that had been made the age of retirement he would have 
been compelled to give up his appointment as head of 
the Army. As a courtesy to him, and to permit him to 
continue some time longer, the age was extended to 
sixty-four, and the bill provided that when General 
Sherman was retired it was to be without reduction in 
his pay. Secretary Meyer discussed this matter with 
his usual breadth of mind. Indeed, one cannot read the 
testimony of this official before the committees without 
being impressed by the firm grasp which he has on all 
the subjects pertaining to his Department and—we may 
say this, we trust, without being understood as intending 
any invidious comparison with former incumbents— 
impressed by the good fortune which the Navy enjoys in 
having in control of its affairs a Secretary who puts 
into the execution of his duties the enthusiasm, the un- 
tiring industry and the comprehensive knowledge of 
detail which have characterized the work of Secretary 
Meyer in the three years he has been at the head of 
the Navy Department. His willingness to give credit to 
others and his avoidance of spotlight ambitions are 
evidences of his whole-heartedness in the discharge of his 
functions. One of many instances illustrative of his 
modesty was presented at a recent hearing, when, in 
discussing the benefits of the system of aids, he took 
occasion to refer to the wark of the board which had 
gone over the question before he decided to make it part 
of his administration. 
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There has been a disposition in some quarters to 
consider as hastily conceived the Lodge resolution of 
the Senate calling upon the President for all information 
regarding the alleged plan of Japan to obtain a conces- 
sion from Mexico that might contravene the Monroe 
Doctrine. Nothing could be further from the truth than 
the belief that the Massachusetts Senator had acted on 
incomplete information or without appreciation of the 
gravity of the question involved in his inquiry. "Weeks 
ago in his speech against the arbitration treaties 
Senator Lodge referred to the matter of Japanese rela- 
tions with Mexico, and it was plain then that he had 
not spoken without proper enlightenment. As a member 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations for many years 
it was not to be believed that he would act rashly or 
inconsiderately in the premises. In the condition of 
disintegration in which Mexico has been for more than 
a twelvemonth, with the powers of government in hands 
of men none too strong to resist foreign blandishments, 
it may have been not wholly outside the purposes of 
Senator Lodge to make his resolution bring about a 
restatement by the President of this country’s attitude 
toward the Monroe Doctrine. This is a view that Presi- 
dent Taft may take in the present situation, deeming 
that the conditions are not serious enough to warrant 
any reaffirmation of the Doctrine since it must be under- 
stood by all well informed statesmen (and what states- 
man is not well informed?) that with the opening of 
the Panama Canal the attitude of the United States 
toward the Doctrine is more positive than ever. 





If the Senate, which seems to be altogether probable, 
inserts two battleships in the Naval Appropriation bill, 
an effort will be made to call another Democratic caucus 
with a view to bringing about a more friendly attitude 
in the House toward the Navy program. If some resolu- 
tion could be passed which will release the Democrats 
from a party obligation to vote against a two-battleship 
program it could be carried by a substantial majority. 
More than a sufficient number of Democrats are anxious 
to unite with the Republicans and put through a two- 
battleship program. In all probability one of the last 
bills to be passed at this session will be the Naval 
Appropriation bill, as the friends of the Navy are pre- 
paring to put up a stiff fight for some capital ships. 
They have not given up hopes of at least securing the 
authorization of one or two large battleship cruisers.

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A plan is under consideration in the Navy Department 
for a radical change in the training of recruits, giving 
them two months’ training at the training station, then 
putting them on the Atlantic Reserve Fleet for two 
months more before sending them to sea with the 
fleet. At the training stations special attention will be 
given to the physical condition of the’ recruit and he will 
be given rudimentary work in small-arms practice and 
in methods of taking care of himself and his equipment. 
The real work of training for sea duty will be begun on 
the reserve fleet, where it is planned to have an extra 
number of petty officers to do this work thoroughly. In 
the course of his training on the reserve fleet the recruit 
will be sent to sea on short trips in squadrons of the fleet, 
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MR. MEYER’S NAVY AIDS. 


A lively interchange of opinion between Mr. Meyer 
and Mr. Foss marked the hearing of Feb. 29. The sub- 
ject was the placing of line officers in charge of navy 
yards and putting electricity under Steam Engineering 
rather than under Construction and Repair. Mr. Meyer 
contended that the Steam Engineering control of elec- 
tricity in the last two years had shown the arrange- 
ment was satisfactory. ‘The line officer who uses the 
electrical machinery and sees what corrections should be 
made in it ought to have the control of it because the 
repairs have to be made while the ship is in commission. 
Mr. Foss thought that would result in taking away the 
line officer from his chief business, which is to go to sea, 
putting the line officer in charge of the industrial estab- 
lishment. Mr. Meyer denied there is any taking of the 
line officer from his seagoing duties, as there are no 
more line officers in charge in navy yards under the 
present system than under previous systems in propor- 
tion to the total number of officers; nor would Mr. 
Meyer tolerate the designation of a navy yard as an 
“industrial establishment.” He insisted it is a military 
establishment. Industrial work done there is for mili- 
tary purposes. “A naval constructor may be perfectly 
capable of learning about electricity and motors but he 
doesn’t have to sit up with them on board ships 5,000 
miles away from a machine shop and make them work 
at a time when his own life and the lives of hundreds of 
others may depend on their doing the work required of 
them as the line officer has to do.” The French navy 
has for years. he pointed out, had no power to improve 
its smokeless powder because it was manufactured by 
shore-going people. In our Service the powder is made 
by line officers who go to sea, hence it is safe. ; 

Mr. Meyer devoted some time to the explanation of 
the work of the Aids to the Secretary and of the assist- 
ance they had been. The executive duties of the bureau 
chiefs have not been infringed upon at all and they come 
direct to the Secretary whenever they wish, with the 
result that there has heen obtained “a team work such 
as was never had before.” In the past two years, said 
the Secretary, there has not been an instance where 
Aids and Chiefs have not come to a complete under- 
standing on any subject that has come up affecting 
more than one bureau. The Secretary did not believe 
that when we have vice admirals we shall use them as 
aids. His policy has been to have as young men as 
possible for bureau chiefs on account of the exacting 
nature of the work. The bureau chiefs should not be 
appointed for a longer period than four years, as new 
blood is needed. Mr. Meyer said he was desirous of 
making the positions of aids statutory with their duties 
clearly defined, so that none of his successors could have 
the positions changed without much consideration. Mr. 
Foss believed that the aids with their assistants really 
constituted a bureau, but Mr. Meyer denied they did 
and he hoped legislation would prevent their ever be- 
coming that. He pointed out that the number of clerks 
they had was justified by the clerical work devolving 
upon them and was insignificant in number compared 
with the great number of clerks in the bureaus; that is, 
three clerks for the aids out of 701 clerks in the bureaus 
and department. Mr. Meyer said he was formulating 
legislation bearing on the future status of the aids. The 
idea of the aids is to make the Secretary of the Navy 
“able to fulfill the duties of his office and to equip him 
for it daily and monthly.” The work they have thus far 
accomplished has resulted in economy and increased effi- 
ciency. The economy is shown by the fact that the 
effective material strength of the Navy has been in- 
creased without exceeding current appropriations, while 
efficiency is shown by the facility with which the busi- 
ness of the department has been transacted. Therefore 
Mr. Meyer said he urges the legalization of the aids. 
They have no executive authority and are not “running 
the Department,” as one member of the Committee had 
intimated. While somewhat like a general staff of the 
Army they differ in not having the authority that some 
staff officers have. For instance, if one writes a letter 
to the Secretary of War some staff officer may answer it, 
but it has not happened in the Navy because “I want to 
keep civilian control over the Navy.” Mr. Foss said he 
was afraid that in time the Secretary would come to 
follow the advice of these aids instead of putting his foot 
down on some extravagant proposal. but Mr. Meyer 
asked why, then, he was afraid of officers who had no 
interest in augmenting their bureaus while not afraid of 
giving power to heads of bureaus who naturally desire 
to increase the importance of their bureaus. Mr. Foss 
seemed to fear that legalizing them would increase the 
aids’ power. Mr. Hobson asked whether there was real 
need for the aid to Personnel, whether there was not 
duplicating in his case. Mr. Meyer said he considered 
him the least important of the four, although his duties 
are of great value to the Secretary. Mr. Meyer showed 
that under the régime of Mr. Churchill, as First Lord of 
the Admiralty, the British Navy has adopted a system 
of administration identical with the aid system in the 
U.S. Navy. Mr. Meyer explained that the aid idea was 
not his own but was worked up by a board of which 
Secretary Moody was chairman. The aids for the Sec- 
retary are really aids for the Naval Committees as well. 


THE SIXTY-SECOND CONGRESS. 
SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 


Senate debate on the Army bill will be found on pages

The Senate on April 3 passed S. Res. 76, that one 
thousand copies of the publication, “The Military Policy 
of the United States,” by Brevet Major Gen. Emory 
Upton, U.S.A., be printed as a document. 

The Senate on April 9 agreed to the following, S. Res. 
219: “Resolved, That the claims of Alexander Mackenzie 
and Henry L. Abbot, both on the retired list of the 
U.S. Army (S. 5902), and Charles J. Allen, U.S. Army, 
retired (S. 6152), now pending in the Senate, together 
with all the accompanying papers, be, and the same is 
hereby, referred to the Court of Claims, in pursuance of 
the provisions of an act entitled ‘An act to codify, revise 
and amend the laws relating to the judiciary,’ approved 
March 3, 1911: and the said court shall proceed with the 
same in accordance with the provisions of such an act 
and report to the Senate in accordance therewith.” 

The Senate Naval Committee on April 4 reported, 
without amendment, S. 2605, to provide that petty offi- 
cers, non-commissioned officers, and enlisted men of the 
U.S. Navy and Marine Corps on the retired list who 
had creditable Civil War service shall receive the rank 
or rating and the pay of the next higher enlisted grade. 
“Provided, That if such advanced rank of rating shall 
not carry with it an increase of pay, or if there be no 
higher enlisted grade to which advancement may be 
made as herein authorized, then and in such cases said 








men shall receive an increase of pay of twenty per cen- 
tum over and above the retired pay actually received by 
them, respectively, at the time of the passage of this 
Act. Sec. 2. That nothing in this Act shall operate to 
reduce the pay of any person in the Navy or Marine 
Corps, and that its provisions shall not operate to create 
any claim for back pay.” 


In the Senate April 5 favorable report was made on 
S. 1678, for the retirement of certain officers of the Phil- 
ippine Scouts. The bill provides that any person who 
served at any time in the Volunteer Army in the Civil 
War and has heretofore served as captain in the Phil- 
ippine Scouts and has since been retired as an enlisted 
man and whose time of actual service in the Regular 
and Volunteer forces of the United States shall aggre- 
gate more than forty years, and whose aggregate of 
services, together with certificates of merit and honor- 
able service, when computed as provided by existing law 
for the retirement of enlisted men, shall amount to not 
less than fifty years, may, upon nomination, ete., be 
“placed upon the retired list of the Army as a captain 
of Infantry in recognition of his long and_ efficient 
service in the Army.” ‘This bill, if enacted into law, 
would authorize the President, in his discretion and by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, to nom- 
inate and appoint John J. Clark, Post Quartermaster 
Sergeant, retired, a captain of pe geng f on the retired 
list of the Army, “in recognition of his long and efficient 
service in the Army,” and particularly in recognition of 
his service in the Civil War. The Committee says: 
“Since the year 1904 it has been the policy to reward 
officers of the Army (below the grade of brigadier gen- 
eral) tor Civil War service by placing them upon the 
retired list, when legally entitled to retire, with the 
rank and retired pay of one grade above that actually 
held by them at time of retirement. The bill now re- 
ported would give what your Committee considers a 
commensurate reward to Captain Clark for his long 
service. John J. Clark had a long and honorable record 
as enlisted man afid non-commissioned officer in the 
Army extending almost continuously over the period 
from May 10, 1864, to June 30, 1901. A Certificate of 
Merit was awarded him by the President, April 19, 1899, 
when Quartermaster-Sergeant, Inf., for distinguishing 
himself in battle at Santiago, Cuba, on July 1, 1898. He 
was appointed a first lieutenant in the Philippine Scouts 
July 1, 1901, when the first appointments to this grade 
were made, and was promoted to his captaincy Aug. 17, 
1908, following the establishment of the grade of cap- 
tain in the Scout Service.” 


Mr. Jones, in the Senate on April 8,.submitted an 
amendment proposing to appropriate $3,000 for the re- 
pair and improvement of the road in the military reser- 
vation at Fort Canby, Wash., etc., intended to be pro- 
posed by him to the Army Appropriation bill. 


The Navy Dental Corps bill (S. 290) passed by the 
Senate April 4 provides for the appointment of thirty 
dental surgeons, to be a part of the Medical Department 
of the U.S. Navy. 


There shall be one dental surgeon with the rank of lieu- 
tenant commander, four passed assistant dental surgeons with 
rank of lieutenant, and twenty-five assistant and acting as- 
sistant dental surgeons with rank of lieutenant (junior grade). 
All original appointments shall be made by the Secretary of 
the Navy in the grade of acting assistant dental surgeons, and 
all appointees to such grade shall be citizens of the United 
States between twenty-four and thirty-two years of age, gradu- 
ates of standard medical or dental colleges, and shall pass 
satisfactory examinations. At the end of three years from 
seam 24 of this act all acting assistant dental surgeons who 

ave had two or more years’ service under their original ap- 
ointment shall undergo examinations for commissions in the 

avy, and if found qualified they shall be appointed assistant 
dental surgeons, with rank of lieutenant (junior grade), in 
order of standing as determined by the examinations. At the 
end of three years from these examinations all assistant dental 
surgeons shall undergo examinations for promotion to fill the 
theretofore existing vacancies in the grade of passed assistant 
dental surgeon, and said vacancies shall be filled by the four 
officers, if qualified, standing highest and in order of their 
standing. At the end of a further five years the senior officer 
in the grade of passed assistant dental surgeon shall undergo 
examinations for promotion to grade of dental surgeon: Pro- 
vided, That if said officer be found not qualified the provisions 
of this section shall apply successively in order of rank to 
the other officers of lower seniority in said grade of passed 
assistant dental surgeon. Sec. 7 provides for a probationary 
oe of three years for acting assistant dental surgeons. 
f any acting assistant dental surgeon shall fail upon ex- 
aminations prescribed he shall be honorably discharged from 
the naval service, and the appointment of an acting assistant 
dental surgeon may be revoked at any time in the discretion 
of the Secretary of the Navy. All appointees authorized by 
this act shall take rank and precedence as in the case of ap- 
pointees to the Medical Corps of the Navy, and shall not exer- 
cise command over persons in the Navy other than dental 
surgeons and such enlisted men as may be detailed to assist 
them by competent authority. All officers authorized by this 
act shall receive the same pay and allowances as officers of 
corresponding rank and length of service in the Medical nig on 
of the Navy: Provided, That acting assistant surgeons in the 
Navy shall receive the same pay and allowances as are now 
or may hereafter be provided by law for assistant surgeons 
in the Navy. All officers authorized by this act shall be 
eligible to retirement at the age of seventy years: Provided, 
That Sec. 1445 of the Revised Statutes of the United States 
shall not be applicable to the officers herein authorized: And 
provided further, That the dentist now employed at the Naval 
Academy shall not be displaced by the operation of this act. 
All appointments authorized by this act, except the appoint- 
ment of acting assistant dental surgeons, shall be made by the 
President, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate. 


Favorable report was made in the House April 4 on 
S.J. Res.

S.J. Res. 95, Mr. Root.—Appropriating $300,000 as a part 
contribution to the acquisition of a_ site and the erection 
thereon of a memorial in the District of Columbia to com- 
memorate the services and sacrifices of the loyal women of 
the United States during the Civil War.

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AVIATION NOTES. 
SIGNAL CORPS AVIATION SCHOOL. 
Signal Corps Aviation School, College Park, Md., 
Apgil 10, 1912. 

The last day of flying at Augusta for the Aviation 
School was March 28, after which the aeroplanes were 
packed for shipment and the loading of the cars pro- 
ceeded for the next three days. 

The afternoon of April 1 the School departed in a 
special train of ten cars on the Atlantic Coast Line, 
arriving at College Park the afternoon of the 2d. By 
the night of the 3d all of the cars were unloaded, and 
since then the entire detachment has been engaged in 
preparing the hangars and equipment for a busy season.

Lieutenant Arnold is on 
temporary duty at Fort Leavenworth taking examina- 
tions for promotion to the grade of first lieutenant. 
After the examination he will have fifteen days’ leave at 
his home, and returns to the Aviation School at College 
Park about the end of April. 

While at Augusta the Aviation School made a total 
of 436 flights, having a total duration of 81 hours and 
18 minutes. Out of 124 days at Augusta, not including 
Sundays nor the time engaged in packing or unpacking 
aeroplanes, the officers were flying fifty-eight days, but on 
some of these rain or high winds permitted a few flights 
only early in the mornings or late in the evenings. 





Referring to the British estimates for aviation services 
the United Service Gazette says: “The total expenditure 
under this heading is now placed at £322,000 for the 
joint army and navy services. The school which is to 
be formed at Upavon, on Salisbury Plain, will be pre- 
pared for the accommodation ot some 18U persons, in- 
cluding a commandant, an adjutant and seven other 
officers. Some seventy other ranks will be accommodated 
there as an instructional staff, and about the same 
number of pupils will be provided for. The buildings, 
which are calculated to cost about £40,000, will include 
fourteen sheds for aeroplanes and extensive repair and 
engineer sheds, as well as a considerable amount of 
storage for motors. Provision is also made for a hospital 
in case of accidents. Although the grant made is an 
improvement over 1911-12, it will readily be seen from 
the foregoing that it is only sufficient to lay the founda- 
tion of an efficient air service, as the major portion of 
it will be swallowed up in providing air craft, stores and 
buildings. The amount which the French Chamber of 
Deputies is shortly to be asked to vote for aviation 
purposes—£600,000—will bring their total expenditure 
on aviation and aerostatics for the current year up to 
£1.080,000.” 

The French are seeking to popularize the word 
“avion” to signify an aeroplane used for military pur- 
poses. This desire synchronizes with the intention of 
the French Government to build aeroplanes specially for 
military service. Hitherto military aviation has been 
carried on in machines built for sporting purposes and 
acquired by the Government for instruction. One ad- 
mirable feature of the French aviation program from 
the point of view of foresight applied to organization for 
efficiency in that each division of aeroplanes will be 
self contained as regards equipment of all kinds, shelters 
and transports. Further, each machine will be placed in 
charge of the particular pilot who will have to use it in 
case of war, and it will not be used for instruction, bu 
will at all times be ready for immediate use for mobili- 
zation. At the end of the year it will be relegated to the 
training school and used for teaching and a new and 
more up-to-date machine will take its place. The pro- 
posal in Germany eventually to attach a mother ship for 
aeroplanes to each division of the German fleet and to 
establish depots with shelters for both dirigibles and 
aeroplanes at each war harbor has aroused France to the 
necessity of keeping up its development of naval avia- 
tion. That Germany is determined not to fall behind in 
the race for aviation supremacy is shown by the an- 
nouncement of Prince Henry of Prussia at a banquet at 
the opening of the German aeroplane exhibition at Ber- 
lin on April 3 that a national fund would be collected to 
assist young men who did not possess the necessary 
funds to learn aviation.

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CAVALRY REGIMENTS. 


In a memorandum submitted by Senator du Pont he 
says of the Senate changes in the Army Dill: 

“The proviso which reduced the number of Cavalry 
regiments from fifteen to ten has been omitted for 
several reasons. 

“First. It was inserted without consultation with the 
military authorities and is strongly opposed by them as 
greatly weakening the Regular Army, or first line of 
defense, which should be strong in Cavalry for the reason 
that if Volunteers be called out regiments of Cavalry 
cannot be organized, instructed and made efficient nearly 
as quickly as can regiments of Infantry. 

“Second. The number of Cavalry regiments is not 
more than is needed under present conditions. 

“While, as compared with the number of existing 
Infantry regiments, the number of Cavalry regiments is 
rather more than is considered theoretically necessary 
for a well balanced force, the conditions in our Army 
differ from Continental Europe, whence we get our ideas 
of a well balanced force. The number of Cavalry regi- 
ments for the Regular Army was fixed by law in 1901, 
after careful and mature deliberation. It is to be re- 
membered that the Regular Army is our first line of 
defense, and that after it comes the Militia, which has 
not a sufficient force of Cavalry to balance the Militia 
regiments of Infantry. There are very few Militia 
organizations of Cavalry, and the few that exist usually 
hire horses when needed. 

“The service that our Cavalry is actually performing 
on our southwestern boundary cannot be performed 
efficiently by foot troops, and in this connection it may 
be stated that even with our present fifteen regiments 
of Cavalry it has been found necessary to augment our 
mounted troops in that region by a force of Texas 
rangers. 

“Tt is submitted that when, in addition to the previous 
duties of the Regular Army, at least 15,000 men are 
required for the defense of the Canal Zone and at Pearl 
Harbor, Oahu, it is neither the proper nor the appro- 
priate moment for the reduction of the Military Estab- 
lishment. 

“Third. The resulting economies will not compensate 
the country for the diminution in the efficiency of our 
first line of defense. 

“A statement is submitted herewith showing the rela- 
tive cost of a regiment of Infantry and a regiment of 
Cavalry.” This is the statement which appeared on 
page 946 of our issue of March 30, 1912.

GRANT AT PETERSBURG. 


Capt. George Van Horn Moseley, Gen. Staff, U.S.A., 
believes he finds in General Grant’s bothering with 
rations in the campaign against Petersburg in 1864 a 
warning against a commander-in-chief’s concerning him- 
self with small matters when conducting a great military 
movement. It was this attention to details that he might 
have kept clear of that Captain Moseley thinks resulted 
in the failure of the Union forces to capture Petersburg 
when it was garrisoned weakly. The rations involved 
were those which Grant ordered Butler to send, to the 
amount of sixty thousand, to Wind Mill Point for 
supplying Hancock’s 2d Corps. The same order directed 
Hancock to move his corps by the most direct route to 
Petersburg, just as soon as the rations had been received 
and issued. Hancock informed Meade he was not out 
of rations, his corps being supplied for three days. 
Meade ever received this information he did not act 
upon it. The Infantry of Hancock’s Corps was ready to 
begin the march to Petersburg at seven a.m. on June 
15, 1864, but the rations from Butler had not arrived. 
It is interesting to read the contradictory messages that 
passed between Meade and Hancock concerning the ar- 
rival or non-arrival of the rations; but it finally became 
necessary to order the 2d Corps to march without waiting 
for them. Hancock’s message for the column to move 
was sent across the river by signal telegraph, but it 
miscarried. In consequence the column did not move 
until 10:30 in the morning, a delay of about four hours, 
which caused Hancock to arrive at Petersburg and join 
Smith at about dark. Had the ration incident not 
occurred Hancock would have arrived before Petersburg 
with probably two hours of daylight remaining. He 
would doubtless have attacked without delay, and 
Petersburg, then insufficiently garrisoned, might have 
fallen. 

“If Grant had directed Meade to rush one corps 
on to Petersburg,’ says Captain Moseley, ‘‘Meade would 
certainly have had it there; but the moment the com- 
mander-in-chief took it upon himself to interfere with 
details and concern himself about the rations of a single 
corps of one of his armies, which, after all, did not need 
rations, he put obstacles in the way of accomplishing 
the final result, and by delaying Hancock’s arrival at 
Petersburg several hours he saved the city to the Con- 
federates.” Captain Moseley maintains that General 
Grant’s movement across the James River was among 
the greatest military achievements recorded in history. 
After the defeat at Cold Harbor, he writes in the 
Cavalry Journal, there followed a week that has been 
wrongly called a “period of indecision” on the part of 
Grant, since during that time he was working out the 
great plan by which he completely mystified Lee and 
transferred his entire army across the James to begin 
his attack on Richmond from the Petersburg side. The 
actyal march of the army did not begin till the night of 
June 12, and it was not until the night of the 17th that 
Lee could be persuaded that the Army of the Potomac 
was moving against Petersburg, and not against Rich- 
mond on the north bank of the James. “As military 
writers gather more and more information concerning 
this grand maneuver,” the essayist concludes, “it wili 
become better understood and more generally appreciated ; 
and as this evidence is unfolded the strength of Grant’s 
character and his genius as a commander will be more 
fully revealed.”

ATLANTIC FLEET PRACTICE. 


Advices received at the Navy Department from the 
commander-in-chief of the Atlantic Fleet on April 10 
report that the main fleet, with the exception of the 
Florida, had completed day practice, and that the 
Florida would fire the following day, when it was also 
expected that torpedo practice would be completed and 
the fleet disperse to the various navy yards. The New 


Hampshire, Nebraska, Mississippi, Utah and Florida will 
remain to complete night practice as soon as possible, 
as these vessels did not conduct this form of practice 
in the Southern waters with the remainder of the fleet. 
The submarines will participate in the night practice 
with these ships. The ships will be called upon to 
defend themselves against attack from the submarines, 
and will work out a number of difficult problems involv- 
ing joint battleship and submarine maneuvers. 

According to advices received at the Navy Department 
the destroyers on the West coast began their target 
practice on April 8. Their maneuvers have been much 
delayed by bad weather, as was the practice of the 
Atlantic Fleet. Shortly after the conclusion of the 
destroyers’ practice the Maryland will begin its firing. 
There will be some joint maneuvers with the Maryland 
and the destroyers on the Pacific coast. 

The practice by the Atlantic Fleet this year was a 
success in every respect. Despite the bad weather, it 
is thought that a number of records were broken. The 
misty weather of the first two days materially reduced 
the number of hits made by the gunners, but nevertheless 
it was an excellent test of their efficiency. It gave the 
ships which took part on these days an opportunity to 
demonstrate what could be done under the most un- 
favorable conditions. 

There was a marked improvement in the torpedo work. 
Last year torpedo shooting was criticised, but it is 
thought there will be no occasion for adverse comment 
when the reports are received at the Navy Department. 
One of the most gratifying features of the practice was 
the freedom from any serious breakdowns. The only 
accident was the bursting of the hoop on one of the 
Minnesota’s guns. The problems were more realistic than 
at any previous practice, and excellent work was done 
in divisional maneuvers, as well as in the maneuvers 
of the entire fleet. 

Acting under instructions from the Navy Department, 
the commanding officer of the Amphitrite, at Memphis, 
has sent two whaleboats, equipped with provisions for 
a week, into Arkansas county, in the country back of 
Wynoake, for the purpose of assisting in rescuing and 
giving assistance to the flood sufferers. 

A report has been received at the Navy Department 
from Rear Admiral Osterhaus, the commander-in-chief 
of the Atlantic Fleet, that during target practice the B 
hoop of the right 12-inch gun in the forward turret of 
the U.S.S. Minnesota burst at the muzzle. No other 
harm was done and nobody was hurt. 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Capt. William L. Rogers, U.S.N., President of the 
Naval War College at Newport, R.I., has announced 
the tentative program for reopening the college Friday, 
May 31, the members of the class assigned reporting and 
arranging their quarters on that day. The course will 
open regularly June 1, and will last four months instead 
of three, and it is expected that either the Secretary of 
the Navy or the Assistant Secretary will be present to 
make an opening address. It is expected the class this 
year will remain over for the long course of twelve 
months, which will be inaugurated at the close of the 
short term. 

The U.S.S. Fox and the U.S.S. Davis have been 
ordered placed in first reserve at the navy yard, Mare 
Island, Cal., as soon as practicable. 

‘The U.S.S. Annapolis has been ordered placed in com- 
mission at the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal., on May 1, 
1912, or as soon thereafter as practicable. 

Upon arrival at the navy yard, New York, the U.S.S. 
Marietta has been ordered placed out of commission. 

The torpedoboat destroyer Jouett will be launched at 
Bath, Me., April 15, at 11:30 a.m. The craft will be 
christened by Miss Mary Lee Nally, of Ossining-on-the- 
Hudson, N.Y. 

The U.S.S. Ericsson and the U.S.S. Cushing were 
placed out of commission at the navy yard, Charleston, 
S.C., on April 5, 1912. 

The U.S.S. MeKee has been declared as out of com- 
mission from the date she was turned over to the New 
York Navy Yard for repairs from the Torpedo Station, 
Newport, Jan. 29, 1912. : 

The U.S.S. Ericsson, U.S.S. Cushing and the U.S.S. 
McKee have been stricken from the Navy Register. 

The U.S.S. Cleveland was placed in commission in 
second reserve at the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal., on 
April 8, 1912. 

The mail addresses of the Yorktown and Prometheus 
have been changed from “In care of the Postmaster, New 
York city,” to “Pacific Station, via San Francisco, Cal.” 

When the German battleship cruiser Moltke visits the 
United States in June next it is understood that she 
will try and break the record for speed on the Atlantic, 
either on her run to New York or home. The Moltke 
has a speed record on her trial trip of 2914 knots, and 
is the fastest vessel in the German navy, and her full 
load displacement is 23, tons. On the water line 
the length of the Moltke is 590% feet, her beam is 88 
feet and her maximum draft 28 feet. She is propelled 
by, three screws, driven by Parsons turbines, while her 
boilers are of the Schultz-Thornycroft type. Her nominal 
coal supply. is 1,000 tons, and she can also use oil. The 
transatlantic record is at present held by the Cunard 
liner Mauretania, which has averaged 26.06 knots an 
hour for 4 days 10 hours and 41 minutes in a run from 
Queenstown to New York. The present record for a 
warship, however, across the Atlantic is held by the 
British cruiser Indomitable, which averaged 21%4 knots 
on a trip from Quebec to Cowes in August, 1908. ‘The 
Indomitable was not stripped to enhance her speed in 
this run, but carried her heavy guns, her magazines full 
of ammunition and all the equipment of active service. 
The best previous warship record was also made by a 
British ship, the Drake, which averaged 19 knots an 
hour on the return voyage. 


The commanders of the United States, the British 
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and the Japanese warships stationed at Swatow, China, 
jointly requested an interview with Generol Ho on 
April 6, which he refused. The foreign commanders 
consequently sent landing parties of marines on shore 
to guard the foreign consulates and offices. 

Proposals are being invited by the Canadian govern- 
ment for what will be the largest drydock in the world. 
The site will be at Quebec or Levis and offers will be 
received up to July 2. The dock will be 1,150 feet long, 
137 feet wide and 37 feet deep. The next largest in the 
world in respect to length is at St. Petersburg, while 
the Liverpool dock is the widest so far. Its width is 
100 feet. 

The Board of Inspection and Survey having surveyed 
the Santee, which sank at the dock at the Naval 
Academy, Annapolis, will recommend that the vessel be 
sold. It is understood that no blame is attached to the 
officer in command for the sinking of the ship, which 
was due to the general deterioration.

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In response to a wireless call for help from the burn- 
ing steamer Ontario when ten miles off Shinnecock Light, 
Long Island, April 8, en route to Boston, government and 
merchant vessels and life-saving boats rushed to her 
from all points. The wrecking tug Tasco, from New 
London, Conn., was the first to reach the distressed 
vessel, and with the aid of the life-savers all the pas- 
sengers were safely transferred to the Tasco. Captain 
Van Boskerck, of the revenue cutter Mohawk, took 
charge on arrival alongside the Ontario, when he found 
the revenue cutter Acushnet already there. The revenue 
cutter Seneca arrived soon after the Mohawk. The 
revenue cutters had their fire hose at work pumping water 
into the burning vessel, and their timely aid, it was 
hoped, would save the steamer from complete destruction. 
This was not to be, however, and after fighting the fire 
for forty-eight hours the Ontario was abandoned. The 
revenue cutter Acushnet and the tug Tasco steamed to 
within 100 yards of the burning ship and to these vessels 
the skipper and his men were transferred. 








The Supreme Court on April 8 affirmed an award of 
$136,000 damages against the United States Government 
given by the Court of Claims in favor of Colonel De 
Bange, a French army officer. The claim was that the 
Government had misappropriated a patent safety device 
for breech-loading guns, and $1,400,000 damages was 
asked. Colonel De Bange explained his device to a U.S. 
military board in 1883 and alleged that the board 
adopted his patent without compensating him. The 
Government denied infringement of the patent.

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 


The revenue cutter Tahoma arrived at Bremerton, Wash., 
March 26, from Astoria, Ore., and is receiving some changes 
preparatory to spending the summer in Behring Sea, protect- 
ing the seal fisheries. The Tahoma is under command of 
Capt. W. W. Joynes. The ship is having installed on board a 
new battery of four 6-pound rapid fire guns to replace the old 
ones. The ship will go into drydock April 3 and will leave 
on the 6th for Seattle to take on stores for her northern trip, 
leaving that port-the latter part of April. 

The revenue cutter Manning, which has been at San Fran- 
cisco for some months, arrived at Astoria March 28, and will 
come to the yard early in April to go into drydock. 

The nomination of Charles Albert McAllister, engineer-in- 
chief, Revenue Cutter Service, to be engineer-in-chief to suc- 
ceed himself, was confirmed by the Senate April 5, 1912. 

The revenue cutter Mohawk has just completed her winter's 
cruise, and Capt. Francis Van Buskirk has forwarded his re- 
port to Washington of the work done. The territory covered 
by the vessel was along the coast from Norfolk to Gay Head, 
Mass. She journeyed 9,759 miles and assisted eleven vessels 
in distress. Seventy lives were saved, and it is estimated 
that the value of property, which was saved from being a 
total loss is $267,500. 

The revenue cutter Apache, commanded by Capt. G. C. Car- 
mine, rendered assistance to +g schooner Saucy Jane during 
the month of March, trying to float her from a position to 
which she had been carried on Feb. 21. The work was begun 
on March 11, but she was not floated until March 26 when 
the crew of the Apache succeeded in hauling the distressed 
vessel into deep water. On March 31 the Apache attempted to 
render assistance to the schooner L. B. Platt, which had gone 
ashore on Kent River Shoal, but on account of the leaky con- 
dition of the vessel the attempt was abandoned. About 1:30 
p.m., March 30, while the Apache was steaming into An- 
napolis Harbor she sighted a schooner with her decks awash 
and apparently in distress. She proved to be the John W. 
Dean, pine wood laden and leaking badly, and decks just 
awash. The crew of the Apache rigged suction hose from 
engine room, manned schooner’s hood deck pump and bailed 
with buckets. After two hours’ hard work at the pumps the 
schooner regained her normal draft and was free of water. 
Power launch —— Apache towed schooner in and berthed her 
safely at City Dock, Annapolis.

Col. Daniel Appleton, 7th N.Y., in an official communication 
to his regiment, says: ‘‘The most interesting. and instructive 
field exercises since the Massachusetts Maneuvers will be held 
from Aug. 10 to 20, 1912, and it is a patriotic duty for all 
concerned to prepare themselves for this service.

13TH N.Y.—COL. C. 0. DAVIS. 


‘*Royal Arcanum Night’’ was celebrated at the armory of 
the 13th N.Y. on the evening of April 8, with an audience 
present that filled every available inch of room allotted to 
spectators, and extra room on the drill floor besides. It is 
estimated that 8,000 Royal Arcanumites were present to wit- 
ness the review by Grand Regent Starrett, who had a 
staff of over 100 prominent members of the order.

VIRGINIA. 


The report of Adjutant Gen. W. W. Sale, of Virginia, for 
the year ending Oct. 20, 1911, is a very interesting document 
of 371 pages, containing a number of illustrations. The state 
force of Virginia consists of 2,475 officers and men divided 
as follows: General staff officers, departments, etc., 65; In- 
fantry, 2,155, and Field Artillery, 255. 

‘*An example of what can be done on the part of the offi- 
cers in their efforts along military lines,’’ says General Sale, 
‘‘ig the course pursued in the 1st Battalion, Field Art. A 
complete statement on this subject is entered in the report 
of Major T. M. Wortham, the battalion commander, which 
will be found in appendix. These officers deserve the utmost 
credit for their interest and labor, and it is a real pleasure 
to note such encouraging features in the improvement of the 
Virginia Volunteers. For the Infantry no similar study has 
yet been attempted, but it is felt that this body of officers 
will enter upon the matter with the same zest as has been 
displayed by the Artillery.’’

22D N.Y.—COL. WALTER B. HOTOHKIN. 


Major Gen. Charles F. Roe, who reviewed the 22d N.Y. in 
its armory on the night of April 16, under command of Col. 
Walter B. Hotchkin, was treated to a pleasant surprise. At 
the conclusion of the military ceremonies, Colonel Hotchkin 
assembled his officers in the reception room to meet General 
Roe and staff and then addressing the General, spoke of the 
high esteem in which the latter was held, and the impartial 
manner in which he had conducted the affairs of his office.

For either offense he may be dishonorably discharged in 
addition to serving a sentence of imprisonment, A surrender 
on first offense may lighten the sentence. 

I. D. asks: Enlisted Feb. 23, 1906; discharged Jan. 20, 
1908, convenience of Government; re-enlisted Jan. 21, 1908; 
discharged Jan. 20, 1911; re-enlisted Jan. 31, 1911. What 
period am I in? Answer: Second. 

P. H.—Warrant officers of the Navy take precedence next 
after midshipmen and ahead of all mates. Commissioned war- 
rant officers take precedence after ensigns.

An event of naval history rarely commented upon is 
the part Great Britain once played as a sort of storage 
warehouse for the Russian fleet in the _ troublous 
Napoleonic days. Russia and England were very good 
friends then, as many other nations were brought 
together by the alarming ambitions of Bonaparte. In 
1811, when Napoleon was making his advance on Russia, 
the Czar was afraid his fleet might be taken by Bona- 
parte and used against the British. He therefore sent 
the whole of his fleet over to England and put it in 
charge of the British government. This step was not 
necessary, as it turned out, on account of the disasters 
that befell Napoleon in the Moscow campaign, but in 
1811-12 England had from ten to fifteen Russian ships 
of the line in her harbors, ready to be used against the 
French in case they succeeded against Russia and then 
with augmented power sought next to subjugate the 
British Isles. It was apparent to the Ozar then that 
the only Power able to cope with France on the ocean 
was Great Britain and that it behooved him to do all 
he could to increase the naval strength of England to 
offset Bonaparte’s strength.

In the Journal of the United States Artillery for 
November-December, 1911, appeared a series of remark- 
able photographs showing a projectile as it issued from 
the muzzle of a 12-inch gun, the gases and smoke as 
they issued from the gun at successive stages, and the 
projectile in flight. These were merely noted as copy- 
righted by the Department of Specialists, C.A.S. It 
appears that they were taken by Capt. Francis J. Behr, 
C.A.C., stationed at the Coast Artillery School, Fort 
Monroe, Va. The time of exposure in these photographs 
was only one-two-thousandth of a second, so that even 
the projectile moving at 2,360 f.s. was but slightly 
blurred. These results were made possible by a new 
photographic shutter invented by Gustave Dietz, and 
made by the Multi-Speed Shutter Company.

LETTER NO. 26. 


Last week I saw a remarkable performance 
enacted—a performance which, if witnessed by 
the American Public, would ensure the Naval 
supremacy of the United States for all Time. 

I refer to Target Practice of the Fleet. 

No real man, with a drop of red blood in his 
veins, and a particle of appreciation of true merit, 
could deny the requests of such a Navy—requests 
not for personal emolument of individuals, but for 
the mere wherewithal to multiply and, if possible, 
improve on present World-beating performance— 
to have a fair show in the event of hostilities. 

We read occasionally of the extreme accuracy 
of American gunnery—of how it eclipses the per- 
formance of all other Powers; but to the average 
American citizen, already puffed up with elated 
ideas of American supremacy in general, it means 
but little. He hasn’t the slightest conception of the 
difficulties under which the results are achieved. 

Place that pompous individual on the quarter 
deck of a towing ship, only 400 yards from, a 
diminutive target 60 feet long by 30 feet high, and 
let him see the firing ship 15,000 yards—8% land 
miles—away, plant the first range shot only twenty 
yards short, ricochet through the target—a HIT 
under Battle conditions, and he begins to realize 
what it all means. He has stood for twenty-three 
seconds between the flash and the splash, knowing 
that an eight or a twelve inch shell is coming his 
way at the rate of two thousand feet a second, 
and that four hundred yard tow line has seemed to 
But when he 
sees the result of the shot, he becomes so enthu- 


grow shorter as the seconds pass. 


siastic and has such confidence that he would 
willingly have the line shortened to one hundred 
yards. Another range shot, followed by a salvo, 
and the target has disappeared except for a mass 
of tangled wreckage! 

Now let us analyze this performance. in terms 
which the average layman can understand and 
appreciate. 

A range of 15,000 yards from a target 60 ft. long 
by 30 ft. high, is equivalent to 100 yards—rifle 
range—on a target 4.8 inches long by 2.8 inches 
high. That would be an easy shot for an expert 
marksman on land, but there is more to it. 

The firing ship, under way, is pitching and 
tolling. The target, by reason of the usual haze, 
is barely perceptible, and is itself under way, rolling 
and pitching.

the co-ordinate action of several men. 

Put the best marksman in the world into a launch, 
send it ahead under proportionate speed through a 
moderate sea, and let him shoot at a moving target 





4.8 inches long by 2.8 inches high, bobbing up and 
down, 100 yards away. I do not think he would 
be able to place his first shot 4.8 inches short and 
so it would ricochet through the target. I am 
perfectly sure I would not “observe” from the stern 
of the towing boat, eight feet from the target. 

Then when you come to placing eight riflemen 
in the launch and having them firing simultaneously 
at a given signal—the “observers” on the towing 
ship would cease to function, the coroner officiating 
in that capacity later. 

If there is any manufacturing concern in the 
world that has just cause to be proud of the per- 
sonnel and equipment at its command, it is the 
Edison Storage Battery Company.

the loss of sales through cancelled orders from 
inadequate production. 

‘The political party or parties that strive to show 
an artificial economy by neglecting to safeguard 
our National wealth and prestige will be severely 
censured by an indignant public, if occasion does 
arise for defending our homes and institutions, and 
the facilities are found inadequate. 

As long as one man has use for another man’s 
property, just so long will Nations go forth to war. 
Such being the case, it does seem criminal to expect 
a bantam rooster to be matched against a game 
cock, even if the bantam can plant his spurs more 
accurately. Superior weight will, in time, over- 
power him. We have not reached the bantam class 
yet, but if material change in present procedure is 
not enacted, we will be back to the unhatched egg 
class before very long. 

It would seem that a Nation that can and does 
spend hundreds of millions annually for candy, 


jewelry and other luxuries, should be able to build

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and maintain a National Defense second to none. 
Present performance is comparable to the athlete 
who, in a 100 yard dash, runs like fury for 90 yards 
and suddenly stops when in a fair way to win the 
heat. 

I firmly believe that, when brought to a full 
realization of present conditions, the level-headed, 
patriotic producers and business men of this Coun- 
try will voluntarily contribute to a separate National 
Fund to 
Defense, independent of appropriations and warring 
factions.

By Mr. Edison’s direction, we have expended and 
are still expending considerable time and money in 
experimental work for the Army and Navy.
